AN  ACT 
To  incorporate  the  Saint  Anne*s  widows'  aeylom  of  Philadelphia. 

Whereas,  Francis  Patrick,  Kenrick  Francis,  Xavier  Gartland* 
Nicholas  Cantwell,  William  Whelan,  Michael  M'Grath,  Michael 
M'Gill,  John  Scravendykc,  Anthony  F.  Corkrin,  William  Wilcox, 
Francis  Tierman,  James  Reilly,  John  Gegan,  and  Mark  Anthony 
Frenaye,  citizens  of  this  commonwealth,  have  associated  together  for 
the  purpose  of  establishing  an  asylum  for  aged  and  destitute  widows 
and  single  women ;  therefore. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Represent  a- 
tives  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  jSssembly 
met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same^  That 
the  persons  named  in  the  above  preamble,  and  their  successors,  be  and 
they  are  hereby  created  a  corporation  or  body  politic  in  law,  by  die 
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name,  style,  and  title  of  the  **  Saint  Anne*s  widows*  asylum  of  Phil-  TiOe. 
adelphia  f*  and  by  that  title  shall  have  perpetual  succession,  with  power  PnTilegM. 
to  have  a  common  seal^  to  make  contracts,  sue  and  be  sued,  to  take  Powen. 
hold,  mortgage,  and  conrey  any  estate,  real  and  personal,  the  annual 
income  of  which  shall  not  exceed  eight  thonsand  dollars,  to  be  appro- 
priated to  the  purposes  of  the  said  charity ;  and  to  elect  or  appoint  their 
associates  and  successors,  to  choose  such  officers  as  they  may  deem 
necessary,  and  to  make  idl  needful  by-laws,  rules  and  regulations  for  By-laws. 
the  government  of  said  corporation,  and  the  furtherance  of  said  charity, 
not  inconsistent  with  the  constitution  and  laws  of  the  United  States  or 
of  this  common  wesdth. 

Section  2.  That  the  meetings  of  said  corporation  shall  be  held  at  Meetings. 
«uch  times  and  places  as  may  be  ordered  by  the  by-laws,  and  that  a 
majority  of  the  members  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction 
of  business. 

SacTiosi  3.  That  the  building  and  other  real  estate  occupied  as  an  Buildings  exempt 
asylum  by  the  said  corporation,  shall,  during  said  occupancy,  be  exempt  f^5?^^{?°***"

intended  ^ft,  grant,  conveyance,  devise,  or  bequest  thereto,  if  the  in- 
tent thaU  sufficiently  appear  therein.

Rcguhttuig  turnpike  and  plank  road  eompaniM. 

Sbction  1.  Be  tt  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  Howe  of  Represen- 
tatives of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assembly 
met^  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same^  That 
whenever  a  special  act  of  tlie  general  assembly  snail  be  passed,  author- 
izing the  incorporation  of  a  company  for  the  construction  of  a  turnpike 
road,  or  for  the  construction  of  a  plank  road,  within  this  common- 
wealth, the  commissioners  named  in  such  act,  or  any  five  of  them,  shall 

Powers.  have  power  to  open  books  for  receiving  subscriptions  to  the  capital  stock 

of  such  company,  at  such  time  or  times,  and  such  place  or  places  as 
they  may  deem  eipedient,  after  having  given  at  least  twenty  days'  pre- 
vious notice  in  one  or  more  newspapers  published,  or  having  circulation 
within  the  county  where  books  of  subscription  are  to  be  opened ;  at  which 
times  and  places  two  or  more  of  the  said  commissioners  shall  attend,  and 

Who  may  sub-     permit  and  suffer  all  persons  of  lawful  age,  who  shall  offer  to  subscribe 

scribe.  in  such  books,  in  their  own  names,  or  in  the  names  of  any  other  person 

who  shall  duly  authorize  the  same,  lor  any  number  of  shares  of  stock ; 
and  the  said  books  shall  be  kept  open,  respectively,  for  the  purpose 
aforesaid,  at  least  six  hours  in  every  juridical  day,  for  the  space  of  five 
days,  or  until  the  said  books  shall  have  the  whole  number  of  shares 
authorised  by  such  special  act,  therein  subscribed ;  and  if,  at  the  expir-

their  successors  and  assigns,  and  oT  selling,  transferring  and  conveying,

Sbction  3.  That  the  commissioners  aforesaid,  as  soon  as  conveniently 
fflay  be  after  the  said  letters  shall  be  sealed  and  obuined,  shall  give  notice 
in  the  manner  provided  for  in  the  first  section  of  this  act,  of  the  time 
and  place  by  them  appointed ;  at  which  time  and  place  the  said  sub- 
scribers shall  proceed  to  organize  such  corporation,  and  shall  choose,  Orgmnizstion. 
by  a  majority  of  votes  of  the  subscribers  by  ballot,  to  be  delivered  in 
penon,  or  by  proxy  duly  authorized,  one  president,  five  managers  and  OfBcera. 
one  ireasttrer,  and  such  other  officers  as  may  be  necessary  to  conduct  the 
business  of  such  company,  until  the  first  Monday  of  November  next 
ensoing,  and  until  such  other  officers  shall  be  chosen ;  and  shall  and 
may  make  such  by-laws,  orders  and  regulations,  not  inconsistent  with 
the  eonstuution  and  laws  of  the  United  States  and  of  this  common- 
wealth, as  shall  be  necessary  for  the  proper  management  of  the  afiairs  of 
iuch  company :  Provided  always^  That  each  stockholder  shall  be  enti-  Proiruo.

titled to  vote  at  any  election  or  meeting  of  said  company,  unless  the 
whole  sum  doe  and  payable  on  the  shaie  or  shares  by  him  or  her  held 
at  the  time  of  such  election,  shall  have  been  fully  paid  and  discharged.

perform  any  corporate  act. 

{Section  5.  That  the  president  and  directors  of  such  company,  first 
chosen,  shall  procure  certificates  or  evidences  of  stock,  for  ail  the  shares 
of  the  said  company,  and  shall  deliver  one  or  more  certificates  or  evi- 
dences, signed  by  the  president,  countersigned  by  th^  trea9urf!r,  and 
sealed  with  the  common  seal  of  the  corporation,  to  each  person  «r  party 
entitled  to  receive  the  same,  according  to  the  number  of  shares  by  him, 
her  or  them  respectively  subscribed  or  held  ;  which  certificates  or  evi- 
dences of  stock,  shall  be  transferable  at  the  pleasure  of  the  Itolder,  in 
a  suituble  book  or  books,  to  be  kept  by  the  company  for  that  purpose, 
in  person  or  by  attorney  duly  authorized,  in  the  presence  of  the  presi^ 
dent  or  treasurer,  subject,  however,  to  all  payments  due,  or  to  become 
doe  thereon ;  and  the  assignee  or  party  to  whom  the  same  shall  have

SBCTioif  6.  It  shall  be  lawfol  for  the  said  president  and  managers, 
their  superintendents,  surveyors,  engineers,  artists  and  chain  bearers, 
to  enter  in  and  upon  all  and  every  the  lands,  tenements  and  enclosures 
in,  through  and  over  which  such  intended  ttirnpike  road  or  plank  road 
may  be  thought  proper  to  pass,  and  for  that  purpose  to  examine  the 
ground  and  quarries  of  stone  and  gravel,  and  other  materials  thai  may 
be  necessary  in  making  and  constructing  such  road,  and  to  cut  or  open 
such  drains  through  the  same,  as  they  shall  judge  necessary  to  drain 
the  water  from  the  turnpike  road,  or  plank  road,  with  the  same  rights 
and  under  the  same  penalties  as  the  supervisors  of  highways ;  and  the 
said  road  shall  be  constructed  between  the  points  named  iu  the  special 
act  incorporating  such  company. 

Section  7.  The  president  and  managers  of  such  corporation,  three 
of  whom  shall,  for  that  purpose,  be  a  quorum,  shall  keep  minutes  of  all 
their  proceedings,  fairiy  entered  in  a  book  to  be  kept  for  that  purpose, 
and  shall  have  full  power  and  authority  to  appoint,  agree  and  contract 
with  such  engineers,  superintendents,  artists,  laborers  and  other  per- 
sons as  they  may  think  necessary  to  make  and  construct  such  road, 
and  collect  the  tolls  hereinafter  authorized,  and  fix  their  compensation, 
to  ascertain  the  times,  manner  and  proportions  in  which  the  stockholders 
shall  pay  the  amount  of  their  respective  shares  in  order  to  carry  on  their 
work,  to  draw  orders  on  the  treasurer  for  all  debts  contracted  by  them, 
which  orders  shall  be  signed  by  the  president,  or  in  his  absence  by  a 
majority  of  the  managers,  and  attested  by  their  secretary,  and  to  do 
and  transact  all  other  acts,  matters  or  things,  as  by  the  by-laws,  orders 
and  regulations  of  such  company  shall  be  entrusted  to  them. 

Seciion  8.  If  any  stockholder,  whether  original  subscriber  or  as- 
signee, after  twenty  days'  notice  as  aforesaid,  of  the  time  and  place  ap- 
pointed for  the  payment  of  any  instalment  or  proportion  of  the  capital 
stock,  shall  neglect  to  pay  such  proportion  at  the  place  appointed,  for 
the  space  of  thirty  days  after  the  time  appointed  for  the  payment  thereof* 
any  such  stockholder  shall,  in  addition  to  the  instalment  so  called  for, 
pay  at  the  rate  of  one  per  centum  per  month,  for  every  delay  of  such 
payment;  and  if  the  same  and  additional  penalty  shall  become  equal  to 
the  sum  before  paid  in  part  on  account  of  such  share,  the  sanM  may  be 
forfeited  by  and  to  the  said  company,  and  may  be  sold  by  iheai  for

Skctiox  9.  It  may  be  lawful  for  the  president  and  managers  of  such  Damagw,  how 
company,  incoiporated  as  aforesaid,  by  and  with  their  superintendents,  aMcsied.  &c. 
engineers,  artists,  workmen,  laborers,  their  tools  and  instruments,  carts, 
^agoos,  and  other  carriages,  and  beasts  of  draught  or  burden,  to  enter 
in  aod  upon  the  lands  contiguous  and  near  to  which  the  said  road  shall 
be  made  or  constructed,  first  giving  notice  of  their  intentions  to  the 
occupiers  thereof,  and  doing  as  little  damage  thereto  as  possible,  and 
making  amends  for  damages  upon  a  reasonable  and  equitable  agreement 
by  \he  parlies;  or  if  they  cannot  agree  thereupon,  a  just  and  equitable 
assessment  to  be  made  upon  oaili  or  affirmation  by  three  disinterested 
freeholders,  or  any  two  of  them,  two  of  whom  shall  be  mutually  chosen 
by  the  parties,  and  said  two  thus  chosen,  shall  choose  a  third;  or  if 
either  party,  upon  due  notice,  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  join  in  the 
choice,  then  to  be  chosen  by  a  justice  of  the  peace  of  the  county  wherein 
the  land  lies,  Mfho  shall  not  be  interested  therein,  and  upon  the  tender 
of  the  assessed  value,  to  dig  and  carry  away  any  timber,  stone,  sand, 
earth,  or  other  materials  necessary  or  suitable  for  making  said  road:  Pro-  Proviso, 
tnded.  That  no  part  of  this  act  shall  authorize  the  taking  of  any  property 
by  sQch  company,  unless  the  same  be  previously  paid  for,  or  adequate 
security  given  to  the  owners  for  the  payment  thereof. 

Section  10.  The  president  and  managers  of  every  such  company, 
ineorporated  as  aforesaid,  shall  keep  fair  and  just  accounts,  as  well  of  ^<^counta. 
all  moneys  received  by  them,  as  of  those  paid  out  and  expended  in  the 
prosecuiioQ  of  the  work;  and  shall,  at  least  once  in  every  year,  submit 
their  books  and  accounts  to  a  general  meeting  of  the  stockholders ;  and 
whenever  it  shall  be  ascertained,  that  the  capital  stock  of  such  company 
is  not  sufficient  to  complete  their  road,  according  to  the  true  intent  and

Section  11.  The  president  and  managers  of  such  company  shall  ^ 

have  power  to  erect  good  and  sufficient  bridges  over  all  the  streams  of  "^^9^*-  \ 
water  crossed  by  their  road,  whenever  the  same  shall  be  found  neces- 
sary ;  and  shall  cause  a  road,  if  a  turnpike,  to  be  laid  out  not  exceeding 
fifty  feet  in  width,  and  cause  at  least  eighteen  feet  of  said  width  to  be 
made  an  artificial  road  of  wood,  stone,  gravel,  or  other  proper  and  con- 
venient materials,  such  as  the  nature  of  the  ground  may  require  ^  nd 
will  afford,  to  be  constructed  in  such  manner  as  will  admit  an  even 
surface,  and  so  nearly  level  in  its  progress,  that  it  shall  in  no  place  raise 
or  fall  more  than  will  form  an  angle  of  four  d^rees  from  a  horizontal 
line  }  and,  if  a  plank  road,  the  same  shall  be  opened  of  any  width,  not 
exceeding  forty  feet,  and  shall  be  graded  in  such  manner  as  may  be 
necessary  for  either  a  single  or  double  track,  as  may  be  determined  upon 
by  the  president  and  managers  of  the  said  company,  each  track  being 
not  less  than  eight  feet  in  width,  and  so  nearly  level  in  its  progress, 
that  it  shall  in  no  place  raise  or  fall  more  than  wiU  form  an  angle  of  three 
dejgnes  wilh  a  horizontal  line :  Providedf  That  if  any  part  of  the  ^'^^^^' 
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ground  on  the  route  of  said  road  shall  be  so  hard  and  compacU  as  to 
make  a  good  road  withmit  any  covering  of  wood,  gravel,  stone,  slate  or 
other  hard  substance,  the  said  president  and  managers  are  hereby  au- 
thorized to  construct  such  part  of  said  road  without  any  such  coverings 
and  shall  forever  maintain  and  keep  the  same  in  good  repair  :  Provided^ 
That  in  all  deep  cuts  the  said  road  need  not  be  of  greater  width  on  the 
suiface  than  thirty  feet:  ^nd  provided.  That  said  bridges  shall  not 
be  constructed  so  as  to  obstruct  the  navigation  of  any  stream  deciareil 
a  public  highway. 

Section  12.  Whenever  such  company  shall  have  6ni6hed  five  miles 
or  more  of  road,  the  president  thereof  may  give  notice  to  the  Governor, 
who  shall  appoint  forthwith  three  skillful,  judicious  and  disinterested 
persons  to  view  and  examine  the  same,  and  report,  on  oath  or  affirma- 
tion, to  him,  whether  the  said  r'ad  is  so  far  executed  in  a  competent 
and  workmanlike  manner,  according  to  the  true  intent  and  meaning  of 
this  act  J  and  if  their  report  shall  be  in  the  affirmative,  then  the  governor 
shall,  by  license  under  his  hand  and  the  seal  of  the  state,  permit  and 
suffer  said  company  to  erect  and  fix  such  and  so  many  gates  upon  and 
across  the  said  road,  as  will  be  necessary  and  sufficient  to  collect  fronci 
all  persons  otherwise  than  on  foot,  the  same  tolls  as  hereinafter  author- 
ized'and  granted. 

Section  13.  When  such  company  is  licensed  in  manner  aforesaid, 
it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  them  to  appoint  such  and  so  many  toll- 
gatherers  as  they  shall  think  proper,  to  collect  and  receive,  of  and  from 
all  and  every  person  or  persons  using  the  said  road,  the  toll  and  rates 
hereinafter  mentioned  ;  and  to  stop  any  person  riding,  leading,  or  driving 
any  horses,  cattle,  hogs,  sheep,  coach,  coaches,  sulkey,  chair,  chaise* 
phaeton,  cart,  wagon,  wain,  sleigh,  sled,  or  any  other  carriage  of  burden 
or  pleasure,  from  passing  through  the  said  gate  until  they  shall  respec- 
tively have  paid  the  same :  that  is  to  say,  for  every  five  miles  in  length 
of  the  said  road  completed  and  licenseil  as  aforesaid,  the  following 
sums  of  money,  and  so  in  proportion  for  any  lesser  distance,  or  for 
any  greater  or  lesser  number  of  sheep,  hogs,  or  cattle,  to  wit: — For 
every  score  of  hogs  five  cenui;  for  every  score  of  sheep  five  cents;  for 
every  score  of  cattle  ten  cents ;  for  every  horse  and  his  rider,  or  led 
horse,  three  cents;  for  every  sulkey,  chair  or  chaise,  with  one  horse 
and  two  wheels,  six  cents;  with  two  horses  nine  cents;  for  every  cha- 
riot, coach,  phaeton  or  dearborn,  with  one  horse  and  four  wheels,  ten 
cents;  for  every  coach,  phaeton  or  chaise,  with  two  horses  and  four 
wheels,  twelve  cents ;  for  either  of  the  carriages  last  mentioned,  with 
four  horses,  twenty  cents ;  for  every  other  caniage  of  pleasure,  under 
whatever  name  it  may  go,  the  like  sums,  according  to  the  number  of 
wheels  and  horses  drawmg  the  same ;  for  every  stage  wagon  with  two 
horses  twelve  cents;  for  every  such  wagon  with  four  horses  twenty  cents; 
for  every  sleigh,  three  cents  for  each  horse  drawing  tl^  same  ;  and  for 
every  sled,  two  cents  for  each  horse  drawing  the  same;  for  every  cart 
or  wagon,  whose  wheels  shall  be  \ess  than  four  inches,  four  cents  for 
each  horse  drawing  the  same;  and  for  every  cart  or  wagon,  whose 
wheels  shall  be  four  inches,  and  not  exceeding  seven  inches,  two  cents 
for  every  horse  drawing  the  same;  for  every  cart  or  wagon,  the  breadth 
of  whose  wheels  shall  be  more  than  seven  inches,  one  cent  fur  every 
horse  drawing  the  same;  and  if  any  person  or  person. s  shall  represent 
to  the  said  company  or  any  of  their  officers,  that  he,  she,  or  they  have 
traveled  a  less  distance  than  he,  she,  or  they  have  actually  traveled  along 
said  road,  with  intent  to  defraud  said  company  of  its  toll,  or  any  part 
thereof,  such  person  or  persons  shall,  for  every  such  ojflfence,  forfeit 
and  pay  to  the  use  of  said  company  the  sum  of  five  dollars ;  and  if  any 
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toD-gatherer  shall  demand  and  receive  toll  for  a  greater  distance  than  the 
person  of  whom  such  toll  is  demanded  shail  have  traveled  along  said 
turnpike  road,  or  plank  road«  or  shall  demand  and  receive  greater  toll 
from  any  person  or  persons  than  such  toll-gatherer  is  authorized  to  de-  > 
maod  and  receive  by  virtue  of  this  act,  such  toll-gatherer  shall  forfeit 
and  pay  the  som  of  &we  dollars  for  every  such  offence,  to  the  supervi- 
sors of  the  township  in  which  the  forfeiture  is  incurred,  to  be  expended 
in  repairing  township  roads,  and  for  the  payment  of  which  the  said 
company  shall  be  responsible ;  and  all  such  penalties  and  forfeitures 
shall  be  recoverable,  with  costs  of  suit,  before  any  justice  of  the  peace 
of  the  county  in  which  the  off*ence  is  committed  :  Provided^  That  no  Proviso.  . 
toll  shall  be  demanded  from  any  person  or  persons  passing  and  repassing 
from  one  part  of  his,  her,  or  their  farm  to  any  other  part  of  the  same ; 
and  all  persons  with  their  vehicles  or  horses,  going  to  or  from  funerals, 
or  places  of  public  worship,  or  of  military  trainings  or  elections,  shall 
be  exempt  from  the  payment  of  toll,  when  traveling  on  such  turnpike 
rosd. 

Skction  14.  If  such  company  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  keep  their 
road  in  good  traveling  order  and  repair  for  the  space  of  thirty  days,  and  Pfocewlingp  in 
ioformalion  thereof  shall  be  given  under  oath  or  affirmation  to  any  jus-  ^^SlT*^  * 
ticeof  the  peace  of  the  neighborhood  and  county,  designating  particularly  keSt^*M^** 
where  and  in  what  respect  said  road  is  defective,  such  justice  shall  issue  jg^  and  repair!' 
a  precept  to  any  constable  of  the  county,  lequiring  him  to  notify  the  gate- 
keeper nearest  whose  gate  the  part  or  parts  of  the  road  complained  of  is 
situate,  that  on  a  certain  day  and  at  a  certain  hour  therein  mentioned, 
not  less  than  three  nor  more  than  six  days  thereaAer,  three  freeholders 
will  be  chosen  at  his  office  to  hold  an  inquest  to  inquire  into  the  truth 
of  the  matters  specified  in  said  information,  an  attested  copy  of  which 
shall  be  furnished  by  said  justice  to  said  gate-keeper,  at  the  time  of  serv- 
iflg  said  notiee. 

Section  15.  The  three  freeholders  mentioned  in  the  preceding  sec-  Fraohoiders  bow 
tion  shall  be  chosen  as  follows : — If  the  gate-keeper,  or  any  other  officer  ehomn, 
or  agent  of  the  company,  and  the  informant,  shall  attend  at  the  time  and 
place  of  choosing,  they  shall  commence  with  the  complainant,  and  nomi- 
nate alternately  to  the  justice  a  list  of  nine  freeholders  of  the  neighbor- 
hood, from  which  list  the  complainant  and  the  officer  or  agent  of  the 
company,  shall  alternately  strike  out  a  name  until  three  names  are  left, 
which  three  shall  be  the  persons  chosen  to  hold  said  inquest.  Should 
either  party  be  unrepresented  at  the  time  of  choosing  said  freeholders,  the 
JQstioe  shall  act  for  him  or  them,  and  should  both  parties  be  absent,  the 
justice  shall  appoint  three  disinterested  freeholders  to  form  said  inquest. 

Sccnoii  16.  The  inquest  thus  chosen  shall,  aAer  having  been  duly 
swora  or  affirmed,  proceed  to  view  the  parts  of  the  road  complained  of,  Inquc^. 
and  shall  report  to  the  said  justice,  in  writing,  under  their  hands  and  Duties  Ac. 
seals,  or  the  hands  and  seals  of  a  majority  of  them,  within  five  days 
after  said  view,  whether  the  said  road  be  out  of  order  and  repair,  con- 
trary to  the  true  intent  and  meaning  of  this  act,  and  if  so  found,  the 
saki  justice  shall  adjudge  the  said  company  to  pay  a  fine  of  not  less 
than  twenty-five  nor  more  than  fifty  dollars,  at  his  discretion  f  one-half 
thereof  for  the  use  of  supervisors  of  the  roads  in  the  township  in  which 
the  portion  of  the  road  so  found  defective  is  situate:  Provided^  That  the 
said  company  shall  have  the  right  of  appealing,  within  twenty  days  after 
jadgment,  to  the  court  of  common  pleas  of  the  proper  county,  from  the 
fiodiog  of  said  inquest,  and  the  judgment  of  the  justice  thereon,  as  in  other 
cases:  Jind  provided  further.  That  no  proceedings  shall  be  commenced 
or  prosecuted  under  the  last  three  sections  of  this  act,  unless  the  infor- 
ttol^  or  fotne  otber  person  shall  have  given  twenty  days'  previous 
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notice,  io  writing,  to  the  gate  keeper  nearest  to  whose  gate  the  part 
or  parts  of  the  road  complained  of  is  situate,  specifying  particularly  the 
part  or  parts  of  the  road  alleged  to  be  out  of  repair,  and  the  nature  of 
the  defect  alleged,  and  notifying  him  that  unless  the  proper  repairs  be 
made  in  thirty  days  after  the  service  of  the  notice,  proceedings  will  be 
commenced  before  a  justice  and  three  freeholders. 

Section  17.  Should  the  said  company  not  appeal  from  the  finding 
New  proceedings  of  the  Said  inquest,  and  the  judgment  of  the  justice  thereon,  and  con* 
tinue  to  neglect  and  refuse  to  repair  the  part  or  parts  of  the  road  thus 
found  out  of  repair,  new  proceedings  may  be  commenced  and  prose- 
cuted against  said  company  for  such  neglect  or  refusal ;  and  should 
said  parts  of  said  road  continue  out  of  repair  until  the  holding  of  the 
next  general  court  of  quarter  sessions  for  the  proper  county,  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  said  Justice  to  certify  and  send  copies  of  the  finding  of 
the  said  inquests,  and  the  judgments  thereon,  to  the  judges  of  the  said 
court;  and  the  said  judges  shall  thereupon  cause  process  to  issue,  and 
bring  in  the  body  or  bodies  of  the  person  or  persons  entrusted  by  the  com- 
pany with  the  care  and  superintendence  of  such  part  of  the  said  road 
as  shall  be  so  found  defective,  and  shall  proceed  thereon  as  in  cases  of 
supervisors  of  highways  for  neglect  of  their  duty ;  and  if  the  persons 
entrusted  by  the  said  company  as  aforesaid,  shall  be  convicted  of  the 
oflfence  by  the  said  inquisition  charged,  the  said  court  shall  give  judg- 
ment according  to  the  nature  and  aggravation  of  the  neglect,  as  accord- 
ing to  right  and  justice  would  be  proper  in  the  case  of  supervisors  of 
the  highways  neglecting  their  duties;  and  the  fines  and  penalties  so  to 
be  imposed,  shall  be  recovered  in  the  said  court,  and  shall  be  paid  to  the 
supervisors  of  the  highways  of  the  township  wherein  the  ofience  was 
committed,  to  be  applied  to  repairing  the  public  roads  within  such  town- 
ship ;  and  like  proceedings  may  be  instituted  from  time  to  time,  until 
the  said  road  is  put  into  proper  repair. 

Skctium  18.  In  all  cases  of  complaint  made,  or  suit  instituted,  under 
the  provisions  of  this  act,  against  any  corporation,  if  the  complainant 
shall  fail  to  sustain  his  complaint,  or  the  plaintiff  to  sustain  his  suit,  as 
the  case  may  be,  the  corporation  shall  be  entitled  to  recover  costs  as  in

and  if  the  said  corporation  shall  fail  to  make  payment  in  any  case  within 
twenty  days  after  final  adjudication,  the  court  of  common  pleas  of  the 
proper  county,  on  application  of  the  plaintiflf,  or  some  other  person  on 
his  behalf,  shall  direct  sequestration,  and  appoint  a  sequestiator,  who 
shall  have  like  powers,  aud  be  subject  to  all  the  regulations  and  re- 
quirements provided  in  the  seventy-third  and  seventy -fourth  sections  of 
an  act  of  the  general  assembly  of  this  commonwealth,  entitled  **An 
Act  relating  to  executions,'*  passed  June  16,  1836:  Pravidtd^  That

SQbjeet  to  the  same  rales  and  regulations  as  debts  of  a  similar  amount 
are  by  law  sued  for  and  recovered. 

Sicnoif  20.  l^hat  the  legislature  shall  have  power  to  alter  the  rate  ^,        «  _.

lessen  the  same  whenever  they  shall  believe  it  necessary  for  the  well  t^  kgialatore^ 
being  of  the  company  or  the  community  at  large.

To  view  and  ky  oi;^  state  road  from  Carmichaelstowti,  in  Chvene  connty,  to 
M'CiellaDdtnwn,  in  Fayette  county* 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representa- 
tives of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assembly 
inc/,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  snme^  That 
Boas  Boydsori,  of  Greene  county,  and  Geocge  Whiting  and  Stephen 
W.  Snyder,  of  Fayette  county,  be  and  the  same  are  hereby  appointed 
commissioners  to  view  and  lay  out,  and  mark  a  state  road,  beginning  at 
or  near  Carmichaeistown,  Greene  county,  and  leading  to  M'Clelland- 
town,  Fayette  county,  by  the  easiest  and  most  practicable  route,  having 
reference  to  distance  of  the  route,  surface  of  the  country,  and  cost  of 
construction. 

Section  2.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  commissioners,  or  a  ma- 
jority of  them,  after  having  been  duly  sworn  or  affirmed  before  a  jus- 
tice of  the  peace,  who  shall  tile  and  preserve  the  same  in  bis  office,  to 
perform  all  the  duties  enjoined  by  this  act  with  impartiality,  carefully 
to  view  the  ground  over  which  the  road  to  be  laid  out  by  them  may 
pass,  having  due  regard  to  a  straight  and  easy  road  for  the  public,  at  an 
elevation  of  not  more  than  five  degrees  from  a  horizontal  line ;  and  that 
they  shall  clearly  and  distinctly  mark  the  road  in  such  a  manner,  as 
shall  render  the  route  agreed  upon  readily  found  by  the  supervisors;

The  said  commissioners  shall  make  out  a  fair  and  aceo- 
curate  draft  of  the  location  of  the  road,  noting  thereon  courses  and  dis- 
tances, and  the  places,  waters,  county  and  township  lines,  with  such 
other  matter  as  may  serve  for  explanation ;  one  copy  whereof  shall  be 
deposited  in  the  office  of  the  secretary  of  the  commonwealth,  on  or  be- 
fore the  first  day  of  January  next,  and  one  copy  in  the  offi<%  of  the

SscnoN  I.  Beit  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Repreaenta* 
the$  of  the  Commontoeatth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assembly 
mrf,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same^  That 
on  complaint  made  to  the  county  commissioners  of  any  county  in  this  ObetractionB  of 
commonwealth  through  which  French  creek  flows,  that  the  free  and  ^^T^^i^"  **^ 
nninterrupted  navigation  thereof  is  obstructed  by  any  dam  or  dams,  it  j^^  nmot9d, 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  county  commissioners  of  the  county  wherein 
said  complaint  is  made,  to  appoint  three  fit  and  disinterested  freeholders, 
who  aluill  proceed  to  view  the  dam  or  dams  complained  of;  and  if, 
upon  examination,  they  find  that  the  free  and  uninterrupted  navigation 
of  said  ereek  is  obstnicled  thereby,  they  shall  give  notice  in  writing  to

Rebtire  to  repairing  roads  in  Upper  Provideiice  township^  and  to  the  Providence 
roads  in  Delaware  county. 

Whebxas,  It  has  been  represented  to  the  legislature  that  a  certain 
freat  road,  leading  from  the  borough  of  Chester,  through  the  townships 
of  Chester,  Nether  Providence,  Upper  Providence  and  Edgmont,  known  Preamble. 
as  the  Providence  Great  road,  was  laid  out  in  the  year  one  thousand 
seven  hundred  and  thirty-two,  without  any  width  having  been  fixed  to 
it;  that  for  a  long  time  heretofore,  the  said  road  has  been  kept  open  at 
various  widths  in  various  places,  and  has  been  gradually  narrowing  from 
time  to  time,  that  the  uncertainty  as  to  the  true  and  legal  width  and  lo- 
cation of  the  same,  has  given  rise  to  many  disputes  among  the  land- 
holders upon  it;  that  these  matters  have  thrown  insuperable  difficulties 
is  the  way  of  the  supervisors  in  the  performance  of  their  legal  duties, 
and  as  doobta  are  entertained  of  the  jurisdiction  of  the  court  of  quarter 
sessions  over  the  case  under  the  general  road  laws ;  therefore,

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entitled  *^  An  act  relating  to  roads,  highways,  and  bridges,**  passed  Jane 
thirteenth,  one  thousand  eight  handred  and  thirty-six,  as  relates  to  the 
public  roads  and  highways  of  the  several  townships  of  this  common- 
wealth, be  and  the  same  is  hereby  revived  in  the  township  of  Upper

SxcnoN  4.  That  so  much  of  an  act,  entitled  *^  An  act  granting  certain 
powers  to  the  authorities  of  the  city  of  Lancaster  and  Philadelphia, 
and  for  other  purposes,**  pamied  the  sixteenth  day  of  April,  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  thirty-eight,  as  relates  to  the  roads  and  highways 
in  the  county  of  Delaware,  together  with  all  other  acts  and  supplements 
inconsistent  with  the  provisions  of  this  act,  are  hereby  declared  not  to 
extend  to  the  township  of  Upper  Providence,  in  the  county  of  Delaware.

That  when  ten  per  centum  on  the  capital  stock,  as  pro- 
vided by  any  special  act  of  incorporatiop,  shall  have  been  subscribed, 
and  Sve  dollars  paid  on  each  and  every  share|  as  aforesaid,  the  said 
commissioners,  or  such  of  them  as  shall  have  acted,  shall  certify  to  the 
governor,  under  their  hands  and  seals,  the  names  of  the  subscribers,  and 
the  number  of  shares  subscribed  by  each,  and  that  five  dollars  on  each 
share  have  been  paid,  whereupon  the  governor  shall,  by  letters  patent, 
under  liis  hand  and  the  seal  of  the  commonwealth,  create  and  consiilute 
the  subscribers,  and  if  the  subscription  be  not  full  at  the  time,  those  who 
shall  thereafter  subscribe  to  the  number  of  shares  aforesaid,  their  suc- 
cessors and  assigns,  into  a  body  politic  and  corporate,  in  deed  and  in 
law,  by  the  name,  style,  and  tide,  designated  by  the  special  act  of 
assembly  $  and  by  the  said  name,  style,  and  title,  the  said  subecnbers 
shall  have  perpetual  succession,  with  all  the  privileges,  franchises,  and 
immunities  incident  to  a  corporation,  and  be  able  to  sue  and  be  sued, 
plead  and  be  impleaded,  in  all  courts  of  record  and  elsewhere,  and  to 
purchase,  receive,  have,  hold,  use,  and  enjoy  to  them  And  their  saecessors, 
goods,  chattels,  and  estate,  real  and  personal,  of  what  kind  and  nature 
soever,  and  the  same  from  time  to  time,  to  sell,  exchange,  mortgage, 
grant,  alien,  or  otherwise  dispose  of,  and  to  make  dividends  of  such 
portion  of  the  profits  as  they  may  deem  proper;  and  also  to  make  and 
have  a  common  seal,  and  the  same  to  alter  and  renew  at  pleasure,  and 
also  to  ordain,  establish,  and  put  in  execution,  such  by-laws,  ordinances, 
and  regulations  as  shall  appear  necessary  or  convenient  for  the  government 
of  said  corporation,  not  being  contrary  to  the  constitution  and  laws  of  the 
United  Slates,  or  of  this  commonwealth,  and  generally  to  do  all  and 
singular,  the  matters  and  things  which  to  them  it  shall  lawfully  appertain 
to  do  for  the  well  being  of  said  corporation,  and  the  due  ordering  and 
management  of  the  afifairs  thereof :  Provided^  That  nothing  herein  con- 
tained shall  be  construed  as  in  any  way  giving,  to  such  corporation,  any 
banking  privileges  whatever,  or  any  other  liberties,  privileges,  or  fran- 
chises but  such  as  may  be  necessary  or  convenient  to  the  procuring, 
owi^ing,  making,  maintaining,  regulating,  and  using  their  railroad,  the 
locomotives,  machinery,  cars,  and  other  appendages  thereof,  and  the 
conveyance  of  passengers,  the  transportation  of  goods,  merchandize,  and 
other  commodities  thereon:  jind  provided  further^  That  such  company 
shall  not  purchase  or  hold  any  real  estate,  except  such  as  maybe  neces- 
sary or  convenient  for  the  making  and  constructing  of  their  railroad,  or 
for  the  furnishing  of  materials  therefor,  and  for  the  accommodation  of 
depots,  offices,  warehouses,  machine  shops,  toll  houses,  engine  and 
water  stations,  and  other  appropriate  appurtenances,  and  for  the  persons 
and  things  employed,  or  used  in  and  about  the  same. 

Sbction  3.  That  the  commissioners  named  as  aforesaid,  or  such  of 
them  as  shall  have  acted,  shall  as  soon  as  conveniently  may  be  after  the 
said  letters  patent  shall  be  obtained,  appoint  a  time  and  place  for  the 
subscribers  to  meet,  to  organize  the  company,  and  shall  give  at  least 
two  weeks'  notice  thereof  in  the  manner  provided  for  in  the  first  section 
of  this  act;  and  the  said  subscribers,  when  met,  shall  elect,  by  a  ma- 
jority of  the  votes  present,  to  be  given  in  person  or  by  proxy,  a  president 
and  twelve  directors,  the  president  and  a  majority  of  whom  shall  be 
resident  oitiasens  of  this  commonwealth,  and  shall  be  owners  respectively 
of  at  least  three  shares  in  the  stock  of  such  company;  and  the  said 
president  and  directors  shall  conduct  and  manage  the  affairs  and  business 
of  said  company,  until  the  second  Monday  in  "January  then  next  ensuing, 
and  until  others  are  chosen;  and  may  make,  ordain  and  establish  such 
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by-laws,  rules,  orders  and  regulations,  and  perforni  such  other  matters 

and  things  as  are  by  this  act  authorized :  Provided^  That  in  case  of  the  Proviro. 

resignatioD,  death,  or  removal  of  the  president,  the  directors  shall,  by 

a  majority  of  votes,  supply  the  vacancy  until  the  next  annual  election. 

Section  4.  That  the  stockholders  of  such  company  shall  meet  on  AnoatI  meeting, 
the  second  Monday  in  January  in  every  year,  at  such  place  as  may  be 
fixed  on  by  the  by-laws,  of  which  notice  shall  be  given  at  least  two 
weeks  previously  by  the  secretary,  in  the  manner  before  mentioned,  and 
choose,  by  a  majority  of  the  votes  present,  a  president  and  twelve  direc- 
tors qualified  as  aforesaid,  for  the  ensuing  year,  who  shall  continue  in 
office  until  the  next  annual  election,  and  until  others  are  chosen ;  at  which 
annual  nneeting  the  said  stockholders  shall  have  full  power  and  authority 
to  make,  alter  or  repeal,  by  a  majority  of  votes  given,  any  or  all  such 
by-laws,  rules,  orders  and  regulations  as  aforesaid,  and  do  and  perform 
every  other  corporate  act  authorized  by  their  charter :  the  stockholders

The  elections  for  directors  provided  for  in  this  act,  shall  EledioDs,  how 
be  conducted  as  follows,  to  wit :  at  the  first  electioi^  the  commissioners  conducted. 
•ball  appoint  three  stockholders  to  be  judges  of  the  said  election,  and 
lo  hold  the  same ;  and  at  every  succeeding  election  the  directors,  for  the 
time  being,  shall  appoint  three  stockholders  fojr  the  like  purpose ;  and 
the  persons  so  appointed  by  said  commissioners  and  directo|rs,  shall  not 
be  eligible  to  an  election  as  a  director  at  said  election,  and  shall  respec- 
tively take  and  subscribe  an  oath  or  affirmation,  before  an  alderman  or 
justice  of  the  peace,  well  and  truly  and  according  to  law,  to  conduct 
«ach  election  to  the  best  of  their  knowledge  and  ability ;  and  !he  said 
jodges  shall  decide  upon  the  qualiBcations  of  voters,  and  when  the  election 
is  closed,  shall  count  the  votes,  and  declare  who  have  been  elected ;  and 
if  at  any  time  it  shall  happen  that  an  election  of  directors  shall  not  be 
made  at  the  time  specified,  the  corporation  shall  not  for  that  reason  be 
dissolved ;  but  it  shall  be  lawful  to  hold  and  make  such  election  of  di- 
rectors, on  any  day  within  three  months  thereafter,  by  giving  at  least 
ten  days'  previous  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  holding  said  election 
in  the  manner  aforesaid ;  and  the  directors  of  the  preceding  year  shall 
in  that  ease  continue  in  office,  and  be  invested  with  all  powers  belonging 
to  them  as  such,  until  others  are  elected  in  their  stead :  in  case  of  the 
death  or  resignation  of  a  director,  or  a  failure  to  elect  in  case  of  a  tie  vote, 
the  vacancy  may  be  filled  by  the  board  of  directors :  at  all  general  meet- 
ings or  elections  by  the  stockholders,  each  share  of  stock  shall  entitle 
the  holder  thereof  to  on^  vote,  and  each  ballot  shall  have  endorsed  thereon 
the  number  of  shares  thereby  represented  ;  but  no  share  or  shares  trans- 
ferred within  sixty  days  next  preceding  any  election,  or  general  meeting 
of  the  stockholders,  shall  entitle  the  holder  or  holders  thereof  to  vole

Section  6.  That  the  president  and  directors  of  such  company,  for  Pawan. 
the  time  bemg,  are  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  exercise  aU 
the  power*  granted  to  the  corporation ;  they  shall  meet  at  such  tiroes  and 
places  as  shall  be  by  them  deemed  most  convenient  for  the  transaction 
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Quorum.  of  their  business,  and  when  met,  seven  shall  be  a  qubnim  to  do  business ; 

the  president,  if  present,  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  board,  and 
when  absent,  tiie  board  shall  appoint  a  president  pro.  t«m. ;  they  shall 
keep  minutes  of  their  proceedings  fairly  entered  in  a  suitable  book  to  be 
kept  for  that  purpose ;  they  shall  choose  a  secretary  and  treasurer,  and 
may  appoint  or  employ  all  such  officers,  engineers,  agents,  superinten- 
dents, artizans,  workmen  or  other  persons^  as  in  their  opinions  may 
be  necessary  or  proper  in  the  management  of  the  affairs  aud  business  of 
said  corporation,  at  such  times,  in  such  manner,  and  under  such  regu- 
lations as  they  may  from  time  to  time  determine;  they  shall  fix  the 
amount  of  the  salaries  and  wages  of  such  officers  and  persons  employed 
by  them,  and  tiiey  may  require  bond,  with  security  in  such  amounts  as 
they  may  deem  necessary,  of  each  or  any  of  said  officers  or  other  persons 
by  them  appointed  or  employed,  for  the  faithful  discharge  of  their  duties, 
and  generally  to  do  all  such  other  acts,  matters  and  things  as  by  this  act 
and  the  by-laws  and  regulations  of  the  said  company,  they  may  be  ao- 
thorized  to  do. 
CertilicatM  of  Section  7.  That  the  president  and  directors  of  such  company  first 

stock.  chosen,  shall  procure  certificates  or  evidences  of  stock  for  all  the  shares 

of  such  company,  and  shall  deliver  one  or  more  certificates  or  evidences, 
signed  by  the  president,  countersigned  by  the  treasurer,  and  sealed  with 
the  common  seal  of  the  corporation,  to  each  person  or  party  entitled  to 
receive  the  same,  according  to  the  number  of  shares  by  him,  her,  or 
them  respectively  subscribed  or  held;  which  certificates  or  evidences  of 
Transferable.  stock  shall  be  transferable  at  the  pleasure  of  the  holder,  in  a  suitable 
book  or  books  to  be  kept  by  the  company  for  that  purpose,  in  person 
or  by  attorney  duly  authorized,  in  the  presence  of  the  president  or 
treasurer,  subject,  however,  to  all  payments  due  or  to  become  due 
thereon;  and  the  assignee  br  party  to  whom  the  same  shall  have  been 
so  transferred,  shall  thereupon  be  a  member  of  said  corporation,  and 
have  and  enjoy  all  the  immunities,  privileges  and  franchises,  and  be 
subject  to  all  the  liabilities,  conditions  and  penalties  incident  thereto,  in 
the  same  manner  as  the  original  subscriber  would  have  been :  Provided, 
That  no  certificate  shall  be  transferred  so  long  as  the  holder  thereof  is 
indebted  to  said  company,  unless  the  board  of  directors  shall  consent 
Proviao.  thereto :  And  provided^  That  no  such  transfer  of  stock  shall  have  the 

effect  of  dischaiginjg  any  liabilities  or  penalties  theretofore  incurred  by 
the  owner  thereof. 
Skotion  8.  The  capital  stock  of  such  company  shall  be  divided  into 
Capital  stock.       shares  of  fifty  dollars  each,  and  shall  be  called  in  and  paid  at  such  times 
Shane.  and  places,  and  in  such  proportions  and  instalments  not,  however, 

Inatalmenta.  exceeding  five  dollars  per  share  in  any  period  of  thirty  days,  as  the 
directors  shall  require,  of  which  public  notice  shall  be  given  for  at  least 
two  weeks  next  preceding  the  time  or  times  appointed  for  that  purpose, 
in  the  manner  above  mentioned ;  and  if  any  stockholder  shall  neglect 
to  pay  such  proportion  or  instalment  so  called  for  at  the  time  and  place 
appointed,  he,  she,  or  they  shall  be  liable  to  pay,  in  addition  to  the 
proportion  or  instalment  so  called  for,  at  the  rate  of  one  per  cent,  per 
month  for  the  dekiy  of  snch  payment;  and  if  the  same  and  the  additional 
penalty,  or  any  part  thereof,  shall  remain  unpaid  for  the  period  of  six 
Forfettaie.  months,  he,  she  or  they  shall,  at  the  discretion  of  the  directors,  forfeit 

to  the  use  of  the  company,  all  right,  title  and  interest  in  and  to  every 
and  all  share  or  shares,  on  account  of  which  such  default  in  payment 
may  be  made  as  aforesaid,  or  the  directors  may,  at  their  option,  cftuse 
8«it  to  be  brought  before  any  competent  tribunal,  for  the  recovery  of 
the  amount  due  on  such  shares,  together  with  the  penalty  of  one  per 
cent  per  month  as  aforesaid;  and  in  the  event  of  a  forfeitorei  the  share 
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or  shares  so  forfeited,  may  be  disposed  of  at  the  discretion  of  the  presi- 
dent and  directors,  under  such  rules  and  regulations  as  may  be  prescribed 
by  the  by-laws.  No  stockholder  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  at  any  election, 
nor  at  any  general  or  special  meeting  of  the  company,  on  whose  share 
or  shares  any  instalment  or  arrearages  may  be  due  more  than  thirty  days 
next  preceding  said  election  or  meeting  :  Provided^  That  no  forfeiture  Ptovim. 
of  8t(x;k  shall  release  or  discharge  the  owner  thereof  from  any  liabilities 
or  penalties  incurred  prior  to  the  time  of  such  forfeiture. 

Section  9.  That  the  dividends  of  so  much  of  the  profits  of  such  com-  Dividendk 
puiy  as  shall  appear  advisable  to  the  directors,  shall  be  declared  in  the 
months  of  July  and  January  in  each  and  every  year,  and  be  paid  to  the 
stockholders  or  their  legal  representatives,  on  application  at  the  office  of 
sach  company,  at  any  time  after  the  expiration  of  ten  days  from  the 
time  of  declaring  the  same ;  but  the  said  dividends  shall  in  no  case  ex- 
ceed the  amoftnt  of  the  net  profits  actually  acquired  by  the  company, 
10  that  the  capital  stock  shall  never  be  impaired  thereby ;  and  if  the 
said  directors  shall  make  any  dividend  which  shall  impair  the  capital 
stock  of  the  company,  the  directors  consenting  thereto  shall  be  liable, 
in  their  individual  capacities,  to  such  company  for  the  amount  of  the 
capital  stock  so  divided,  recoverable  by  action  of  debt  as  in  other  cases;

roads  as  may  be  specially  authorized,  and  with  such  bridges,  viaducts, 
tomouts,  sidelines,  or  other  devices  as  they  may  deem  necessary  or 
nsefnl  between  the  points  named  in  the  special  act  incorporating  such  « 

eompaoy,  commencing  at  or  within,  and  extending  to  or  into  any  town, 
city  or  village,  named  as  the  place  of  beginning  or  terminus  of  such 
road;  and  in  like  manner,  by  themselves,  or  other  persons  by  them 
appointed  or  employed  as  aforesaid,  to  enter  upon  and  into,  and  oc- 
eupy  all  land  on  which  the  said  railroad  or  depots,  warehouses,  offices, 
toll  houses,  engines  and  water  stations,  other  buildings  or  appurtenances 
hereinbefore  mentioned  may  be  located,  or  which  may  be  necessary  or 
convenient  for  the  erection  of  the  same,  or  for  any  purpose  necessary  or 
osefol  in  the  construction,  maintenance  or  repairs  of  said  railroad,  and 
therein  and  thereon  to  dig,  excavate  and  embank,  make*  grade,  and  lay 
down  and  construct  the  same ;  and  it  shall  in  like  manner  be  lawful  for 
sach  company,  their  officers,  agents,  engineers,  contractors  or  workmen, 
vith  their  implements  and  beasts  of  draught  or  burden,  to  enter  upon 
any  lands  adjoining  or  in  the  neighborhood  of  their  railroad,  so  to  be  con- 
Anicted,  and  to  quarry,  dig,  cut,  take  and  carry  away  therefrom,  any 
stone,  gravel,  clay,  sand,  earth,  wood,  or  other  suitable  material  neces* 
nry  or  proper  for  the  construction  of  any  bridges,  viaduct  or  other 
bnildings,  which  may  be  required  for  the  use,  maintenance  or  repairs 
of  laid  laiboad:  Pr^videdf  Thai  befioresuch  eonpaoy  shall  enter  upon  Proviso. 
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or  take  possession  of  any  such  lands  or  materials,  they  shall  make  am- 
ple compensation  to  the  owner  or  owners  thereof,  or  lender  adequate 
security  therefor:  Provided  further^  That  the  limber  used  in  the  con- 
Btruction  or  repair  of  said  railroad,  shall  be  obtained  from  the  owner 
thereof  only  by  agreement  or  purchase  :  And  provided  further^  That 
whenever  any  company  shall  locate  its  road  in  and  upon  any  street  or 
alley,  in  any  city  or  borough,  ample  compensation  shall  be  made  to 
the  owners  of  lots  fronting  upon  such  street  or  alley,  for  any  damages 
they  may  sustain,  by  reason  of  any  excavation  or  embankment  made 
in  the  construction  of  such  road,  to  be  ascertained  as  other  damages  are 
authorized  to  be  ascertained  by  this  act. 

Section  IK  That  when  the  said  company  cannot  agree  with  the 
owner  or  owners  of  any  lands  or  materials,  for  the  compensation  proper 
for  the  damage  done  or  likely  to  be  done  to,  or  sustained  by  any  such 
owner  or  owners  of  such  lands  or  materials,  which  such  Company  may 
enter  upon,  u«e  or  take  away,  in  pursuance  of  the  authority  hereinbefore 
given,  or  by  reason  of  the  absence  or  legal  incapacity  of  any  such  owner 
or  owners,  no  such  compensation  can  be  agreed  upon,  the  court  of  com- 
mon pleas  of  the  proper  county,  on  application  thereto  by  petition,  either 
by  said  company  or  owner  or  owners,  or  any  one  in  behalf  of  either,  shall 
appoint  seven  discreet  and  disinterested  freeholders  of  said  county,  neither 
of  whom  shall  be  residents  or  owners  of  property  upon  or  adjoining  the 
line  of  such  railroad,  and  appoint  a  time,  not  less  than  twenty  nor  more 
than  thirty  days  thereafter,  for  said  viewers  to  meet  at  or  upon  the  pre- 
mises where  the  damages  are  alleged  to  be  sustained,  of  which  time 
and  place  ten  days'  notice  shall  be  given  by  the  petitioner  to  the  said 
viewers  and  the  other  party  j  and  the  said  viewers  or  any  fise  of  them 
having  been  first  duly  sworn  or  affirmed,  faithfully,  justly  and  impar- 
tially to  decide,  and  true  report  to  make  concerning  ail  matters  and 
things  to  be  submitted  to  them,  and  in  relation  to  which  they  are  author- 
ized to  inquire  in  pursuance  of  the  provisions  of  this  act,  and  having 
viewed  the  premises,  they  shall  estimate  and  determine  the  quantity, 
quality  and  value  of  said  lands  so  taken  or  occupied,  or  to  be  so  taken 
or  occupied,  or  the  materials  so  used  or  taken  away,  as  the  case  may 
be,  and  having  a  due  regard  to  and  making  just  allowance  for  the  ad- 
vantages which  may  have  resulted,  or  which  may  seem  likely  to  result 
to  the  owner  or  owners  of  said  land  or  materials,  in  consequence  of  the 
making  or  opening  of  said  railroad,  and  of  the  construction  of  works 
connected  therewith;  and  after  having  made  a  fair  and  just  comparison 
of  said  advantages  and  disadvantages,  they  shall  estimate  and  determine 
whether  any,  and  if  any,  what  amount  of  damages  has  been  or  may 
be  sustained,  and  to  whom  payable,  and  make  report  thereof  to  the 
said  court;  and  if  any  damages  be  awarded,  and  the  report  be  con- 
firmed by  the  said  court,  judgment  shall  be  entered  thereon  ;  and  if  the 
amount  thereof  be  not  paid  within  thirty  days  after  the  entry  of  such 
judgment,  execution  may  then  issue  thereon  as  in  other  cases  of  debt, 
for  the  sum  so  awarded,  and  the  costs  and  expenses  incurred  shall  be 
defrayed  by  the  said  railroad  company ;  and  each  of  said  viewers  shall 
be  entitled  to  one  dollar  and  fifty  cents  per  day  for  every  day  neces- 
sarily employed  in  the  performance  of  the  duties  hereip  prescribed,  to 
be  paid  by  such  railroad  company.

sufHcient  cause  way  or  causeways,  whenever  the  same  may  be  neces-  Causeways.- 
5ary  to  enable  the  occupant  or  occupants  of  said  lands  to  cross  or  pass 
OTer  the  same,  with  wagons,  carts  and  implements  of  husbandry,  as  \ 

occasion  may  require ;  and  the  said  causeway  or  causeways,  when  so 
made,  shall  be  maintained  and  kept  in  good  repair  by  such  company;  Tobekeptin     \ 
and  if  ihe  said  company  shall  neglect  or  refuse,  on  request,  to  make  *       rop«if»  dtc.  *. 
such  causeway  or  causeways,  or  when  made,  to  keep  the  same  in  good 
order,  the  said  company  shall  be  liable  to  pay  any  person  aggrieved 
thereby,  all  damages  sustained  by  such  person  in  consequence  of  such 
neglect  or  refusal ;  such  damages  to  be  assessed  and  ascertained  in  the 
same  manner  as  provided  in  the  last  section  for  the  assessment  of  dam- 
ages :  Provided^  That  the  said  company  shall,  in  no  case,  be  required  Provin. 
to  make  or  cause  to  be  made,  more  than  one  causeway  through  each 
plantation  or  lot  of  land,  for  the  accommodation  of  any  one  person 
owning  or  possessing  land  through  which  the  said  railroad  may  pass; 
and  where  any  public  road  shall  cross  such  railroad,  the  person  owning 
or  possessing  land  through  which  the  said  public  road  may  pass,  shall 
not  be  entitled  to  require  the  company  to  erect  or  keep  in  repair  any^> 
causeway  or  bridge  for  the  accommodation  of  the  occupant  of  said  lano.' 

Sbction  13.  That  if  any  such  railroad  company  shall  find  it  neces-  chaneeof  iocs- 
sary  to  change  the  site  of  any  portion  of  any  turnpike  or  public  ruad,  Uod. 
they  shall  cause  the  same  to  be  re- constructed  forthwith  at  their  own 
proper  expense,  on  the  most  favorable  location,  and  in  as  perfect  a  man- 
ner as  the  original  road  :  Provided^  That  the  damages  incurred  in  chang-  Proviso, 
ingthe  location  of  any  road  authorized  by  this  section,  shall  be  ascertained 
and  paid  by  such  company,  in  the  same  manner  as  is  provided  for  in  re- 
gard to  the  location  and  construction  of  their  own  road. 

Section  14.  That  in  all  suits  or  actions  against  such  company,  the  Qertice  of  pro- 
service  of  process  on  the  president,  secretary,  treasurer,  engineer,  agent  ^j^^ 
or  any  director  of  the  same,  shall  be  good  and  available  in  law ;  but  no 
snit  or  action  shall  be  prosecuted  by  any  person  or  persons,  for  any 
penalties  incurred  under  this  act«  unless  such  suit  or  action  shall  be 
commenced  within  two  years  next  after  the  offence  committed  or  cause       t 
of  action  accrued  ;  and  the  defendants  in  such  suit  or  action  may  plead 
the  general  issue,  and  give  \his  act  and  the  special  matter  in  evidence, 
and  that  the  same  was  done  in  pursuance  and  by  authority  of  this  act 

Section  15.   That  if  any  person  or  persons  shall  wilfully  and  know-  Penalty  for  com- 
iogly  break,  injure  or  destroy,  any  railroad  authorized  by  special  act  of  mitting  injaries 
assembly,  or  any  part  thereof,  or  any  edifice,  device,  property  or  work,  to  work%  Ac. 
or  any  part  thereof,  or  any  machinery,  engine,  car,  implement  or  utensil, 
erected,  owned  or  used  by  such  company,  in  pursuance  of  this  act,  he, 
.  she  or  they  so  offending,  shall  forfeit  and  pay  to  such  company,  three 
times  the  actual  damage  so  sustained,  to  be  sued  for  and  recovered  with 
foil  costs,  before  any  tribunal  having  cognizance  thereof,  by  action  in 
the  name  and  for  the  use  of  the  company* 

Section  16.  That  if  any  person  or  persons  shall  wilfully  and  ma- 
liciously remove  or  destroy  any  part  of  the  road,  property,  buildings  or  Penalty  for  mis- 
other  works,  belonging  to  such  company,  or  place,  designedly  and  with  demeanor, 
evil  intent,  any  obstruction  on  the  line  of  such  railroad,  so  as  to  jeopard 
the  safety  or  endanger  the  lives  of  persons  traveling  on  or  over  the  same« 
soch  person  or  persons  so  ofiending,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  mis- 
demeanor, and  shall  on  conviction  be  imprisoned  in  the  county  jail  or 
penitentiary,  at  the  discretion  of  the  court,  for  a  term  not  more  than 
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three  years:  Provided^  That  nothing  herein  contained  shall  prevent  the 
company  from  pursuing  any  other  appropriate  remedy  at  law  in  such 
cases. 

Sbction  17.  That  at  each  annual  meeting  of  the  stockholders  of  any 
such  company,  the  president  and  managers  of  the  preceding  year  shall 
exhibit  to  them  a  full  and  complete  statement  of  the  affairs  and  proced- 
ings  of  the  company  for  such  year,  with  all  such  matters  as  shall  be 
necessary  to  convey  to  the  stockholders  a  full  knowledge  of  the  condition 
and  affairs  of  said  company ;  and  the  said  president  and  directors  of  every 
such  company,  shall,  whenever  required,  furnish  to  the  legislature,  or 
either  branch  thereof,  a  full  and  authentic  report  of  their  affairs  and 
transactions,  or  such  information  relating  thereto  as  may  be  demanded 
of  them. 

SEcnQN  18.  That  upon  the  completion  of  any  railroad  authorized 

Pubhc  highwayB.  ^^  aforesaid,  the  same  shall  be  esteemed  a  public  highway  for  the  con- 
veyance of  passengers,  and  the  transportation  of  freight,  subject  to  such 
rules  and  regulations,  in  relation  to  the  same,  and  to  the  size  and  con- 
struction of  wheels,  cars,  and  carriages,  the  weight  of  loads,  and  all  other 
matters  and  things  connected  with  the  use  of  said  railroad,  as  the  president 

Provieo.  and  directors  may  prescribe  and  direct :  Provided^  That  the  said  com- 

pany shall  have  the  exclusive  control  of  the  motive  power,  and  may  from 
time  to  time  establish,  demand  and  receive  such  rates  of  toll,  or  other 
compensation^  for  the  use  of  such  road  and  of  said  motive  power,  and 
for  the  conveyance  of  passengers,  the  transportation  of  merchandize  and 
commodities,  and  the  cars,  or  other  vehicles  containing  the  same,  or 
otherwise  passing  over  or  on  the  said  railroad,  as  to  the  president  and 

Proviso.  directors  shall  seem  reasonable  :  Provided  however  nevertheless^  That 

said  rates  of  toll  and  motive  power  charges  so  to  be  established,  demand- 
ed or  received,  when  the  cars  used  for  such  conveyance  or  transportation. 

Toll.  are  owned  or  furnished  by  others,  shall  not  exceed  two  and  one  half  cents 

per  mile  for  each  passenger,  three  cents  per  mile  for  each  ton  of  two 
thousand  pounds  of  freight,  three  cents  per  mile  for  each  passenger  or 
baggage  car,  and  two  cents  per  mile  for  each  burden  or  freight  car,  every 
four  wheels  being  computed  a  car ;  and  in  the  transportation  of  passen- 
gers, no  charge  shall  be  made  to  exceed  three  cents  per  mile  for  through 
passengers,  and  three  and  a  half  cents  per  mile  for  way  passengers. 

Section  19.  That  if  any  company  incorporated  as  aforesaid,  shall 
not  commence  the  construction  of  their  proposed  railroad  within  three 
years;  and  complete  and  open  the  same  for  use,  with  at  least  one  track, 
within  the  term  prescribed  by  the  special  act  authorizing  the  same,  or 
if  after  completion,  the  said  railroad  shall  be  suffered  to  go  into  decay, 
and  be  impassable  for  the  term  of  two  years,  then  this  charter  shall  be 
null  and  void,  except  so  far  as  to  compel  the  said  company  to  make 
reparation  for  damages. 

Section  20.  That  if  any  company  incorporated  as  aforesaid,  shall  at 
any  time  misuse  or  abuse  any  of  the  privileges  granted  by  this  act,  or 
by  the  special  act  of  incorporation,  the  legislature  may  revoke  all  and 
singular  the  rights  and  privileges  so  granted  to  such  company;  and  the 
legislature  hereby  reserves  the  power  to  resume,  alter  or  amend  any 
charter  granted  under  this  act,  and  take  for  public  use  any  road  construct- 
ed in  pursuance  of  such  charter:  Provided^  That  in  resuming,  altering, 
*  or  amending  said  charters,  no  injustice  shall  be  done  to  the  corporators  ; 
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lod  that  in  taking  such  roads  for  public  use,  full  compensation  shall  be   ' 
oiade  to  the  stockholders.

AN  ACT 

For  ibe  relief  of  Mungo  Marraj  and  wife,  and  to  anthorixe  the  manageia  of  the 
poor  in  Roiboioogh,  to  execute  and  deliver  certain  deeda. 

SicnoN  I.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representa' 
tives  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Jlssembly 
met^  cmd  U  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  satne^  That 
a  certain  power  of  attorney,  dated  the  twenty-eighth  day  of  October, 
Anoo  Domini  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  forty-eight,  by  Mungo 
Murray,  of  Untrose  Perthshire,  Scotland,  and  Anne,  his  wife,  one  of 
the  daughters  of  Thomas  Mayne  Willing,  late  of  the  city  of  Phila- 
delphia, deceased,  to  doctor  Charles  Willing,  of  the  same  city,  duly 
acknowledged  according  to  law  on  the  same  day,  before  the  provost  and 
chief  magistrate  of  the  royal  burgh  of  Dundee,  in  Scotland,  and  so  cer- 
tified under  the  public  seal  of  the  said  borough,  and  intended  to  be  re- 
corded, authorizing  the  said  attorney  to  sell  and  convey  all  or  any  part 
of  the  real  estate,  lands,  tenements  and  hereditaments,  unto  the  said

""**  *"*'**  "  house  of  employment  of  said  clbunty,  on  an  order  for  that  purpose 
granted  by  any  one  of  the  directors  of  the  poor  of  said  county,  or  by 
any  justice  of  the  peace  of  said  county;  for  which  service,  no  justice 
of  the  peace  shall  be  entitled  to  fees  or  reward ;  and  the  constables  of 
the  said  county  of  Chester  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  from  said  di- 
rectors,  for  executing  an  order  for  the  relief  or  removal  of  a  pauper  or 
paupers,  five  cents  per  mile  circular,  and  no  more:  Provided^  That  in 
all  cases  in  which  there  is  more  than  one  order  executed  by  any  con- 
stable at  the  same  time,  for  the  first  order  five  cents  per  mile  circular, 
for  the  second  four  cents,  for  the  third  three  cents,  and  for  any  addi- 
tional number  of  orders  above  three,  executed  at  the  same  time,  do 
mileage  shall  be  allowed.

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Sxcnow  3.  That  from  and  after  the  third  Friday  in  March  nezty  the 
buigess  and  town  council  dnly  elected  as  aforesaid,  and  their  saccessors, 
shall  be  one  body  politic  and  corporate  in  law,  by  the  name  and  style  Styl^. 
of  the  baxgess  and  eonncil  of  Millerstown,  and  shidl  have  perpetual  sue-  Powen. 
cession ;  and  the  said  bui^^ss  and  town  council  aforesaid,  and  their  suc- 
cessors, shall  be  capable  in  law  to  receive,  hold  and  possess  goods, 
chattels,  lands  and  tenements,  rents,  liberties,  jurisdictions,  franchises, 
hereditaments,  to  them  and  their  successors,  in  fee  simple,  or  otherwise, 
not  exceeding  tho  yearly  value  of  four  thousand  dollars ;  and  also  to 
give,  grant,  sell«  let  and  assign  the  same  lands,  tenements,  heredita- 
ments, rents ;  and  by  the  same  name  and  style  aforesaid,  they  shall  be 
capable  in  law  to  sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded,  in  any  of 
the  eoarts  of  law  in  this  commonwealth,  in  all  manner  of  actions  what- 
8oe?er,  and  to  have  anj  to  use  one  common  seal,  and  the  same  from 
time  to  time,  at  their  will,  to  change  and  alter. 
'  SscTioN  4.  That  if  any  person,  an  inhabitant  of  the  said  borough,  p  j^-  f 
doij  qualified  to  elect  as  aforesaid,  shall  be  elected  to  the  office  of  bur-  5]^^  ^^J^* 
gess,  and  having  notice  of  his  election,  sh^l  refuse  to  undertake  and 
execate  that  office,  every  person  so  refusing  shall  forfeit  and  pay  a  fine 
often  dollars;  and  if  any  other  person  duly  qualified  as  aforesaid,  shall 
be  duly  elected  to  any  other  office  in  said  borough  enacted  by  this  act, 
^d  having  notice  of  his  election,  shall  refuse  to  undertake  and  execute

appoint  a  town  clerk,  treasurer,  street  commissioner,  and  such  other 
officers  as  may  be  deemed  necessary,  with  all  other  powers  required 
for  the  well  ordering  and  better  government  of  the  said  boroagh  :  ^ro-- 
vided^  That  the  said  ordinances,  niles  and  regulations,  shall  not  be  re- 
pugnant to  the  constitution  and  laws  of  the  United  States,  or  of  this 
commonwealth:  Jind  provided  aho^  That  no  tax  shall  be  laid  by  them 
in  any  one  year  to  exceed  one -half  of  a  cent  in  the  dollar  on  the  valua- 
tion of  taxable  property  taken  from  the  last  assessment,  unless  some  ob- 
jects of  general  utility  shall  be  thought  necessary,  in  which  case  a 
majority  of  the  freeholders  of  said  borough,  by  writing  under  their 
hands,  shall  approve  and  certify  the  same  to  the  town  council,  who

That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  town  clerk  to  attend 
all  meetings  of  the  town  council,  when  assembled  on  business  of  the 
corporation,  and  perform  the  duty  of  clerk  thereunto,  and  keep  and 
preserve  the  common  seal  and  records  of  the  corporation,  and  be 
answerable  for  the  same,  and  also  for  the  faithful  dischai^e  of  all  the 
duties  which  may  be  enjoined  upon  him,  by  virtue  of  this  act,  or  of 
the  acts  of  the  town  council ;  and  his  attestation  with  the  corporation 
seal  shall  be  good  evidence  of  the  thing  or  act  so  certified. 

Section  8.  That  the  treasurer  shall  give  security  for  the  faithful 
discharge  of  the  duties  of  his  office,  and  for  the  safe  delivery  into  the 
hands  of  his  successors,  of  all  moneys,  books,  and  accounts  appertain- 
ing thereunto,  upon  demand  being  made  by  the  burgess  for  that  pur- 
pose. 

Section  9.  That  the  street  commissioner,  treasurer,  and  constable, 
as  well  as  all  other  officers  who  may  be  appointed  by  the  council,  shall 
render  their  accounts  to  the  council  once  in  every  year  for  settlement;

Section  11.  That  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  all  persons  entitled 
to  vote  for  bui^esses  and  other  officers  of  the  borough  of  M illerstown, 
at  the  same  time  and  places  where  they  vote  for  said  officers,  to  elect 
two  reputable  citizens  of  the  said  borough,  and  return  the  names  of  the 
persons  so  elected  to  the  next  court  of  quarter  sessions  of  the  said 
county,  one  of  whom  shall  be  appointed  by  said  court  constable  of  said 
borough,  with  like  power  and  authority,  and  subject  to  the  same  regu-

AN  ACT 

To  erect  PhcenizTiUe,  in  Chester  county,  into  a  borough. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Bepresenta- 
lives  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assembly 
met^  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same.  That 
PhcBnixville,  in  the  county  of  Chester,  shall  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  Boundtiwe. 
erected  into  a  borough,  which  shall  be  called  *'  The  borough  of  Phce- 
nizville/'  bounded  and  limited  as  follows:  beginning  at  the  river 
Schuylkill  at  a  point  fixed  by  the  committee  on  survey ;  thence  to  the 
intersection  of  roads  adjacent  to  Adam  Hippie's  house;  thence  upon 
main  road  toward  the  village  to  the  first  angle  in  said  road ;  thence  to 
meet  the  comer  at  French  creek,  between  lands  of  Hannal  Coates  and 
Fountain  Inn  tavern ;  thence  by  line  dividing  said  farms  to  Nutt's  road; 
thence  along  said  road  to  south-east  comer  of  David  Buckwalter's  lot ; 
thence  parallel  to  Bridge  street  to  the  line  dividing  the  Morris  estate, 
and  Reeves,  Buck  and  company ;  thence  upon  said  line  to  the  Schuyl- 
kill river,  and  thence  up  said  river  to  the  place  of  beginning :  Provided^  Proviio. 
That  the  said  borough  shall  have  no  power  to  open  streets  upon  any 
part  of  the  land  lying  east  of  Main  street,  between  Bridge  street  and  the 
canal,  leading  from  the  French  creek  dam  to  the  river  Schuylkill ;  nor 
shall  they  have  any  authority  to  interfere  with  the  said  dam,  or  with  the 
water  rights  of  private  individuals,  without  the  consent  of  the  owners 
thereof. 

Section  2.  That  i\  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  all  persons  entitled  to 
vote  for  members  of  the  legislature,  who  shall  have  resided  in  said  borough 
six  months  next  preceding  to  such  election,  to  meet  at  the  Phcenixville 
hotel,  in  said  borough,  ^r  such  other  place  as  may  be  hereafter  ap- 
pointed,) on  the  second  Friday  in  April,  of  the  first,  and  thereafter  on 
the  first  Friday  in  March,  in  every  year,  and  then  and  there  elect  by 
ballot,  between  the  hours  of  nine  and  six  o'clock  of  the  same  day,  one 
repotable  citizen  residing  therein,  who  shall  be  styled  ''The  burgess** Burgess  and

as  high  constable;  also  two  citizens  of  said  borough,  and  retnm  the 
names  of  the  persons  so  elected  to  the  next  court  of  quarter  sessions  of 
said  county  ,one  of  whom  shall  be  appointed  constable  of  said  borough  ; 
also  at  the  first  election  six  school  directors,  two  to  serve  one  year,  two 
for  two  years,  and  two  for  three  years,  and  thereafter  two  school  direc-

by  lot,  to  be  drawn  by  the  judge  and  inspectors,  whereupon  duplicate 
returns  thereof  shall  be  signed  by  the  said  judge  and  inspectors,  one  of 
which  shall  be  transmitted  to  each  of  the  persons  elected,  and  the  other 
filed  among  the  records  of  the  corporation ;  and  in  case  of  death,  resig- 
nation, removal,  refusal  to  accept,  or  neglect  or  refusal  to  act  af\er 
acceptance  of  any  of  the  said  officers,  the  burgess,  or  in  case  of  his 
death  or  absence,  or  inability  to  act,  or  when  he  refuses  to  act,  the 
council  shall  issue  a  precept  directed  to  the  high  constable,  or  when 
there  is  no  high  constable,  or  when  he  refuses  or  neglects  to  act,  then 
any  of  the  members  of  the  town  council  shall  advertise  and  hold  an 
election,  in  manner  aforesaid,  to  supply  such  vacancy,  giving  at  least 
ten  days*  notice  thereof,  by  advertisements,  set  up  at  six  of  the  most 
public  places  in  said  borough. 

Section  3.  That  from  and  after  the  second  Friday  in  April  next,  the 
burgess  and  town  council,  duly  elected  as  aforesaid,  and  their  successors, 
shall  be  a  body  politic  and  corporate  in  law,  by  the  name  and  style  of 
the  «<  burgess  and  town  council  of  the  borough  of  Phoenix ville,''  and 
shall  have  perpetual  succession ;  and  the  said  burgess  and  town  council 
aforesaid,  and  their  successors*  shall  be  capable  in  law  to  receive,  hold, 
and  possess  goods  and  chattels,  lands  and  tenements,  rents,  liberties, 
jurisaiction*  franchises  and  hereditaments,  to  them  and  their  successors 
in  fee  simple,  or  otherwise,  not  exceeding  the  yearly  value  often  thou- 
sand dollars;  and  also  to  give,  grant,  sell,  let,  and  assign  the  same 
lands,  tenements  and  hereditaments  and  rents ;  by  the  name  and  style 
aforesaid,  they  shall  be  capable  in  law  to  sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and 
be  impleaded  in  any  of  the  courts  of  law  in  this  commonwealth,  in  all 
manner  of  actions  whatsoever ;  and  to  have  and  use  one  common  seal, 
and  the  same  from  time  to  time,  at  their  will,  to  change  and  alter.

meats,  to  be  put  up  in  the  most  public  places  in  said  borough  :  And  ProTiso. 
pfveided  aiio^  That  in  assessing  such  tax,  due  regard  shall  be  had  to 
(iie  valoation  of  taxable  property  taken  for  the  purpose  of  raising  county 
rates  and  levies,  and  to  the  provisions  of  the  said  act  of  incorporation, 
^  that  the  said  tax  shall  not  exceed  thirty  cents  in  the  hundred  dollars 
of  such  valuation,  unless  some  object  of  general  utility  shall  be  thought 
necessary,  in  which  case  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  town  council  to  call 
a  meeiing  of  the  qualified  voters  of  the  borough,  notice  of  the  time  and 
P^  of  holding  such  meeting  being  first  given,  as  prescribed  in  the 
■wood  section  of  this  act,  a  majority  of  whom  shall  decide  by  ballot, 
W  much  md  what  additional  sum  shall  be  raised ;  and  any  additional 
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fiam  80  authorized  shall  be  assessed  and  collected  in  the  usual  manner : 
Provided^  The  whole  amount  of  tax  shall  not  exceed  sixty  cents  on 
the  one  hundred  dollars  in  any  one  year. 

and  collect  Section  9.  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  said  town  council  to  as- 
sess and  collect  a  tax  on  single  freemen  and  inmates*  reside/its  in  said

nid  street,  to  file  with  the  clerk  of  the  court  of  quarter  sessions  of  said 
ooanty,  a  correct  draA  and  report  of  said  street,  as  by  them  laid  out, 
which  shall  be  kept  by  said  clerk,  in  his  office,  for  public  inspection  or 
examination. 

The  owner  of  any  lot  or  land  through  which  faid  street  d^^jh-^  ^^ 
ihall  be  opened  as  aforesaid,  may,  within  one  year  from  tfie  ^ening  ubbmS/ 
of  the  same,  apply  by  petition  to  the  court  of  quarter  sessiot^s  of  said 
connty,  setting  forth  the  injury  he  or  she  may  have  sustained  thereby; 
ttd  thereupon  the  said  court  shaU  appoint  three  disinterested  persons, 
who,  after  being  duly  sworn  or  affirmed  well  and  truly  to  view  the 
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Proviso. 


premises,  and  justly  to  assess  the  damages,  if  any,  which  said  petitioner 
may  have  sustained,  considering  the  advantages  of  said  street  to  the 
petitioner.  ' 

Section  3.  The  viewers  so  appointed  shall  make  report,  in  writing, 
to  the  next  court  of  quarter  sessions  of  said  county,  signed  by  them, 
or  a  majority  of  them ;  and  the  said  burgess  or  town  council  tnay  tender 
to  or  agitee  to  pay  the  amount  assessed  by  said  viewers  to  the  party  en- 
titled thereto,  to  be  paid  by  said  borough. 

Section  4.  But  if  said  burgess  and  town  council  neglect  or  refuse  to 
pay  said  amount  so  assessed,  or  if  the  party  applying  by  petition  as

the  said  company,  and  any  defect  or  irregularity  in  the  proceedings  of 
the  board  of  managers  of  said  company,  in  organizing  and  conducting 
the  affairs  of  (he  same,  so  far  as  the  said  defect  or  irregularity  may 
have  proceeded  from  the  neglect  or  omission  of  the  said  commissioners 
and  board  of  managers,  fully  to  comply  with  the  requisitions  of  th# 
first  section  of  said  act,  in  regard  to  the  opening  of  the  books  for  the 
subscription  of  stock,  or  with  the  requisitions  ofthe  proviso  to  the  fint

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Monongahela  nayigation  company  shall  not,  at  any  time,  chai^  or  col- 
lect a  greater  amount  of  toll  from  boats,  etc.,  that  pass  out  of  the  mouth 
of  the  Youghiogbeny  river  into  the  Monongahela  river,  than  they  do 
ibr  the  same  distance  on  their  own  improvement :  Provided  moreover^  Praviso. 
That  the  said  Youghiogheny  navigation  company  shall  be  liable  for  any

Section  4.  That  the  board  of  managers  of  the  Youghiogheny  navi- 
gation company  shall  have  power  to  make  such  rules  and  regulations  ^?*^^  *>>^  regali- 
as may  not  be  inconsistent  with  the  laws  of  this  state,  in  respect  to  the  ^^^'^ 
collection  of  tolls,  and  all  other  matters  connected  with  the  use  or  navi-

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  ReprtMenta" 
fives  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Jtssembly 
met^  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same^  That 
John  Tucker  and  M.  S.  Wickersham  of  the  city  of  Philadalphia,  6. 
A.  Nicolls*  M.  S«  Richards,  H.  H.  Muhlenberg  of  the  city  of  Reading, 
F.  W.  Hughes  and  George  W.  Snyder  of  the  borough  of  Pottsville, 
Cornelius  Garretson,  William  Donaldson,  John  P.  Grove,  Warren 
Moidock,  T.  O.  Van  Alen,  William  H.  Magill  and  A.  F.  Russel  of  the 
town  of  Danville,  Samuel  R.  Wood  and  Albert  G.  Bradford  of  the 
coanty  of  Northumberland,  and  their  associates,  and  such  other  per- 
sons as  may  hereafter  become  stockholders  in  the  company,  called  the

That  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  any  corporation  or  Any  corporation 
body  politic,  other  than  counties,  townships,  and  municipal  corpora  *  may  sabecribe, 
tioQS,  to  subscribe  for,  and  hold  one  or  more  shares  of  capital  stock  m  ^^^V^  ^* 
the  said  corporation  hereby  incorporated. 

Section  4.  That  the  said  corporation  hereby  created,  shall  have  power  _ 
to  purchase,  make,  use,  and  maintain  any  connecting  or  side  lines,  ^^^' 
which  are  now,  or  may  hereafter  be  within  Schuylkill,  Columbia,

Penn^W  * 


Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representa- 
tives  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assembly 
met^  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same^  That 
the  said  corporation  shall  be  called  and  known  by  the  name,  style  and  Style, 
title  of  the  *«  Presbyterian  congregation  of  Beallsville,  Washington 
eoonty,'*  and  by  the  same  name  shall  have  perpetual  succession,  and  Pn^il^B^ 
be  able  to  sae  and  be  sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded  in  all  courts  of  law 
and  elsewhere,  and  shall  be  able  and  capable  in  law  and  equity  to  take, 
hold  and  receive,  to  them  and  their  successors,  for  the  use  of  said  church 
and  congregation,  lands,  tenements,  goods  and  chattels,  of  whatsoever 
kind,  nature  or  quality,  real,  personal  or  mixed,  which  are  now,  or 
shall  or  may  at  any  time  hereafter  become  the  property  of  the  said 
church  and  congregation,  to  be  held  for  their  use,  by  gift,  grants,  bar- 
gain, sale,  conveyance,  devise,  bequest  or  otherwise,  from  any  person 
or  persons  whomsoever,  capable  of  making  the  same ;  and  the  same  to 
grant,  bargain,  sell,  mortgage,  improve  or  dispose  of  for  the  support  of 
a  pastor  or  pastors,  and  other  officers  and  charitable  purposes  of  the  said 
congregation :  Provided^  That  the  clear  yearly  income  shall  not  exceed  Pwviio. 
the  sum  of  two  thousand  one  hundred  dollars,  and  shall  not  be  appro- 
priated to  any  other  than  benevolent  or  religious  purposes. 

Section  2.  The  business  of  the  said  congregation  shall  be  conducted 
by  five  trustees,  who  shall  choose  from  their  number  a  president  and  ^??"*"'j^^  i^ 
secretary,  and  may  appoint  a  treasurer  and  such  other  officers  as  the  ^    °**®    ***     ' 
said  trustees  may  from  time  to  time  deem  necensary  for  the  better  gov-  0®««"* 
ernment  of  the  said  congregation ;  and  John  Craven,  Archibald  Scott,  Traitees. 
Samuel  Harelin,  Isaac  M'Glaiighlin,  Peter  Flick  are  hereby  appointed 
trustees  of  said  congregation,  and  shall  continue  in  office  until  the  first 
Tuesday  in  April,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  fifty ;  on  which  day 
the  members  of  said  congregation  shall  elect  five  persons  to  serve  as 
trustees  for  one  year,  or  until  their  successors  are  elected,  and  their 
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places  shall  be  supplied  at  the  annual  election,  to  be  held  for  that  pur- 
pose, ill  each  year,  on  the  first  Tuesday  of  April:  Provided^  That  in 
case  of  vacancy,  by  death  or  otherwise,  the  remaining  trustees  shall 
appoint  a  person  to  supply  the  place  until  the  next  election. 

Section  3.  The  said  trustees  and  their  successors  shall  have  fall 
power  to  enact  and  enforce  all  such  by-laws  and  ordinances  as  they 
shall  think  proper  for  the  regulation  of  business  of  the  said  congregation, 
and  to  make,  have  and  use  a  common  seal,  and  the  same  to  break,  alter 
and  renew  at  pleasure,  to  change  the  time  and  place  of  holding  their 
annual  elections  as  same  may  be  found  convenient;  and  if  the  congre- 
gation neglect,  on  the  day  of  the  annual  meeting  to  hold  their  election, 
the  trustees  may  appoint  any  subsequent  time  at  which  such  election 
shall  be  held:  Provided^  That  public  notice  of  said  election  be  given 
at  least  one  week  before  the  time  of  holding  the  same :  Jind  provided 
further^  That  the  corporation  shall  not  dispose  of,  alien,  sell,  or  in  any 
way  encumber  the  real  estate  belonging  to  said  church,  unless  with  the 
consent  of  a  majority  of  the  male  members  of  said  congregation,  who 
shall  meet  and  determine  upon  such  sale,  encumbrance  or  disposition 
as  shall  have  been  proposed :  ^nd  provided  further^  That  the  said 
by  laws  and  ordinances,  and  all  the  acts  of  said  corporation*  framed, 
enacted  and  promulgated  by  the  same,  shall  be  in  conformity  to  the 
rules  and  principles  of  the  Associate  church  in  the  United  Sutes  of 
America,  and  not  inconsistent  with  the  constitution  and  laws  of  the 
United  States  or  of  this  state.

Srctiov  I.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Repre9enia- 
lives  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Jlssembbf 
met^  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same.  That 
there  shall  be  and  is  hereby  established  at  the  city  of  Pittsburg,  in  the 
county  of  Allegheny^  an  insurance  company,  with  a  capital  of  three 
hundred  thousand  dollars,  to  be  divided  into  shares  of  fifty  dollars  each, 
and  subscribed  and  paid  by  individuals,  companies  or  corporations,  in 
the  manner  hereinaner  specified;  which  stockholders  and  subscribera, 
and  their  successors,  shall  be  and  are  hereby  created  a  body  corporate 
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and  politic,  with  perpetual  succession,  by  the  name  and  style  of  ^'.The  style. 
Western  insurance  company  of  Pittsburg;"  and  by  that  name  shall  be 
capable  of  contracting  and  being  contracted  with,  of  suint(  and  being  Prifilegei- 
sued,  of  pleading  and  being  impleaded  in  all  courts  and  places,  and  in 
all  mailers  whatsoever,  with  full  power  and  authority  to  hold,  possess,

To  extend  the  charter  of  the  Lancaster  SsTinga  Institntion. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representa- 
tives of  thr  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assembly 
met.  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same^  That 
the  charter  of  the  Lancaster  Savings  Institution,  be  and  the  same  is 
hereby  extended  and  dechred  to  be  in  full  force,  power  and  etTert  for 
a  further  period  of  ten  years  fnim  and  after  the  day  of  the  date' of  the 
expiration  of  the  provisions  of  the  act  of  the  general  assembly  of  this 
commonwealth,  entitled  ^^  An  act  incorporating  the  Lancaster  Savings 
Institiitiun,**  passed  the  fourteenth  day  of  April,  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  thirty- five;  and  all  the  rights,  powers,  privtirges  and  au- 
thorities which  are  or  may  be  vested  in  the  stockholders  of  said  Lancas- 
ter Savings  Institution,  by  virtue  of  said  last  recited  act,  or  any  other 
law  of  this  commonwealth,  be  and  the  name  are  hereby  extended, 
vested  and  continued  in  the  said  stockholders  and  their  assigns,  for  the 
said  before-mentioned  period  of  ten  years,  and  no  longer,  as  fully  and 
effectually,  and  to  all  intents  and  purposes  as  they  now  have  and  hold 
under  the  said  laws,  as  aforesaid  ;  and  the  said  institution  shall  be  liable, 
under  its  extended  charter  hereby  granted,  to  all  the  penalties  and  re- 
strictions which  are  now  imposed  upon  it  I>y  the  original  act  of  corpor- 
ation as  aforesaid,  and  6y  the  laws  of  this  commonwealth,  and  to  any 
general  laws  on  the  subject  of  banking  which  may  hereafter  be  enacted. 

Hection  2.  The  said  Lanraster  Savings  Institution  shall  pay  into  the 
treasury  of  iIm?  state,  in  the  manner  now  directed  by  law  for  the  liay- 
ment  of  si  tax  or  dividend,  ten  per  cent,  on  all  dividends  which  do  not 
exceed  six  per  cent,  per  annum;  and  on  dividends  exceeding  six  per 
cent.,  and  not  exceeding  seven  per  cenu  per  annum,  a  tax  of  eleven 
per  cent,  on  such  dividends;  and  on  dividends  exceeding  seven  per 
cent,  per  annum,  and  not  exceeding  eight  per  cent,  per  annum,  the 
said  savings  institution  shall  pay  a  tax  of  twelve  per  cent.;  and  on  divi- 
dends exceeding  eight  per  cent,  per  annum,  and  not  exceeding  nine  per 
cent,  the  said  savings  institution  shall  pay  a  tax  of  thirteen  per  cent; 
and  on  dividends  exceeding  nine  per  cent,  and  not  exceeding  ten  per

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Nepresenia- 
fives  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Jlssembly 
ffie/,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same^  That 
the  members  of  the  German  Reformed  congregation  of  the  borough  of 
York  and  its  vicinity,  be  and  the  same  are  hereby  created  and  erected 
into  one  body  corporate,  in  deed  and  in  law,  by  the  name,  style  and 
title  of  ihe  First  Reformed  congregation  of  the  borough  of  York  and  itf 
vicinity*  and  by  the  same  shall  have  perpetual  succession,  and  be  able 
to  sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded  in  all  courts  of  law  and  else- 
where, and  shall  be  able  and  capable  in  law  and  in  equity,  U)  take, 
purchase,  hold  and  receive  to  them  and  their  successors,  in  trust  for 
and  also  to  the  use  of  the  said  congregation,  lands,  tenements,  goods 
and  chattels  of  whatsoever  kind,  nature  or  quality,  real,  personal  or 
mixed,  which  are  now,  or  shall,  or  may  at  any  time  hereafter  beoome 
the  property  of  the  said  congregation  or  body  politic ,  by  purchase,  gift« 
grant,  bargain,  sale,  conveyance,  devise,  bequest  or  otherwise,  from 
any  person  or  persons  whomsoever  capable  of  making  the  same;  and 
the  same  to  grant,  bai^in,  sell,  improve  or  dispose  of  for  the  use  of 
the  said  congregation,  as  may  be  directed  by  a  majority  of  such  persons

Section  1.  Bt  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  Houee  of  fiepresenta- 
tives  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Penneylvania  in  General  iSM9embly 
met^  and  it  ta  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same^  That 
Cyrus  Blood,  J.  Y.  James  and  Peter  Cloven  junior,  be  and  they  aie 
hereby  appointed  commiasioners  to  view  and  lay  out  a  state  rowl  from

Relative  to  mutual  fire  inrarance  companies^  and  agendes  of  mutaal  fire  imanaee 
oompaniee  not  chartered  by  this  state. 

Section  1.  BeU  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  Houee  of  Bepresenta- 
tives  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assembly 
met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the'  authority  of  the  same.  That 
any  mutual  fire  insurance  company  chartered  within  any  of  the  adjoin- 
ing states,  for  the  purpose  of  insuring  detached  buildings  and  their  con- 
tents, whose  capital  is  composed  of  moneys  paid,  and  premium  notes 
taken  at  the  time  application  shall  be  made  for  insurance,  can  or  may 
have  an  agency  or  agencies,  and  can  or  may  become  insurers  in  any  case 
whatever,  except  within  the  limits  of  any  city,  borough  or  corporated 
district  within  this  commonwealth,  and  the  counties  of  Bucks,  Lancas- 
ter, York  and  Delaware,  legitimately  appertaining  to  their  business, 
and  not  contrary  to  the  laws  of  this  commonwealth  :  Provided,  That 
every  agent  of  such  association  or  company,  befcn^  transacting  any 
business  whatever  for  such  company,  shall  file  in  the  office  of  the  secre- 
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tary  ofthis  eommonweaUh,  a  duplicate  copy  of  his  appointment,  under 
the  eommon  or  corporate  seal  of  such  company  :  ^nd  provided  fat' 
ther^  That  every  snch  association  or  company  shall  publish  their  an- 
noal  report  for  three  months  in  each  year,  in  a  newspaper  published  in 
Philadelphia,  Harrisburg  or  Pittsburg,  said  report  to  contain  the  num- 
ber of  members,  the  amount  insured,  the  amount  of  premium  notes,  the

AN  ACT 

To  ineorporate  the  village  of  ProvideDce,  in  the  county  of  Lazerno,  into  a  boroagh. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Represenia- 
lives  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assembly 
me/,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same^  That 
the  village  of  Providence,  in  the  county  of  Luzerne,  shall  be  and  the 
same  is  hereby  erected  into  a  borough,  which  shall  be  called  **The 
borough  of  Providence,"  and  shall  be  bounded  and  limited  as  follows:  Boundaries, 
beginning  at  the  line  between  the  lands  of  Theodore  Vonstorch  and 
Silas  R.  Robinson,  on  the  west  bank  of  Lackawanna  river;  thence  up 
the  river  along  said  bank  to  a  bridge  across  said  river,  on  the  north  line 
of  lands  of  Henry  Heerroans,  deceased;  thence  along  the  road  north 
seventy-eight  degrees  west  eighty -one  perches  to  a  pine  stump;  thence 
north  six  degrees  west  about  two  hundred  perches  to  a  corner  of  lands 
belonging  to  Mrs.  Polly  Dean;  thence  south  forty  degrees  west  to  the 
Ime  between  T.  Vonstorch  and  S.  B.  Robinson;  thence  along  said  line 
to  the  place  of  beginning. 

Section  2.  That  the  inhabitants  of  said  borough  qualified  to  vote  for 
members  of  the  general  assembly,  shall  on  the  second  Tuesday  of  April  Oiganhatooq 
next,  and  cm  the  second  Tuesday  in  March  in  every  year  thereafter.

tlie  hours  of  one  and  six  o'clock  in  the  afternoon,  elect  by  ballot  one 
citizen,  who  shall  be  styled  the  burgess  of  said  borough,  and  four  other 
eitizens  to  be  members  of  the  town  council;  at  the  first  election  three 
school  directors,  one  to  serve  for  one  year,  one  for  two  years,  and  one 
for  three  years,  and  thf  reafter  one  school  director  annually,  and  one 
person  t9  be  constable  of  said  borough,  whose  names  shall  be  returned 
to  the  next  court  of  quarter  sessions,  in  like  manner  as  persons  elected 
township  constables;  the  said  inhabitants  shall  also  at  the  same  time 
and  place  elect  one  justice  of  peace,  judge  and  inspector  of  elections, 
and  an  assessor,  agreeably  to  the  laws  of  this  commonwealth;  the  said 
election  shall  be  conducted  in  the  manuer  as  is  provided  for  the  elec- 
tion of  township  officers  of  this  commonwealth,  except  that  the  certifi- 
cates of  bui^ss  and  town  council  and  school  directors,  shall  be  filed 
among  the  records  of  the  corporation;  that  the  first  election  held  under 
this  act  shall  be  conducted  by  a  judge  and  inspector  to  be  chosen  by  the 
inhabitants  present,  at  the  opening  of  the  election,  who  are  qualified  to 
vole,  who  shall  be  sworn  or  aflirmed  in  the  same  manner  as  is  provided 
by  law  for  swearing  or  affirming  election  officers,  and  they  shall  per- 
form the  duties  required  of  them  by  law,  relative  to  township  elections. 

Section  8.  That  from  and  after  the  second  Tuesday  in  April  next, 
the  bur^gess  and  town  council  duly  elected,  and  their  successors,  shall  be 
one  body  politic  and  corporate,  by  the  name,  style  and  title  of  the  bur- 
gess and  town  council  of  the  borough  of  Providence,  and  shall  have, 
possess  and  enjoy  all  the  rights,  liberties,  franchises  and  privileges  of  a 
borough  incorporated  in  pursuance  of  the  act  passed  first  of  April,  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  thirty-four,  entitled  **  An  act  to  provide 
for  the  incorporation  of  boroughsf '  and  the  several  provisions  of  the 
said  act,  so  far  as  the  same  are  not  inconsistent  with  this  act,  shall  ex- 
tend to  and  be  in  force  within  said  borough,  as  fully  as  though  said 
borough  had  been  incorporated  agreeably  to  the  provisions  thereof. 

Sbotion  4.  The  burgess  and  town  council  of  said  borough  shall  have 
the  care  of  the  poor  of  said  borough,  and  all  the  powers  and  duties  of 
overseers  of  the  poor  shall  be  exercised  and  performed  in  such  manner, 
and  by  such  persons  as  they  may  ordain. 

Section  6.  The  constable  of  said  borough  shall  perform  the  duties 
of  high  constable  therein :  until  otherwise  provided,  the  burgess  and 
town  council  may  authorixe  the  election  or  appointment  of  a  high  con- 
stable, if  they  shall  deem  it  expedient. 

.  Section  6.  The  school  directors  elected  under  this  act,  shall  p^- 
form  the  same  duties,  and  have  the  like  powers  in  all  respects  as  school 
directors  elected  agreeably  to  the  general  laws  of  this  commonwealth. 

Section  7.  The  said  borough  shall  be  a  separate  election  district, 
and  the  electors  thereof  shall  hold  their  borough  and  general  elections 
in  the  school  house  in  said  borough. 

Section  8.  The  school  directors  first  elected  under  the  provisions 
of  this  act,  shall  immediately  after  their  election,  cause  to  be  made  an 
enumeration  of  the  resident  taxable  inhabitants  in  said  borough,  and  the 
president  of  the  board  of  directors  shall  certify  the  same  to  the  superin- 
tendent of  common  schools,  who  is  hereby  directed  to  adopt  the  num- 
ber of  taxables  thns  certified  to  him,  as  the  basis  of  the  distribution  to 
said  borough  of  its  share  of  the  state  appropriation;  and  tfie  amount  to 
which  the  said  borough  is  entitled,  shall  be  deducted  from  the  amount 
to  which  Providence  school  district,  in  said  county,  would  otherwise 
he  entitled,  until  after  the  next  triennial  enomeration  of  taxables  for 
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achod  parposes;  and  the  said  borough  shall  be  entitled  to  its  share  of 
the  proprietors*  fund  in  said  township.

To  ineorporatB  the  Wakefield  manuftctoring  compuiy,  in  Philadelphia  county. 

Sbction  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  Hofsee  of  Representa- 
Hves  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  ^eeembly 
met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same.  That 
Thomas  R.  Fishen  Charles  W.  Lentz,  John  Anspack.  junior,  Edwin  Corpontois. 
M.  Sellers,  E.  S.  Warne  and  Charles  William  Fisher,  and  their  asso- 
ciates, shall  be  incorporated  and  become  a  body  politic  in  law,  under 
the  proTisionsy  regulations  and  restrictions  hereinafter  mentioned,  under 
the  corporate  name  and  style  of  **  The  Wakefield  manufacturing  com-  st^ie. 
pany,  in  Philadelphia  county  ;*'  the  objects  of  such  corporation  shall  be  otgaei. 
the  manofiieture  and  sale  of  plain  and  fancy  hosiery  and  oth^r  goods, 
eonsisting  of  silk,  cotton  and  wool,  or  some  of  them ;  and  the  said 
corporation  shall  have  perpetual  succession,  and  shall  be  capable  to  sue  PrlvUegsi. 
and  be  sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded  in  all  courts  of  law  and  equity, 
to  take,  purchase  or  lease,  for  a  year  or  term  of  years,  hold,  possess 
and  enjoy,  convey  and  dispose  of  lands,  tenements,  hereditaments, 
goodii,  chattels,  rights,  credits,  and  to  have  and  to  use  a  common  seal, 
and  the  same  to  change  and  renew  at  pleasure,  and  have  all  the  other 
iaeidents  of  a  corporation  :  Provided,  That  the  real  estate  to  be  held  Proviio. 
by  such  corporation,  to  be  purchased,  leased  or  sold  by  them,  (except 
such  as  may  be  purchased  under  an  execution,  or  otherwise  taken  m 
payment,  or  on  account  of  an  existing  debt  or  debts  belonging  to  said 
eorpoiation,)  shall  be  such  only  as  may  be  necessary  or  convenient  for 
the  use,  management  or  business  of  said  corporation,  in  carrying  on 
their  manufacture  and  business  aforesaid.

the  enrolment  aforesaid,  and  the  subsequent  elections  to  be  held  annu-

The  said  company  shall  establish  and  put  into  operation, 
in  the  county  of  Philadelphia,  a  manufactory  for  the  purposes  named  P^wew  of  com- 
in  the  first  section  of  this  act,  and  shall  manufacture  such  goods  as  P^^' 
aforesaid,  for  themselves  or  any  other  person  or  persons,  and  shall  have 
power  to  sell,  vend,  or  otherwise  dispose  of  their  manufactured  ffoods, 
at  sach  times  and  places  as  they  may  see  proper,  in  order  to  the  full 
and  proper  enjoyment  of  the  privileges  and  duties  hereby  conferred ; 
lad  such  part  of  their  funds  or  capital  stock  as  may  be  requisite,  shall

that  object  by  Charles  Avery,  of  said  county,  and  it  is  essential,]in 
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order  to  gWe  efficiency  and  perpetuity  to  the  benevolent  purposes  of       ' 
the  said  donor  and  his  associates,  that  the  said  institution  should  be  in- 
eorporaled;  therefore, 

Section  1.  Be  it  maeted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Repreeenta- 
Hves  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assembly

the  said  works  to  be  so  placed  as  not  to  interfere  with  the  common  use 
o[  such  roads,  highways,  streets  and  waters;  and  the  said  corporation,

Isaac  Smith,  James  A*  Marsh,  Thomas  Sprohl,  J.  B.  Weller  and  Oliver 
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Mussel  man,  and  all  persons  now  belonging  to  and  composing,  or  that 
may  hereafter  join  the  society  now  called  the  '^Carbon  County  CounciU 
number  sixty-five,  of  the  order  of  United  American  Mechanics  of  the 
state  of  Pennsylvania,  located  at  Mauch  Chunk,*'  be  and  they  are

Sbction  3.  The  said  corporation  shall  have  power  to  elect  such 
ofiicers  aa  may  be  deemed  necessary,  and  at  such  times  as  the  society 
shall  appoint,  make  all  necessary  by-laws,  and  do  all  things  neoessary 
for  the  good  government  of  the  corporation,  not  inconsistent  with,  or 
contrary  to  the  constitutions  of  the  United  States  or  of  the  common- 
wealth of  Pennsylvania. 

Section  4.  The  legislature  hereby  reserves  the  right  to  revoke,  alter 
or  amend  this  act,  whenever  it  may  deem  it  expedient;  in  such  manner, 
however,  that  no  injury  shall  be  done  to  the  corporators.

Sbction  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Represenia- 
tives  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Fennsylvania  in  General  Assembly  met^ 
and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same^  That  Nathan 
Rambo,  F.  Lyle,  Owen  Rayson,  L.  C.  Zimmerman,  Jacob  Childs,  O.  E. 
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Cload,  Daniel  Lohgaker,  Jacob  T.  Moore,  junior,  Mathew  H.  Craw- 
ford, I^aac  B.  Stokes,  P.  Gillinger,  William  Vandike,  Samuel  Groff, 
William  B.  Hahn,  junior,  L.  E.  Corson,  John  H.  Hobart,  N.  Becklar, 
Witliam  R.  Lesher,  O.  S.  Servor,  James  Wells,  Washington  Rich- 
irds,  Benjamfn  B.  Chain,  Thomas  H.  Wentz,  Uriah  HartranfU 
Cbaries  Corman,  Jacob  M.  Hurst,  Christian  Meek  and  Henry  C.  Hill 
and  their  successors,  and  all  persons  who  now  are,  or  hereafter  may 
be  associated  with  them,  be  and  they  are  hereby  created  and  erected 
into  a  body  corporate  and  politic,  in  deed  and  in  law,  by  the  name, 
style  and  title  of  the  Odd  Fellows'  hall  association  of  the  borough  of  Style.

and  their  successors,  either  by  grant,  gift,  devise,  or  lease,  any  lands 
or  real  estate,  for  the  purpose  of  erecting  thereon  a  suitable  building  , 

or  buildings  for  the  use  of  said  association;  and  also  to  take  and  hold 
for  ihe  use  of  said  association,  any  goods  or  chattels,  sum  or  sums  of 
money,  by  gift,  grant,  bargain,  sale,  will,  devise,  or  bequest,  from  any 
person  or  persons  whatsoever,  capable  of'  making  the  same,  and  the 
same  at  their  pleasure  to  grant,  bargain  and  sell  for  the  use  of  said  as- 
sociation, and  generally  to  do  all  and  singular  the  matters  and  things 
which  it  shall  be  lawful  for  them  to  do,  for  the  well  being  and  due 
management  of  the  alfuirs  of  said  association:  Provided^  That  the  P'^*tw>- 
real  estate  of  which  the  said  corporation  shall  be  at  any  one  time  pos- 
sessed, shall  not  exceed  the  clear  yearly  value  of  three  thousand 
dollars. 

Sbcttom  2.  The  persons  hereinbefore  named,  are  hereby  appointed 
commissioners  to  do  and  perform  the  several  acts  and  things  hereinafter 
mentioned;  that  is  to  say,  they  or  such  of  them  as  shall  act  in  the  pre- 
mises, not  less  than  five,  shall  as  soon  as  conveniently  may  be«  and 
within  three  months  next  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  procure  and

one  or  more  newspapers  of  the  borough  of  Norristown  aforesaid:  aoi 
the  subscribers  when  met,  shall  by  ballot  elect  by  a  majority  of  0» 
voters  present,  five  trustees,  citizens  and  residents  of  said  borough  aod 
county,  to  conduct  and  manage  the  affairs  and  business  of  said  associa-

library. 

Section  5.  It  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  the  said  corporatioo  to 
have  a  common  seal,  and  the  same  at  will  and  pleasure  to  change,  aher. 
and  renew  as  they  shall  think  proper,  and  shall  have  and  exercise  ar^ 
the  rights,  privileges  and  immunities,  necessary  for  the  purpose  of  th« 
corporation  hereby  constituted,  and  as  herein  expressed. 

Section  0.  The  trustees  for  the  time  being,  or  a  majority  of  them, 
shall  have  power  to  carry  out  the  objects  of  the  association  as  herein-

dend  of  the  interest  and  profits  of  the  said  association,  after  paying  iu 
expenses,  and  the  same  to  pay  over  to  the  stockholders,  or  their  legal 
representative,  within  thirty  days  thereafter. 

Section  8.  The  legislature  hereby  reserves  the  right  to  alter  oi 
amend  the  charier  hereby  granted,  whenever  in  their  opinion,  it  ma) 
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be  iojnrioua  to  the  ckiseens  of  this  cominon wealthy  in  such* manner, 
however,  thai  no  injostioe  shall  be  done  to  the  corporators.

SiscnoK  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representa^ 
lives  of  the  Commonwealfh  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assembly 
md^  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  That 
the  village  of  Rochester,  in  the  county  of  Beaver,  shall  be  and  the 
same  is  hereby  erected  into  a  borough,  which  shall  be  called  the  borough 
of  Rochester,  and  shall  be  bounded  and  limited  as  follows,  viz :  to  begin  Boandariei.

Any  person  or  persons  who  shall  wilfully  cut  and  fall, 
or  cause  to  be  cut  and  felled,  into  the  said  Red  Bank  creek  or  its  navi- 
gable tributaries  as  aforesaid,  any  tree  or  trees,  sapling  or  saplings,  or 
cast  in  any  tree  top  or  tops  of  trees,  and  leave  the  same  remaining  in 
the  channel  of  the  stream  as  aforesaid,  for  a  longer  period  than  twenty- 
four  hours,  upon  conviction  in  the  court  aforesaid,  in  the  manner  afore- 
said, shall  be  fined  in  any  sum  not  less  than  five  nor  more  than  one 
hundred  dollars ;  and  all  fines  recovered  by  this  act  shall  be  one-half 
for  the  supervisors  of  the  roads,  to  be  worked  out  on  the  roads  of  the 
iroper  township  within  where  the  offience  is  committed,  and  the  other 
al/  shall  be  paid  to  the  informer :  Provided^  That  nothing  in  this  act 
shall  extend  to  persons  putting  in  lumber^  timber  or  oUier  floating 
material,  for  the  purpose  of  running  the  same  to  market,  or  for  other 
lawful  purposes,  and  which  is  intended  to  be  run  or  taken  out  in  a 
reasonable  time. 

Section  3.  That  William  E.  Bishop,  David  Phipps,  David  B.  Long, 
J.  King,  Jacob  Black,  J.  Keating,  A.  W.  Crawford,  Washington

Faust,  G.  Morgan,  E.  G.  Engle,  James  M*Mahan,  John  F.  Conner, 
Robert  Cross,  John  Craig,  Robert  Galeger,  James  J.  M'Ginnis, 
Thomas  M*Kee,  Dr.  M'Millen.  Thomas  Anderson,  William  Perry, 
John  Riddle,  James  Perry,  William  Coulter,  John  Phipps,  William

nine;"  and  shall  thereupon  give  notice  in  one  newspaper  in  Clarion  I^otice  of  time 
cottnty,  and  one  newspaper  in  Venango  county,  and  one  newspaper  ?°^  Pj*J®®^ <*?•**" 
in  Butler  county,  for  one  calendar  month  at  least,  of  the  times  ^n^  ^*  e^^LS '^ 
places,  when  and  where  the  said  book  or  books  shall  be  opened  to  re-  ^qJ,*"      ^ 
oeive  subscriptions  for  the  stock  of  said  company,  at  which  times  and 
places  some  one  of  the  said  commissioners  shall  attend  and  shall  keep 
open  said  book  or  books,  at  least  six  hours  in  every  day,  for  three 
juridical  days,  if  so  many  shall  be  necessary,  and  allow  any  person  of  who  may  sab- 
the  age  of  twenty-one  years  to  subscribe  therein,  in  his  own  name,  or  icribe. 
in  the  name  or  names  of  any  person  or  persons  by  whom  he  shall  be 
aadiorized  so  to  do,  for  any  number  of  shares  in  said  stock,  until  five 
hundred  shares  shall  be  subscribed,  when  the  books  shall  be  closed ; 
but  if  the  whole  number  of  shares  should  not  be  subrcribed,  the  said 
commissioners  may  adjourn  to  such  times  and  places  as  they  may  think 
proper,  and  give  such  further  notice  as  they  may  see  necessary,  and 
when  the  subscriptions  shall  amount  to  five  hundred  shares  as  aforesaid, 
the  books  shall  be  closed :  Provided  always^  That  every  person  offer-  Proviio. 
ing  to  subscribe  in  his  own  name,  or  in  that  of  any  other  person,  shall 
at  the  time  of  subscribing  pay  to  the  attending  commissioner  or  com- 
missioners, one  dollar  on  every  share  for  which  he  shall  subscribe,  out

succession,  and  all  the  privileges  and  franchises  incident  to  a  corpora- 
tion, and  shall  be  capable  of  holding  their  said  capital  stock,  and  ihe 
increase  and  profits  thereof,  and  of  enlarging  the  same  from  time  to 
time  by  new  subscriptions,  in  such  manner  and  form  as  they  shall  think 
proper,  if  ^uch  enlargement  be  thought  necessary  to  fulfill  the  intent 
and  meaning  of  this  act;  and  of  purchasing,  taking  and  holding  to  them, 
their  successors  and  assigns;  and  of  selling,  transferring  and  conveying 
in  fee  simple,  or  for  any  less  estate;  and  all  such  lands,  tenements, 
hereditaments  and  estates,  real  and  peisonal,  as  shall  be  necessary  to 
tliem  m  the  prosecution  of  their  work,  and  of  suing  and  being  sued, 
and  of  doing  all  and  every  other  matter  and  thing  which  a  corporation 
or  body  politic  may  lawfully  do, 

S£CTioN  5.  I^hat  the  three  first  named  persons  in  the  letters  patent,  Organization. 
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as  soon  as  conveniently  may  be  after  the  sealing  of  the  same,  shall  gin 
notice  in  two  or  more  public  newspapers  in  the  connties  of  Venango. 
Btuler  and  Clarion,  of  a  time  and  place  by  them  to  be  appointed,  not 
less  than  thirty  days  from  the  time  of  Issuing  the  first  notice,  at  which 
time  and  place  the  said  subscribers  shall  proceed  to  organize  said  com- 
pany,  and  shall  choose  by  a  majority  of  the  subscribers  by  ballot,  to  be 
delivered  in  person,  one  president,  six  managers  and  one  treasurer,  who 
shall  serve  until  other  officers  shall  be  elected  or  chosen  lawfully  as

Section  8.  That  the  president  and  managers  shall  meet  at  such  times 
and  places,  and  be  convened  in  such  manner  as  shall  be  prescribed  by 
the  by-laws,  at  which  meetings  five  members  shall  form  a  quorum,  who 
in  the  absence  of  the  president  msy  choose  a  chairman,  and  shall  keep 
minutes  of  all  their  transactions  fairly  entered  in  a  book,  and  at  any 
such  meeting,  a  quorum  being  present,  they  shall  have  full  power  and 
authority  to  agree  with  and  appoint  such  engineers,  superintendents, 
artists  and  other  officers  as  they  shall  thinl(  necessary,  for  the  erection 
or  construction  of  the  same,  or  any  part  thereof;  they  shall  also  deter- 
mine the  times,  manner  and  proportions  in  which  the  stockholders  shall 
pay  the  money  due  on  their  respective  shares,  draw  orders  on  the  trea-

shall  be  sold  by  the  president  and  managers,  and  shall  entitle  the  holder 
to  the  same  rights  and  privileges  as  those  originally  subscribed. 

Section  1 1.  That  when  a  safe  passage  may  be  had  across  said  Power  to  erect 
bridge,  the  property  of  the  same  shall  be  vested  in  the  said  company,  gates,  receive  toll, 
their  successors  and  assigns ;  and  the  said  company,  their  successors 
and  assigns  are  hereby  empowered  to  erect  gates,  and  demand  and  re- 
ceive toll,  at  not  exceeding  the  following  rates,  to  wit:  for  every  score  Bateeof  toll, 
of  sheep,  six  cents ;  for  every  score  of  hogs,  twelve  cents ;  for  every 
score  of  cattle,  twenty -five  cents,  and  so  for  a  greater  or  less  number; 
for  every  horse  or  mule,  three  cents;  for  every  horse  and  rider,  five 
cents;  for  every  foot  passenger,  two  cents;  for  every  sulkey,  chair  or 
chaise,  with  one  horse  and  two  wheels,  ten  cents ;  for  every  chariot, 
coach,  pheaton  or  chaise,  with  two  or  more  horses  with  four  wheels, 
ten  cents  per  horse,  and  for  every  carriage  of  pleasure  the  like  sum, 
under  whatever  name  it  may  pass ;  for  every  stage  wagon,  with  two 
horses,  ten  cents;  for  every  such  wagon  drawn  by  four  hctrses,  twenty- 
five  cents;  for  every  sleigh,  five  cents  for  every  horse  drawing  the  same; 
for  every  sled,  three  cents  for  every  horse  drawing  the  same ;  for  every 
wagon  or  cart,  five  cents  for  every  horse  drawing  the  same;  and  two 
oxen  shall  be  estimated  equal  to  one  horse  :  Provided^  That  said  bridge  Proviso.

the  rates  of  toll  affixed  in  any  place  or  places  for  the  information  of 
passengers  and  others,  or  who  shall  wilfully  and  maliciously  obstruct  or 
impede  the  passage  on  or  over  the  said  bridge,  or  any  part  or  pana 
thereof,  he,  she  or  they  so  offending,  shall  each  of  them  forfeit  and 
pay  for  every  such  offence  to  said  corporation  the  sum  of  twenty  dol- 
lars, to  be  recovered  before  any  justice  of  the  peace,  as  debts  of  a  like 
amount  are  recoverable ;  and  if  any  person  shall  be  guilty  of  carryii^ 
a  lighted  segar,  pipe  or  fire,  in  any  manner  whatever,  over  aaid  bridge, 
except  in  a  lantern  or  some  vessel  secured  so  that  the  possibility  of  its 
setting  fire  to  the  bridge  shall  be  fully  prevented,  or  who  shall  fire  any 
squib,  cracker,  rocket  or  other  fire  works,  or  who  shall  dischaige  any 
gun,  pistol  or  other  fire  arms  on  or  near  said  bridge,  so  that  said  bri<^ 
might  by  possibility  be  fired  or  injured  thereby,  he  or  they  so  ofiendinf 
shall  forfeit  and  pay  to  the  said  corporation  the  sum  of  five  dollars  for

Section  17.  That  if  the  said  company  shall  not  proceed  to  carry  on  Commencement 
said  work  within  two  years  after  they  shall  have  been  incorporated,  or  and  completi<|n  of 
shall  not  within  the  space  of  iive  years  thereafter  complete  the  said  bridge,

Relating  to  the  judicial  diatricta  of  thia  commonwealth. 

Sbction  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  Hotiee  of  Representa- 
tives of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assembly 
mei^  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same^  That  jsih  judicial  dis- 
from  and  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  the  eighteenth  Judicial  district  trict 
shall  consist  of  the  counties  of  Venango,  Clarion,  Jefierson,  Elk  and 
Forest

Section  11.  If  any  president,  director,  cashier  or  other  officer  of  the 
said  bank,  or  of  any  other  bank  hereafter  chartered,  shall  after  haviog 
taken  and  subscribed  the  oath  required  by  this  act,  wilfully  violate  any 
provision  of  any  act  of  assembly  applicable  to  the  bank  of  which  he  is 
an  officer,  he  shall  be  taken  and  deemed  to  have  committed  wilful  and 
corrupt  perjury,  and  upon  conviction  in  any  criminal  court  in  this  com- 
monwealth,  he  shall  suffer  such  punishment  as  is  inflicted  by  the  laws 
of  this  commonwealth  on  any  person  guilty  of  the  crime  of  peijary. 

Section  12.  That  the  said  bank  shall  pay  into  the  treasury  of  the

such  mortgages ;  the  amount  of  prior  mortgages,  judgments  and  other 
liens;  the  amount  of  judgments  held  by  the  bank,  and  the  assessed 
value  for  the  preceding  year,  of  the  real  estate  bound  by  such  judg- 
ments ;  the  amount  of  prior  judgments,  mortgages  and  other  liens ;  the 
amount  of  the  real  estate  held  and  owned  by  the  bank,  and  the  ass^sed 
value  for  the  preceding  year,  of  each  separate  piece  or  parcel  of  real 
estate  owned  by  the  bank,  and  its  location  ;  the  amount  due  from  other 
banks  that  are  solvent,  giving  the  name  of  each  bank  from  which  the 
same  is  due,  together  with  the  amount  so  due  by  each  one  of  said  banks ; 
the  amount  due  from  insolvent  banks,  the  names  of  such  banks  and 
the  amount  due  from  each  one ;  the  amount  of  public  and  corporate 
stocks  and  loans  of  the  bank,  the  nature  and  kind  of  loans  and  stocks, 
designating  particularly  in  what  companies  or  corporations  the  stocks  or 
loans  are  held,  and  the  amount  of  stocks  or  loans  of  each  company  or 
corporation  so  held  ;  the  amount  of  bonds  held,  designating  particularly 
the  nature  and  character  of  the  bonds  held  and  against  whom,  or  what 
the  amount  of  treasury  notes ;  the  amount  of  claime  against  irulivtduab 
or  corporations  that  are  disputed  or  in  controversy  ;  the  amount  of  all 
other  debts  and  claims  either  due  or  to  become  due,  and  the  value  of 
any  other  properly  of  the  bank,  as  the  same  stand  charged  on  the  books 
or  otherwise ;  which  said  exhibit  shall  also  set  forth  on  the  other  vide, 
the  debts  and  liabilities  of  the  bank  on  the  discount  day  designated  by 
the  auditor  general,  specifying  separately,  under  distinct  heads,  the 
various  kinds  of  liability  and  indebtedness  ;  the  amount  of  capital  stock

The  president  and  managers  shall  meet  at  such  times  and 
places,  and  be  convened  in  such  manner  as  shall  be  agreed  on  for  trans- 
acting the  business  of  the  company,  at  which  meeting  a  majority  shall 
^  a  quorum,  who  in  the  absence  of  the  president,  shall  choose  a  chair-  Qooninb 
inan,  and  shall  keep  minutes  of  their  proceedings  fairiy  entered  in  a 
^ok  to  be  kept  for  that  purpose;  and  a  quorum  being  met,  they  shall 
have  full  power  and  authority  to  appoint  such  engineers,  assistants  and 
workmen,  as  they  shall  deem  necessary  to  the  erection  of  said  bridge  | 
and  they  shall  fix  their  salaries  and  wages;  they  shall  also  have  power  Powers, 
to  make  contracts,  to  ascertain  the  limes,  manner  and  proportions  in 
which  the  stockholders  shall  pay  the  money  due  on  their  respective 
*Qar^  draw  orders  on  the  treasurer  for  the  money  necessary  to  pay 
"paries,  wages  and  bills  for  work  done  and  labor  performed,  or  mate- 
^  furnished,  which  orders  shall  be  signed  by  the  president,  or  in  his 
^nce,  by  a  majority  of  the  quoram,  and  countersigned  by  their  clerk  | 
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and  to  do  and  transact  all  such  other  matters  and  things  as  by  this  act, 
or  by  the  by-laws  of  the  company,  shall  be  committed  to  him. 

Section  7.  If  any  stockholder,  after  thirty  days'  notice  in  the  man- 
ner aforesaid,  of  the  time  and  places  appointed  for  the  payment  of  any 
proportion*  dividend  or  instalment  of  said  capital  stock  still  due  on  each 
share,  shall  neglect  to  pay  the  same,  for  the  space  of  thirty  days  after 
the  day  whereon  the  same  shall  be  appointed  to  be  paid,  every  soch 
stockholder  shall,  in  addition  to  the  instalment  so  called  for,  pay  at  the 
rate  of  two  per  cent,  per  month,  for  every  delay  of  such  payment ;  and 
if  the  same  and  the  said  additional  penalties  shall  remain  unpaid,  so 
long  that  the  accumulated  penalties  shall  become  equal  to  the  sum 
already  paid  on  such  share^  the  same  shall  be  forfeited  to  the  company, 
and  may  be  sold  under  the  direction  of  the  president  and  managers,  or 
the  majority  of  a  quorum  of  them,  at  any  of  their  meetings  for  transact- 
ing the  business  of  the  company ;  the  order  for  that  purpose  being  first 
entered  in  the  minute  book  by  the  clerk  of  such  meeting. 

Srction  8.  Before  the  president  and  managers  of  the  company  afore- 
said shall  proceed  to  build  said  bridge,  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  far 
them  to  contract  with  the  owner  or  owners  of  any  land,  for  the  purchase 
of  so  much  thereof  as  shall  be  necessary  for  the  purpose  of  erecting  and 
completing  said  bridge,  and  making  all  the  necessary  works  and  caose- 
ways  to  and  from  the  same,  if  they  can  agree  with  the  said  owner  or 
owners ;  but  in  case  they  cannot  agree|  then  it  shall  and  may  be  law- 
ful for  the  said  president  and  managers  to  apply  to  the  court  of  commoa 
pleas  of  the  proper  county,  who,  upon  such  application  are  hereby 
authoriaed  and  required  to  appoint  three  discreet  and  disinterested  per- 
sons of  such  county,  who  after  being  duly  sworn  or  affirmed,  faithfully 
to  perform  the  duties  enjoined  on  them  by  this  act,  shall  carefully  pro- 
ceed to  view  and  examine  the  said  lands,  as  shall  be  necessary  for  the 
purpose  of  erecting  and  completing  the  said  bridge,  and  making  all  the 
necessary  works  and  causeways  to  and  from  the  same,  and  shall,  acooid- 
ing  to  the  best  of  their  skill  and  judgment,  estimate  the  value  of  the 
lands  so  necessary  to  be  taken  as  aforesaid,  and  having  estimated  the 
advantages  as  well  as  disadvantages  which  may  be  stwtained  by  the 
owner  or  owners  of  such  lands,  shall  make  an  appraisement  thereof  in 
writing,  and  the  same  shall  return,  together  with  a  map  describing  die 
bounds  of  such  lands,  to  the  said  court  of  common  pleas,  and  the  said 
appraisement,  having  been  confirmed  by  the  court,  shall  be  filed  in  the 
prothonotary 's  office,  together  with  the  said  map ;  and  the  said  president, 
managers  and  company  having  paid  to  the  said  owners  respectively, 
the  several  sums  awarded  to  be  paid  to  them,  together  with  the  costs 
of  appraisement,  the  said  corporation  shall  be  entitled  to  have  and  to 
hold,  to  them  and  their  successors  and  assigns,  the  said  lands,  as  fiilly 
as  if  they  had  been  granted  by  their  respective  owners :  Providtd^ 
That  before  said  company  shall  enter  upon,  or  take  possession  of  any 
land  or  lands,  they  shall  make  compensation  to  the  owner  or  ownen 
thereof,  or  give  adequate  security  therefor :  ^nd  provided  alw}^  That 
either  party  may  appeal  from  the  award  of  the  appraisers  to  the  court 
of  common  pleas  of  the  proper  county,  at  any  period  within  thirty 
days  after  the  filing  of  said  award* 

Section  9.  The  president  and  managers  ot  said  company  shall  keep 
fair  and  just  accounts  of  all  moneys  received  by  them,  from  the  sub- 
scribers to  the  capital  stock  of  said  company,  for  all  penalties  for  delay 
in  payment  thereof^  and  of  the  amount  of  the  profits  on  shares  which 
may  be  forfeited  as  aforesaid,  of  all  voluntary  contributions,  and  of  all 
moneys  expended  by  them  in  the  proeecaiioa  of  the  said  work,  and  shaB 
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once  in  every  year  submit  such  accounts  in  detail  to  a  general  meeting 
of  the  stockholders*  until  the  said  bridge  be  completed,  and  all  expenses 
incurred  in  erecting  the  same  shall  be  fully  paid  and  discharged  ;  and  the 
aggregate  amount  of  all  such  expenses  shall  be  liquidated  and  ascer- 
tained, and  if  such  liquidation,  or  whenever  the  whole  capital  stock  of 
the  said  company  be  nearly  expended,  it  shall  be  found  that  the  capital 
stock  will  not  be  sufficient  to  complete  said  biidge,  according  to  the  true 
intent  and  meaning  of  this  act,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  said  company, 
at  a  stated  or  special  meeting  to  be  convened  according  to  the  provvsions 
of  this  act  or  their  own  by-laws,  to  increase  the  number  of  shares  to  May  incmM 
mich  extent  as  shall  be  deemed  sufficient  to  accomplish  the  work,  and  number  of  shares* 
to  demand  and  receive  the  moneys  subscribed  on  such  shares,  in  like 
manner,  and  under  like  penalties  as  are  herein  provided  for  the  original 
subscription :  Provided^  That  the  said  company  shall  erect  the  said  Proviso, 
brieve,  at  such  an  elevation  above  high  water  mark,  as  not  to  obstruct 
or  impede  in  any  way  the  free  navigation  of  said  river  by  steamboats  or 
other  water  craft ;  and  in  case  of  any  and  every  violation  of  this  pro- 
vision, the  company  shall  be  liable  to  indictment,  agreeably  to  tlie  laws 
of  tjiis  conamoQ wealth  relating  to  nuisances. 

Section  10.  When  the  said  bridge  company  shall  have  erected  and 
completed  a  bridge  at  the  place  aforesaid,  the  property  thereof  shall  be 
vested  in  the  said  company,  and  their  successors  and  assign^;  and  the 
said  company,  their  successors  or  assigns,  are  hereby  empowered  to 
erect  gates,  and  demand  and  receive  tolls  as  follows,  vis  :  For  every 
foot  passenger,  two  cents  5  for  every  carriage  or  wagon  used  fo?  the  pur-  ^®'*** 
pose  of  agricultore,  having  four  wheels,  six  cents  for  each  horse  draw- 
ing the  same;  for  every  carriage,  wagon  or  cart  used  for  the  purpose  of 
agriculture,  having  two  wheels,  six  cents  for  each  horse  drawing  the 
same ;  for  every  csirriage  used  for  personal  accommodation  or  pleasure, 
having  four  wheels,  twelve  cents  for  each  horse  drawing  the  same ;  for 
every  carriage  having  two  wheels,  used  for  personal  accoinmodation  or 
pleasure,  ten  cents  for  each  horse  drawing  the  same ;  for  every  sleigh 
or  sled,  six  cents  for  each  horse  drawing  the  same ;  for  every  horse, 
mare,  gelding  or  mule,  with  or  without  rider,  four  cents ;  for  every  car- 
riage drawn  by  oxen,  or  partly  by  oxen  and  partly^  by  horses,  to  be 
rated  each  ox  as  equal  to  one  horse,  and  in  all  cases  a  mule  to  be  rated 
as  a  horse,  six  cents  for  each  horse,  ox  or  mule  drawing  the  same  $  for 
every  head  of  horned  or  muley  catUe,  two  cents ;  for  every  head  of 
sheep  or  swine,  one  cent :  Provided^  That  the  said  president,  mana-  Proviso, 
gers  and  company  may,  at  |iny  time,  reduce  the  tolls  upon  said  bridge 
below  the  several  rates  specified  in  this  section. 

Section  11.  If  the  said  company,  their  successors  or  assigns,  or  any  ! 

person  employed  by  ihem,  shall  collect  or  demand  any  greater  rate  or  Ow  clurge  for  j 

prices  for  passing  over  said  bridge  than  what  is  hereinbefore  prescribed,  |^^       ^^^' 
or  neglect  to  keep  said  bridge  in  repair,  he  or  they  shall  forfeit  and  pay         '  | 

for  every  such  ofienee  the  sum  of  twenty  dollars,  to  be  recovered  before  I 

any  justice  of  the  peace  of  said  county,  one  half  whereof  to  be  paid  to  j 

the  overseers  of  the  poor  of  the  township  in  which  suit  shall  be  brought, 
and  the  other  half  to  the  person  who  may  sue  for  tiie  same :  Provided  Proviso. 
alwmfs^  That  no  such  suit  shall  be  brought  unless  witliin  fifteen  days 
after  the  offence  be  committed :  ^nd  provided  aUon  That  the  judg-  Proviso. 
mem  of  the  said  justice  in  any  case  brought  before  him  shall  be  liable 
to  reversion,  either  by  appeal  to  the  court  of  common  pleas  of  said 
coanty,  if  the  merits  of  the  case  be  contested,  or  by  certiorari,  if  the 
legality  of  his  proceedings  or  jurisdiction  be  disputed.  | 

Section  12.  That  the  said  president,  managers  and  company  shall  j 

^eep  a  just  account  qjf  all  moneys  received  by  their  several  coilectois  of  | 
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tolls  for  crossing  the  said  bridge,  and  shall  declare  and  make  a  diTidend 
of  the  income  and  profits  thereof  among  all  the  subscrihers  to  the  said 
company's  stocky  in  proportion  to  their  respective  shares^  first  deduct- 
ing all  contingent  costs  and  charges,  and  such  proportion  of  the  iDcoine 
as  may  be  sufficient  for  a  fund  to  provide  against  the  decay,  the  repair- 
ing and  rebuilding  of  the  said  bridge,  as  time  and  accident  may  render 
necessary;  and  shall  on  the  first  week  of  June  and  December  of  every 
year,  publish  the  dividend  to  be  made  of  the  clear  profiu  arising  from 
the  tolls  among  the  stockholders,  and  of  the  time  and  place,  when  and 
where  the  same  shall  be  paid,  and  shall  eanse  the  same  to  be  paid 
accordingly  in  ten  days  thereafter,  or  as  soon  as  the  same  shall  be  de- 
manded. 

Section  13.  It  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  the  president  and  mana- 
gers, their  superintendents,  surveyors,  eB|ineer8,  artists  and  hands, 
when  so  directed  or  authorized  by  the  presioent  and  managers,  to  enter 
in  and  upon  lands,  tenements  and  enclosures  for  the  ezaminatioD  and 
location,  and  they  shall  have  full  liberty  to  take  and  carry  away  all 
stone,  gravel  and  other  materials  necessary  for  the  eompfelioa  of  said 
bridge,  paying  a  just  compensation  for  the  same;  and  in  case  of  (he 
refusal  to  pay  the  owner  of  the  said  material  therefor,  suit  may  be  sus- 
tained and  recovery  had,  in  like  manner  as^other  debts  are  now  recov- 
erable by  law. 

Section  14.  If  any  person  or  persons  shall  wilfully  puU  down,  break 
or  destroy,  with  intent  to  injure,  any  part  or  parts  of  the  said  bridge, 
or  any  toll  house,  gates,  bars  or  other  property  of  the  said  corporation 
erected  for  the  use  of  said  bridge,  or  the  persons  employed  in  conduct- 
ing the  business  thereof,  or  shall  wilfully  deform  or  destroy  the  letters 
or  figures  in  any  list  of  the  rates  of  tolls,  affixed  in  any  place  for  the 
information  of  passetigers,  or  who  shall  wilfully  or  maliciously  obsuoct 
or  impede  the  passage  on  or  over  the  said  bridge,  or  any  part  or  parts 
thereof,  he»  she  or  they  so  offending  shall  each  of  them  foiieit  and  pay 
for  every  such  offence  to  the  said  corporation  the  sum  of  twenty  dol- 
lars, to  be  sued  for  and  recovered  before  any  justice  of  the  peace  or 
alderman,  as  debts  of  like  amount  are  recoverable ;  and  he,  she  or  they 
so  offendmg  shall  remain  liable  to  actions  at  the  suit  of  said  eorpoiation 
for  such  wrongs,  if  the  said  sum  or  sums  herein  mentioned  be  not  suffi* 
cient  to  repair  and  satisfy  said  damages :  Provided  always^  That  no 
such  suit  shall  be  brought  unless  within  thirty  days  after  such  offence 
shall  have  been  committed;  and  the  judgment  of  the  said  justice  or 
alderman  shall  be  liable  to  reversal  as  provided  for  in  similar  cases  by 
law. 

Secmon  I&.  If  the  president*  managers  and  company  for  erecting 
the  bridge  aforesaid,  shall  not  proceed  to  carry  on  the  said  work  within 
the  space  of  three  years  from  the  passing  of  this  act,  and  shall  not 
within  the  space  of  six  years  from  the  passing  thereof  complete  the 
same,  the  rights  and  privileges  hereby  granted  to  said  company  shall 
revert  to  the  commonwealth.

Section  I.  Be  ii  macted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representa" 
tive$  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pemxeylvania  in  General  Aeeembly 
met^  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same^  That 
the  charter  of  the  Farmers'  Bank  of  Bocks  County  shall  be  and  the  same  Charter  extended 
is  hereby  extended  and  continued,  for  the  purpose  of  transacting  the  bosi-  for  the  term  of 
ness  of  banking,  at  its  present  location,  for  the  term  of  fifteen  years  fiftssn  yews, 
from  the  expiration  of  the  present  charter,  with  the  capital  stock  as  at 
present  fixed  by  law,  subject  to  the  provisions  imposed  by  this  act,  and 
to  the  provisions  now  imposed  upon  the  said  bank  by  existing  general 
laws  of  this  commonwealth,  and  to  such  farther  provisions  as  the  legis- 
lature may  heieafter  enact  for  the  general  regulation  of  banks  in  this 
commoowealth. 

The  total  liabilities  of  the  said  bank,  exclusive  of  capital 
stock,  shall  not  at  any  time  exceed  double  the  amount  of  its  capital  stock  312*11^*?^!?^ 
paid  in,  nor  shall  the  debts  of  every  kind  due,  and  to  become  due,  to  the  JJJ  ^  mSal'*" 
said  bank,  ever  amount  to  more  than  four  times  its  capital  stock  paid  in ;  ^loei^  n^tonlx- 
and  the  said  bank  shall  neither  loan  nor  discount,  when  its  circulation  oeed  double

amount  of  specie  and  notes  of  specie  paying  banks  in  its  possession, 
belonging  to  the  said  bank,  and  the  balance  standing  to  its  credit  in 
specie  paying  banks,  conveHible  into  specie  at  the  pleasure  of  the  bank, 
and  also,  the  whole  amount  of  its  liabilities  and  debts  due  and  to  become 
doe ;  and  if  upon  the  return  so  made,  it  shall  appear  that  any  of  the

If  the  dtieetors  of  the  said  bank  should  neglect  or  refuse  to  make  the 
assignment  provided  for  in  this  act,  they  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misde- 
meanor, and  upon  conviction  in  any  criminal  court  in  the  common- 
wealth, be  imprisoned  in  the  jail  of  the  proper  county,  for  any  period 
not  exceeding  two  years,  in  tlie  discretion  of  the  court 
«7 
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Section  5.  If  any  president,  cashier,  or  any  other  officer  or  clerk  of 
the  said  bank,  shall  fraudulently  embezzle  or  appropriate  to  his  own 
use,  or  to  the  use  of  any  other  person  or  persons,  any  money  or  other 
property  belonging  to  said  institution,  or  left  with  the  same  as  a  special 
deposit  or  otherwise,  he  or  they,  upon  conviction  of  such  offence,  shall 
be  fined  in  any  amount  not  less  than  the  sum  so  appropriated  or  em- 
bezzled, and  sentenced  to  undergo  imprisonment  in  one  of  the  state 
penitentiaries,  as  the  case  may  be,  to  be  kept  in  separate  and  solitary 
confinement,  at  labor,  for  any  term  not  exceeding  five  years :  Providtdy 
That  this  shall  not  prevent  any  person  or  persons  aggrieved,  from  pur- 
suing his,  her  or  their  civil  remedy  against  such  person  or  persons. 

Section  6.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  auditor  general  to  requiie  the 
said  bank,  on  some  discount  day  to  be  designated  by  him,  in  every 
quarter  of  the  then  current  year,  one  of  which  shall  be  in  the  month  of 
November,  to  make  and  return  to  him  the  exhibits  hereinafter  provided 
for ;  which  exhibits  the  auditor  general  shall  prepare  in  tabular  form, 
and  communicate  the  same  to  both  branches  of  the  I^islatore,  within 
ten  days  after  their  meeting :  Provided^  That  the  first  section  of  the 
act  approved  the  first  April,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  thirty-six, 
entitled  *^  An  Act  requiring  the  binks  of  this  commonwealth  lo  make 
quarterly  statements  to  the  auditor  general,"  shall  not  be  made  appli- 
cable to  this  bank. 

Section  7.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  cashier  of  the  said  bank,

other  banks ;  the  amount  of  uncurrent  notes,  checks  and  bills  of  other 
banks ;  the  amount  of  any  other  obligations  of  other  banks ;  the  amoaot 
of  bills  and  nptes  discounted ;  the  amount  of  the  mortgages  of  the  bank, 
and  the  assessed  value  for  the  preceding  year,  of  the  real  estate  bound 
by  such  mortgages;  the  amount  of  prior  mortgages,  judgments  and  other 
liens ;  the  amount  of  judgments  held  by  the  banl^  aoid  the  assessed  value 
for  the  preceding  year,  of  the  real  estate  bound  by  such  judgments;  the 
amount  of  prior  judgments,  mortgases  and  other  liens;  the  amount  of 
the  real  estate  held  and  owned  by  the  bank,  and  the  assessed  value  for 
the  preceding  year,  of  each  separate  piece  or  parcel  of  real  estate  owned 
by  tne  bank,  and  its  location ;  the  amount  due  from  other  banks  that  are 
solvent,  giving  the  name  of  each  bank  from  which  the  same  is  doe, 
together  with  the  amount  so  due  by  each  one  of  said  banks ;  the  amoont 
due  from  insolvent  banks,  the  names  of  such  banks  and  the  amount  doe 
from  each  one ;  the  amount  of  public  and  corporate  stocks  and  loans  of 
the  bank,  the  nature  and  kind  of  loans  and  stocks,  designating  partial' 
larly  in  what  companies  or  corporations  the  stocks  or  loans  are  held,  and 
the  amount  of  stocks  or  loans  of  each  company  or  corporation  so  held; 
the  amount  of  bonds  held,  designating  particularly  the  nature  and  char- 
acter of  the  bonds  held,  or  what  the  amoimt  of  treasury  notes;  the 
amount  of  claims  against  individuals  or  corporations  that  ate  disputed  or 
in  controversy ;  the  amount  of  all  other  debts  and  daims  either  due  or 
to  become  due,  and  the  value  of  any  other  property  of  the  bank*  as  the 
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saoae  stand  charged  on  the  books  or  otherwise ;  which  said  exhibit  shall 
also  set  forth  on  the  othet  side,  the  debts  and  liabilities  of  the  bank  on 
the  discount  day  designated  by  the  auditor  general,  specifying  sepa- 
rately, under  distinct  he^s,  the  various  kinds  of  liability  and  indebted- 
ness j  the  amount  of  capiml  stock  actually  paid  in  ;  the  amount  of  the 
circulation  ;  the  amount  of  deposits,  certiBcates  of  deposits;  the  amount 
doe  the  commonwealth ;  the  amount  due  to  corporations ;  the  amount

elected  in  such  districts  at  the  first  election,  two  to  serve  one  year,  two 
to  8er?e  two  years,  and  two  to  serve  three  years. 
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Section  5.  Duplicate  returns  of  all  elections  for  directors  shall  be  made 
out  signed  and  sealed  by  the  judges  and  delivered  by  the  constable  or 
proper  officer  of  said  election ;  one  to  the  proper  board  of  directors,  and 
the  other  to  the  court  of  quarter  sessions  of  tiie  county,  within  ten  days 
thereaHer,  and  each  person  elected  a  director  shall  be  notified  thereof 
in  writing,  within  five  days  after  the  election,  by  the  constable  or  other 
officer  who  held  the  election ;  if  the  legality  of  any  election  for  directors 
be  contested  in  writing,  by  not  less  than  ten  qualified  citizens  of  the 
district,  the  said  court  of  quarter  sessions  is  hereby  authorized  and  re< 
quired  forthwith  to  examine  into  the  election,  and  to  confirm  or  set  it 
aside  as  shall  seem  just  and  proper,  and  if  set  aside,  to  order  a  new 
election  at  the  usual  place  and  in  the  usual  manner,  on  not  less  than  two 
weeks*  public  notice  by  the  proper  officer. 

SBcmoN  6,  Each  board  of  directors  shall  have  power  to  fill  mny  va- 
cancy which  may  occur  therein,  by  death,  resignation,  reaioval  from 
the  district,  or  otherwise,  until  the  next  annual  election  for  diiectois, 
when  such  vacancy  shall  be  filled  by  electing  a  person  to  supply  the 
same. 

Section  7.  If  any  person  duly  elected  a  school  director  shall  refuse 
to  attend  a  regular  meeting  of  the  proper  board,  after  having  received 
written  notice  from  the  secretary  to  appear  and  enter  upon  the  duties  of 
his  office;  or  if  any  person  having' taken  on  him  the  duties  of  his  office 
as  director  shall  neglect  to  attend  any  two  regular  meetings  of  the  board 
in  succession;  or  to  act  in  his  official  capacity  when  in  attendance,  the 
directors  present  shall  have  power  to  declare  his  seat  in  the  board  va- 
cant, and  to  appoint  another  in  his  stead  to  serve  until  the  next  regular 
election. 

Section  8.  If  all  the  members  of  any  board  of  directors  shall  refuse 
or  neglect  to  perform  their  duties,  by  levying  the  tax  required  by  law, 
and  to  put  or  keep  the  schools  in  operation  so  far  as  the  means  of  the 
district  will  admit,  the  court  of  quarter  sessions  of  the  proper  county 
shall,  upon  complaint  in  writing,  by  any  six  taxable  citizens  of  the  dis- 
trict, and  on  due  proof  thereof,  declare  their  seats  vacant,  and  appoint 
others  in  their  stead,  until  the  next  annual  election  for  directors^  and 
all  directors  shall  be  exempted  from  serving  in  any  township  or  boivugh 
office,  and  from  the  performance  of  militia  duty. 

Section  9.  School  directors,  elected  under  the  provisions  of  former 
acts,  shall  severally  bold  their  odices  during  the  term  for  which  they 
were  elected,  «nd  all  appropriations  authorized  by  former  acts,  whether 
by  the  state  or  county,  and  all  taxes  authorized  to  be  raised  for  school 
purposes,  shall  be  collected  as  they  would  have  been  collected  if  this 
act  had  not  been  passed. 


III.  OFFICERS  AND  MEETINGS  OF  THE  BOARD.

Section  13.  If  the  president  or  secretary  shall  absent  himself  from  Preeidenttndieo- 
any  meeting  of  the  board,  or  being  present  shall  refuse  to  perform  any  rotary,  pre  tem., 
of  the  duties  of  his  office,  a  president  or  secretary  pro  tempore  shall  be  may  be  choflen.'

Section  14.  The  treasurer  shall  give  bond  to  the  president  for  the  Treasurer  to  giw 
use  of  the  district,  in  such  amount,  and  such  sureties,  as  shall  be  ap-  bonds. 
proved  by  the  board,  for  the  faithful  performance  of  his  duty ;  he  shall 
receive  all  state  appropriations,  district  tax,  and  other  funds  of  the  dis* 
trict,  and  pay  thereout  all  orders  of  the  board,  signed  by  the  president, 
and  attested  by  the  secretary;  ho  shall  settle  his  accounts  annually.  To  settle  his  ac-

Each  board  of  directors  shall  hold  at  least  one  stated  ])i,ieetor8  to  hold 
meeting  in  every  three  months ;  and  such  other  meetings  as  the  cir-  nieetings  once  in 
cnmstances  of  the  district  may  require,  shall  be  held,  at  such  time  three  months, 
and  place  as  may  be  designated  by  the  president  and  secretary,  upon 
due  notice  given  to  each  member  of  the  board ;  if  less  than  four  mem- 
bers attend  any  meeting,  no  business  shall  be  transacted  thereat,  except  Business  to  be 
that  of  adjournment  and  of  appointment)  to  fill  vacancies  in  the  board,  transacted.

IV GENERAL  POWERS  AND  DUTIES  OF  THE

They  shall  either  themselves,  or  by  such  persons  as  they  may 
appoint  for  that  purpose,  examine  all  persons  who  may  apply  for  em- 
ployment as  teachers,  and  shall  give  to  each  teacher  found  qualified, 
and  of  good  moral  chaiacter,  a  certificate,  setting  forth  the  branches  of 
learninff,  he  or  she  is  capable  of  teaching,  which  certificate  shall  be 
signed  hy  a  majority  of  the  acting  board  of  directors,  and  no  persoa 
shall  be  employed  as  a  teacher,  without  having  procured  auch  certifi- 
cate, which  shall  be  renewed  annually. 

V.  They  shall  have  the  appointment  of  all  the  teachers  of  cooimoo 
schools  in  the  district ;  fix  the  amount  of  teachers*  salaries,  and  may 
dismiss  them  at  any  time  for  incompetency,  cruelty,  negligence  or  im- 
morality. 

VI.  They  shall  determine  and  direct  what  branches  of  learning  shall 
be  taught«  and  what  books  shall  be  used  in  the  schools,  and  may  sus- 
pend or  expel  from  the  school  all  pupils  found  guilty  on  full  examina- 
tion and  hearing,  of  refractory  or  incorrigibly  bad  conduct 

Vlf.  They  shall  pay  all  necessary  expenses  of  the  schools  by  drafts 
on  the  district  treasurer,  signed  by  the  president,  and  attested  by  the 
secretary  of  the  board,  the  same  being  entered  on  the  minutes. 

VIII.  They  shall  have  power  to  purchase  and  hold  such  real  aad 
personal  property  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  establishment  and  sop- 
port  of  the  schools,  and  thf^  same  to  sell,  alien  and  dispose  of«  when  it 
shall  no  longer  be  necessary  for  the  purposes  aforesaid,  and  in  all  cases 
where  real  estate  is  held  by  trustees  or  others,  for  the  general  use  of  a 
neighborhood,  as  a  school  house,  or  its  appendages,  it  shall  be  lawful 
for  the  said  trustees  or  others,  or  the  survivor  or  survivors  of  them,  lo 
convey  the  same  to  the  directors  of  the  proper  disurict;  and  thencefor- 
ward, the  directors  and  their  successors  shall  hold  the  said  property  for 
the  same  term,  and  for  the  same  uses,  for  which  it  was  originally 
granted  to  said  trustees  or  others. 

IX.  The  board  of  directors  of  any  district,  may  if  they  deem  it  eipe- 
dient  and  conducive  to  the  advantage  of  such  district,  annually,  appoint 
an  inspector  of  the  common  schools  thereof,  who  shall  aitend  to  the 
visitation,  inspection  and  care  of  the  said  schools,  and  to  the  perfonn- 
ance  of  such  other  duties  connected  therewith,  aa  shall  be  assigned  bim 
by  said  board  in  their  regulations,  for  which  service  he  shall  receive 
such  compensation  as  the  proper  board  shall  determine  at  the  cooi- 
mencement  of  each  school  year ;  but  the  directors  shall  not  thereby  be 
exempted  from  performing  their  general  duties  as  directed  by  this  acL 

X.  £ach  board  of  directors  shall  annually,  on  or  before  tlie  first

cial in  forming  a  just  estimate  of  the  operation  of  the  school  system.

papers published  in  the  county  of  Lancaster,  for  two  weeks  at  least,  of 
the  time  and  place,  when  and  where  the  said,  book  shall  be  kept  open 
to  receive  subscriptions  for  the  stock  of  the  said  company;  at  which 
time  and  place  one  or  more  of  the  said  commissioners  shall  attend,  and 
permit  all  persons  of  lawful  age,  who  shall  offer  to  subscribe  in  the  said  ^^^"*^  *"^ 
book,  in  their  own  names,  or  in  the  names  of  any  other  persons  who  '^™^ 
shall  authorize  the  same,  for  shares  in  said  stock,  and  the  said  book 
shall  be  kept  open  for  the  said  purpose,  at  least  six  hours  in  each  juridi* 
cat  day,  for  the  space  of  five  days,  or  until  there  shall  have  been  sub- 
scribed five  hundred  shares ;  and  if  at  the  expiration  of  five  days,  the

The  said  named  commissioners,  or  a  majority  of  them, 
shall,  as  soon  as  conveniently  may  be  after  the  said  letters  patent  shall 
have  been  obtained,  give  at  least  two  weeks*  previous  notice  in  the  news* 
papers  hereinbefore  mentioned,  of  the  time  and  place  by  them  appointed 
for  the  subscribers  to  meet  in  order  to  organize  the  said  company,  and 
10  choose  by  a  majority  of  votes  of  the  said  subscribers,  by  ballot,  to 
be  given  in  person  or  by  proxy,  (which  proxy  siiall  have  been  obtained

SsctioN  4.  That  from  and  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  the  burgess 
and  council  duly  elected  as  aforesaid,  and  their  successors,  shall  be  ooe 
body  politic  and  corporate,  by  the  name  and  style  of  **The  corporatka 
of  the  borough  of  MinersviUe,**  and  by  the  same  name  shall  have  per- 
petual succession,  and  by  such  name  shall  at  all  times  forever  be  abk 
and  capable  in  law  to  have,  purchase,  acquire,  receive,  hold*  possess 
and  enjoy  lands,  tenements,  rents,  hereditaments,  liberties,  franchises 
and  jurisdiction,  goods,  chattels  and  effi^cts  to  them  and  tlieir  successors 
forever,  in  fee  simple  or  for  any  other  less  estate,  and  the  same  lands,  tene- 
ments, hereditaments,  goods,  chattels  and  effects,  by  such  name  to  grant, 
bargain,  sell,  alien,  convey,  mortgage,  pledge,  charge  and  emcumber 
or  demise  and  dispose  of  at  their  will  and  pleasure;  and  by  the  same 
name  shall  be  able  and  capable  in  law  or  in  equity  to  sue  or  b^snea, 
plead  or  be  impleaded,  answer  and  be  answered  unto,  defend  and  be 
defended  in  all  courts  of  record  and  elsewhere,  in  all  manner  of  suits, 
actions,  complaints,  pleas,  causes,  bills,  answers,  matters  and  thii^ 
that  to  the  said  borough  as  a  body  politic  in  law  and  in  fact,  shall  and 
may  appertain,  and  for  that  purpose  shall  have  and  use  one  common 
seal,  and  the  same  from  time  to  time  may  change,  alter,  deface  and 
make  anew.

of  such  duplicate  from  the  persons  therein  respectively  charged,  and

to  levy  such  amount  by  distress  and  sale  of  the  goods  and  chattels 
of  such  delinquent,  giving  ten  days'  public  notice  of  such  sale,  by 
written  or  printed  advertisements,  to  be  set  up  in  six  of  the  most  public 
places  within  the  said  borough.

Other  devices  that  may  project  into  any  street,  lane,  or  public  h^hway, 
ascertain  and  regulate  the  depth  of  any  vaults,  sinks  or  pits  for  neeessarr 
houses,  make  permanent  rules  relative  to  foundations  for  boildings, 
party  walls  and  fences ;  they  shall  have  full  power  and  authority  to 
I)revent  and  restrain  the  excercising  or  practicing  of  any  trade  or  occupa- 
tion which  shall  be  dangerous  to  the  health  and  property  of  the  inhabi- 
tants; they  shall  have  power  to  impose  fines  and  penalties,  and  the 
same  to  enforce  and  recover;  they  shall  have  full  power  and  authority 
to  establish  a  nightly  watch,  to  fix  lamps  in  any  part  or  parts  of  sshS

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Bepresenia* 
tives  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assembly 
met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  autfiorily  of  the  same^  That 
all  those  parts  of  Beaver  and  Mercer  counties  within  the  following, 
boundaries,  to  wit:  beginning  at  a  post  on  the  line  between  Butler  and  Boundaries. 
Mercer  counties,  at  the  corner  of  Wolfcreek  and  Slippery  rock  town-, 
ships,  in  Mercer  county;  thence  north-west  with  the  line  dividing  said 
township,  to  the  south-east  corner  of  Springfield  township;  thence, 
westwanlly  between  the  townships  of  Springfield  and  Slipperyrock,  to 
the  south-west  comer  of  Springfield ;  thence  northwardly  along  the  line 
dividing  Springfield  and  Lackawannock  townships,  three-fourths  of  a 
mile;  thence  westwardly  parallel  with  the  south  line  of  Mereer  county,

in  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  forty-nine,  until  a  eourt  house  ahiB 
be  erected  in  and  for  the  said  county,  as  is  hereinafter  dn^cted,  and  shaft 
be  then  held  at  the  said  court  house. 
Sbotion  4.  That  all  suits  and  eases  which  shall  be  pending,  aod  nn-

business  be  transacted  at  any  such  special  meeting,  unless  a  majority  of 
all  the  shares  in  the  stock  of  such  company  shall  be  there  represented, 
but  the  meeting  may  adjourn  from  time  to  time,  or  until  such  majority 
shall  be  present. 

8BcnoNj26.  The  legislature  reserves  the  right  to  amend,  alter  or  re-  Reservation, 
peal  this  act,  in  such  manner,  however,  as  shall  do  no  injustice  to  the 
corporators ;  but  such  amendments,  alterations  or  repeal,  shall  not  take 
away  or  impair  any  remedy  given  against  any  company,  created  in  pur- 
suance of  the  provisions  of  this  act,  its  stockholders  or  officers,  for  any 
liabilities  which  shall  have  been  previously  incurred.

To  create  a  sinking  fund,  and  to  provide  for  the  gradnal  and  certain  extingoiih* 
ment  of  the  debt  of  the  commonwealth. 

Section  1.  Bt  it  etiaeted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  BepreMenta- 
iive$  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assembly 
metf  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same^  That 
the  secretary  of  the  commonweal  in,  auditor  general  and  state  treawrer, 
for  the  time  being,  shall  be  commissioners,  who  are  hereby  authorized 
to  receive  the  revenues  appropriated  by  this  act,  or  which  may  hereaf- 
ter be  appropriated  for  the  same  object,  and  to  purchase  therewith  the 
debt  of  the  state  of  Pennsylvania,  at  its  market  price,  if  not  exceeding 
the  par  value  thereof,  to  the  full  extent  of  the  said  revenues,  and  to  hold 
and  apply  the  same,  and  the  interest  thereon  accruing,  firmly  and  inyio- 
lably  on  the  trusts  and  for  the  purposes'  hereinafter  specified. 

Section  2.  That  all  revenue  derived  from  the  following  sources,  to 
wit :  the  taxes  on  collateral  inheritances  and  the  per  centage  assewed 
upon  any  bank  or  railroad,  or  coal  mining,  or  railroad  and  coal  mining, 
or  improvement  company  charter,  all  taxes  assessed  on  distilleries  and 
breweries,  on  billiards  rooms,  bowling  saloons  and  ten  pin  alleys,  on 
new  counties,  on  threalrical,  circus  and  managerie  exhibitions,  and 
on  eating  houses,  beer  houses  and  restaurants,  and  all  such  revenues  as 
the  legislature  may  from  time  to  time  set  apart  for  the  purposes  men- 
tioned in  this  act,  shall,  so  soon  as  the  same  shall  be  received  at  the 
treasury,  be  paid  over  to  the  said  commissioners,  who  shall  forth widi 
proceed  to  purchase  the  debts  of  the  commonwealth*  on  the  terms  and 
for  the  purposes  set  forth  in  the  first  section  of  this  act. 

Section  3.  That  the  said  commissioners  shall  be  autRonzed  to 
receive  the  interest  due  and  payable  on  the  debt,  so  as  aforesaid  pur- 
chased and  held  by  them,  which  interest  shall  be  likewise  appliend  to 
the  purchase  of  said  debt,  so  th^t  the  same  shall  form  a  constantly  ac* 
cumulating  fund  for  the  extinguishment  of  the  public  debt 

Section  4.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  commissioners*  on 
the  first  Monday  of  September,  in  the  year  one  thousand  eight  hundred 
and  finy-one,  and  on  the  same  day  in  every  third  year  thereafter,  to 
certify  the  amount  of  the  debt  of  the  commonwealth  held  by  them,  to 
the  governor,  who  shall  direct  the  certificates  representing  the  same  to 
be  cancelled,  and  on  such  cancellation  issue  his  proclamation,  stating 
the  fact  and  the  extinguishment  and  final  discharge  of  so  much  of  the 
principal  of  said  debt 

Section  5.  That  the  said  commissioners  shall  within  ten  days  aAer 
the  organization  of  the  legislature,  in  the  year  one  thousand  eight  hun- 
dred and  fifty-two,  and  in  every  third  year  thereafter,  specially  report 
to  the  legislature  the  amoimt  of  the  public  debt  so  as  aforesaid  liqui- 
dated and  proclaimed  by  the  governor  to  have  been  cancelled,  and  what 
reduction  of  taxes  may,  in  consequence  thereof,  be  made,  in  order  that 
the  legislature  tnay  provide  for  such  reduction  in  the  burthens  of  the 
people. 

Section  6.  That  any  balance  of  moneys  remaining  uninvested  in  the 
hands  of  the  said  commissioners  on  the  said  first  Monday  of  Sepiem- 
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ber«  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  fifty-one,  and  at  every  third  year

cifying dates,  prices  and  places,  annually,  to  the  legislature,  within  ten 
days  after  organization  thereof. 

Section  9.  That  the  faith  of  the  commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  is  p^-^  ^^  ^^^ 
hereby  pleilged,  that  the  moneys  and  funds  aforesaid,  and  any  that  may  monwealth  plodg- 
hereafter  be  appropriated,  shall  inviolably  remain  and   be  applied  as  ed. 
aforesaid,  to  the  reimbursement  and  liquidation  as  aforesaid,  of  the 
public  debt,  until  the  same  shall  be  fully  and  completely  effected. 

Section  10.  That  whenever  any  foreign  executor,  or  administrator.  Collateral  inheri- 
shall  assign  or  transfer  any  stocks  or  loans  in  this  commonwealth,  tanoe  tax. 
stsmding  in  the  name  of  a  decedent,  or  in  trust  for  a  decedent,  which

Section  22.  That  every  such  person  whose  annual  sales  Rhall  be 
esteemed  and  taken  to  amount  to  the  sum  of  twenty  thousand  dollars 
and  upwards,  shall  be  classed  in  the  first  class,  and  pay  the  sum  of  two 
hundred  dollars. 

That  every  such  person  whose  annual  sales  shall  be  esteemed  and 
taken  to  amount  to  the  sum  of  fifteen  thousand  dollars  and  upwards, 
shall  be  classed  in  the  second  class,  and  pay  Uie  suro  of  one  hundred 
and  twenty -five  dollars. 

That  every  such  person  whose  annual  sales  shall  be  esteemed  and 
taken  to  amount  to  the  sum  of  ten  thousand  dollars  and  upwards,  shall 
be  classed  in  the  third  class,  and  pay  the  sum  of  seventy-five  dollars. 

That  every  such  person  whose  annual  sales  shall  be  esteemed  and 
taken  to  amount  to  the  sum  of  five  thousand  dollars  and  upwards,  shall 
be  classed  in  the  fourth  class,  and  pay  thirty  dollars. 

That  every  such  person  whose  annual  sales  shall  be  esteemed  and 
taken  to  amount  to  the  sum  of  three  thousand  dollars  and  upwards,  shall 
be  classed  in  the  fifth  class,  and  pay  twenty  dollars. 

That  every  such  person  whose  annual  sales  shall  be  esteemed  and 
taken  to  amount  to  the  sum  of  two  thousand  dollars,  shall  be  classed  in 
the  sixth  class,  and  pay  twelve  dollars. 

That  every  such  person  whose  annual  sales  shall  be  esteemed  and 
taken  to  amount  to  the  sum  of  one  thousand  dollars,  shall  be  classed  in 
the  seventh  class,  and  pay  ten  dollars. 

That  every  person  whose  annual  sales  amount  to  five  hundred  dollars,

the  citizens  entitled  to  vote  as  aforesaid,  as  may  be  present  at  the  iime 
and  place  of  opening  the  same,  shall  choose  one  judge  and  two  inspec- 
tors and  two  clerks  thereof,  who  shall  be  sworn  or  affirmed  in  the  same 
manner  as  is  provided  by  law  for  swearing  or  affirmini;  election  officers, 
and  they  shall  perform  the  duties  required  of  ihem  by  law  relative  to 
township  elections. 

Sections.  That  the  justices  of  the  peace,  constable,  school  di- T«rin  sf  office, 
rectors,  and  other  officers  dlected  in  said  borough,  shall  hold  their  offices 
for  a  similar  length  m(  titte,  and  exercise  like  powers  with  similar  offi- 
cers elected  under  ihe  general  election  laws  of  this  commonwealth ;  and 
furthec,  that  the  burgess  and  members  of  council,  and  other  officere 
elected  as  ^foresaid,  shall  in  all  cases  continue  to  hold  and  exercise  the 
daties  of  their  respective  offices,  until  their  successors  shall  be  duly 
elected  and  ^nalified. 

Section  4.  That  if  any  person  duly  elected  burgess  or  member  of  p^^^i  ^^  „l>g^ 
the  town  council,  and  having  received  notice  thereof  as  directed  by  this  \ng  or  neglecting 
acL|  shall  refuse  or  neglect  to  take  upon  himself  the  execution  of  the  to  tenre  when 
office  to  wliich  he  shall  have  been  elected,  or  having  taken  upon  him-  elected, 
self  soeh  duties,  shall  neglect  to  discharge  the  same  according  to  law, 
every  such  person  so  refusing  or  neglecting,  shall,  for  every  such  oflence, 
pay  and  forfeit  the  sum  of  five  dollars ;  and  every  other  officer  elected 
or  appointed  by  virtue  of  this  act,  or  by  the  by-laws  or  ordinances  of 
the  town  council  aforesaid,  who  sh^ll  refuse  or  neglect  to  take  upon 
himself  the  execution  of  such  office,  or  having  accepted  the  same,  shall 
refuse  or  neglect  to  perform  the  duties  thereof,  shall,  for  every  such  re- 
fusal or  neglect,  pay  a  fine  not  exceeding  five  dollars,  at  the  discretion 
of  the  burgess ;  which  fines,  and  all  other  fines  that  may  be  incurred 
under  this  act,  or  any  of  the  by-laws  or  ordinances  of  the  town  council, 
shall  be  for  the  use  of  said  corporation,  and  shall  be  recovered  in  the 
name  of  the  burgess  and  town  council  of  the  borough  of  East  Birming-

no  person  or  persons  shall  be  compelled  to  serve  more  than  one  year 
in  any  term  of  three,  and  the  payment  of  a  fine  shall  be  equivalent  to  a 
service  of  one  year  in  any  office :  Jlnd  provided  further^  Thai  nothing 
herein  contained  shall  be  construed  to  eiconorate  any  constable^  or  dha 
officer,  from  the  payment  of  any  fine  or  penalty  imposed  by  the  exit- 
ing laws,  or  thai  may  hereafter  be  enacted  for  refusing  to  serve  in  sack 
office. 

Section  5.  That  the  bui^gess  shall  be  president  of  the  coondl,  aoi 
shall  have  and  exercise  all  tlie  rights  and  privileges  of  a  member  thereof 
in  every  respect 

SscnoN  6.  That  the  buigess  and  town  council  shall  noeet  on  the  first 
Monday  next  succeeding  their  election,  in  each  year,  and  as  often  tho^ 
after  as  occasion  may  require :  three  members  shall  coostitule  a  quo- 
rum to  do  business;  and  the  proceedings  of  a  majority  of  a  qoonua. 
when  there  is  one  formed,  shall  be  valid  :  they  shall  have  power,  in  ibe 
absence  of  the  buigess,  to  elect  a  president  pro  tem.,  who  shall,  in  the 
ease  of  death,  resignation,  refusal  to  accept,  or  to  act,  or  inability  of  the 
burgess  to  attend,  perform  all  and  every  duty  enjoined  on  the  beigess:

That  from  and  after  the  third  Friday  of  May  next,  the 
said  burgess  and  town  council  duly  elected,  and  their  successors,  shall 
be  one  body  corporate  and  politic,  by  the  name  and  style  of  **The  bor- 
ough of  East  Birmingham,"  and  shall  have  perpetual  succession;  and 
the  said  burgess  and  town  council  and  their  successors,  shall  be  capable 
in  law  to  have,  receive,  hold  and  possess  goods  and  chattels,  lands  and 
tenements,  rents,  liberties,  jurisdictions,  franchises,  hereditaments*  to 
them  and  their  successors,  in  fee  simple  or  otherwise*  not  exceedinf 
the  yearly  value  of  five  thousand  dollars;  and  also  to  grant,  selU  let 
and  assign  the  same,  and  shall  be  capable  in  law  to  sue  and  be  sued, 
plead  and  be  impleaded,  in  any  of  the  courts  of  law  in  this  common- 
wealth, in  all  manner  of  actions  whatever,  and  to  have  and  use  ooe 
common  seal,  and  the  same  from  time  to  time,  at  their  will,  to  change 
and  alter. 

SxcnoN  0.  That  the  town  council  shall  have  power  to  pass  and  enact 
such  by-laws,  rules,  regulations  and  ordinances,  as  they  may  deem 
necessary  to  promote  the  peace  and  good  order,  and  general  welfare  of 
the  inhabitants  and  well  being  of  said  borough,  and  for  the  purpose  of 
improving  and  keeping  in  good  order  the  side  walks,  streets,  laoe«. 
alleys,  common  grounds,  or  other  property  whatsoever,  that  has  here- 
tofore been  granted  to  the  use  of  the  citizens,  or  that  may  hereafter  be 
granted  to  the  corporation,  and  for  removing  nuisances  and  obstractioos 
therefrom,  and  the  same  to  alter,  make,  renew  or  annul,  as  the  occasioa 
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may  require ;  and  also  assess,  levy  and  collect,  and  appropriate  such  Anefls.  levy  and 
taxes  as  shall  be  necessary  to  carry  their  rules  and  ordinances  into  effect,  collect  taxes. 
which  said  taxes  shall  not  exceed  in  anyone  year,  6ve  mills  on  the  dol- 
lar, except  by  consent  of  two-thirds  of  the  votes  polled  at  any  general 
election  for  township  officers  of  said  borough :  Provided  however^  That  Proviso. 
io  no  ease  shall  the  tax  levied  and  assessed  in  eaeh  year,  on  all  that  por* 
lion  of  the  real  estate  in  said  borough,  which  is  situate  west  of  Brown 
street,  and  over  sixty  feet  east  of  Ornosby  street,  be  greater  than  is 
levied  and  assessed  for  that  year  in  the  township  of  Ijower  St  Clair, 
(to  which  township  the  said  property  belonged  before  the  erection  of 
this  borough  :)  And  provided  furiker^  however^  That  this  exemptioa  Provisa 
from  taxation,  beyond  the  rate  assessed  by  said  township  on  real  estate 
therein,  shall  gradually  cease,  as  the  said  property  becomes  more  thickly 
inhabited,  in  the  following  manner,  viz : — Wherever  fifty  taxable  in- 
habitants reside  in  any  part  of  said  borough,  situate  between  two  suc- 
ceeding streets,  that  is  between  Orrosby  street  and  Page  street,  or 
between  Page  street  and  Phillips  street,  or  between  Phillips  street  and 
Caroline  street,  or  between  Caroline  street  and  Oliver  street,  or  between 
Oliver  street  and  Brown  street,  in  said  borough,  that  then  such  portion 
of  said  property  lying  as  aforesaid,  between  such  two  streets,  shall  be- 
come liable  to  the  full  assessment  of  taxes,  and  then,  and  not  till  then, 
the  said  borough  shall  and  may  require  the  said  street  forming  the  east* 
em  boundary  of  such  portion  of  said  property,  to  be  thrown  open  as  a 
public  thoroughfare. 

Section  10.  That  the  town  council  shall  have  authority  to  obtain 
materials  for  improving  the  streets,  lanes,  alleys  and  public  grounds,  and  '^<*'"'  coancil, 
order  and  direct  the  manner  and  ways  in  which  the  same  shall  be  im-  P***'®" 
proved,  repaired  and  kept  in  good  order  j  they  shall  annually  appoint  a  gj^^jj  ^-p^jj^j  ^ 
town  clerk,  treasurer,  collector  of  taxes,  clerk  of  the  market,  when  ^^^q  ^i^^it,  tre»- 
necesaary,  and  such  other  officers  as  they  may  deem  expedient,  and  the  iorer,  collector, 
same  to  remove  at  pleasure ;  the  officers  to  be  appointed  by  the  town  Slc 
council,  shall  be  allowed  such  compensation  as  the  council  may  fix  and 
agree,  but  the  ftaembers  of  the  council  themselves,  shall  not  receive  any 
compensation  for  their  services  as  members  of  council ;  the  coancil  may 
remit  any  finies  or  penalties  that  may  be  incurred  by  and  under  this  act, 
or  any  of  the  by-laws  or  ordinances,  when  in  their  judgment  it  may  be 
proper  so  to  do :  Provided^  No  by-law,  rule,  regulation  or  ordinance,  Provieo. 
shall  be  repugnant  to  the  constitution  and  laws  of  the  United  Slates,  or 
of  this  commonwealth ;  and  that  no  person  shall  be  subject  to  any  fine 
or  punishment  for  a  violation  of  any  by-law  or  ordinance  of  said  bor- 
ough, until  after  six  days  shall  have  expired,  the  promulgation  thereof 
by  at  least  four  copies  of  the  same  being  put  up  at  the  most  public  places 
within  the  said  borough,  and  signed  by  the  president,  or  president  pro 
tern.,  and  attested  by  the  town  clerk;  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  burgess 
to  cause  all  the  by-laws  and  ordinances  of  the  council  to  be  carried  into 
effect,  and  to  do  and  perform  all  such  services  as  may  be  enjoined  on 
him  by  the  same. 

Section  11.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  burgess  to  issue  his 
warrant  to  the  collector,  as  often  as  occasion  may  require,  commanding®.'"'^®****  '"'** 
him  to  collect  the  taxes  assessed  by  the  town  council,  a  list  or  duplicate  ^^i^^^^ 
of  which  shall  be  made  out  and  delivered  to  said  collector,  and  to  pay  ' 

the  same  to  the  treasurer ;  and  the  collector  shall  have  the  power  and 
authority,  in  the  collection  of  said  taxes,  as  the  collectors  of  county 
rates  and  levies,  and  may  be  proceeded  against  in  the  same  manner  that 
the  county  treasurer,  or  county  commissioners,  are  authorixed  by  law 
to  proceed  against  the  collectors  of  county  taxes,  when  they^  neglect  to 
collect  or  pay  over  the  amoant  of  their  duplicates^  according  to  law : 
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Provided^  That  the  town  council  may  hold  appeals,  hear  any  com- 
plaints in  relation  to  the  assesement  of  the  said  taxee,  and  gnnx  rdkC 
aa  may  seem  best,  at  any  time ;  and  also  exonerate  the  collector  froa 
the  payment  of  any  taxes  that  may  be  impracticable  to  collect ;  and  io 
all  cases  of  any  tax  assessed  upon  any  vacant  or  unseated  land  in  said 
borough,  and  the  taxes  remain  unpaid,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  eolleetor 
to  certify  the  same  to  the  commissioners  of  said  coanty,  in  the  same 
manner  as  the  soperrisors  of  the  roads  are  authorized  by  law  to  retnm 
road  taxes  on  unseated  lands,  and  the  county  treasurer  ebaO,  in  like 
manner,  collect  the  said  taxes,  or  sell  and  convey  the  lot  or  loie  for  the

SscTioN  13.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  treasurer  to  receive  moneys 
due  to  the  corporation,  whether  for  fines,  taxes,  donations  or  in  any 
other  way,  and  to  pay  out  the  same  on  orders  of  the  presidesi  or  presi- 
dent pro  tem. ;  he  shall  keep  a  fair  account  of  his  receipts  and  paymenta, 
and  settle  his  accounts  with  the  town  council  whenever  tliey  shall  require 
the  s^me  to  be  done,  and  pay  over  all  moneys  or  balanres  found  ia  his 
hands,  and  deliver  to  his  successor  in  office  all  books,  papers  and 
accounts  belonging  to  the  corporation,  or  pertaining  to  his  official  duties, 
when  demanded,  tor  which  he  shall  give  a  bond  to  the  burgess  and  town 
council  with  sureties  thereon  as  they  may  require. 

Sbction  14.  That  no  moneys  shall  be  drawn  from  the  treasary  hot 
by  the  authority  of  the  cosneil,  on  orders  signed  by  the  presideot 
thereof  and  attested  by  the  clerk;  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  town 
council  to  seiiie  the  accoiinis  of  the  treasarer,  street  commissioner, 
collector  of  taxes  and  of  the  several  ofiioers  annually,  and  to  cause  a  fair 
statement  showing  the  reeepis  in  the  treasury,  and  how  the  same  shall 
have  been  expenwd,  to  be  published  by  the  town  clerk  every  year,  io 
Che  manner  prescribed  by  said  town  council. 

Section  15.  That  the  owners  of  the  property  known  as  the  railroad 
lots  in  said  borough  at  the  terminus  of  the  railroad,  and  their  heirs  and 
assigns,  shall  and  may  hold  and  occupy  the  same  to  low  water  mark  in 
the  Monongahela  river,  and  in  case  any  lots  of  ground  situate  on  the 
river  fronts  of  said  borough  are  or  may  hereaftoar  be  occupied  for  mann- 
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fflcturing  purposes*  the  owners  or  occupants  of  such  lot  or  lots  shall  have 
the  like  right  of  holding  and  occupying  the  same  to  low  water  maik  of 
said  river :  Provided^  'J^hat  in  all  such  cases  there  shall  be  secured  to  Proviso.

elections  at  the  house  of  Joel  Monroe,  in  said  township;   and  thatcoontf. 
Samuel  Shaw,  be  and  be  is  hereby  appointed  judge,  and  William  Caro- 
thers  and  David  Boggs,  inspectors  of  said  elections,  until  others  shall 
•»  duly  elected. 

Section  21,  That  the  qualified  voters  of  that  portion  of  Indiana  p^^t  of  Indiana 
township,  in  the  county  of  Allegheny,  residing  within  the  following  township,  Alle- 
described  boundaries,  to  wit:  beginning  at  a  point  on  the  Allegheny  gheny  county,

To  authorise  and  oonfinn  the  sale  of  certain  nial  Mtate  of  the  reverend  Enkid 
Cooper,  deoeaaed ;  relative  to  the  Norrit  estate ;  and  to  vaeate  certain  streeu  m 
the  district  of  Kenaington. 

Whereas,  The  reverend  Ezekiel  Cooper,  late  of  the  county  of 
Philadelphia,  deceased,  by  his  last  will  and  testament,  dated  the  nioe- 
teenth  day  of  January,  Anfio  Domini  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
thirty-seven,  did,  among  other  things,  order  and  direct  as  follows : —

To  reviie  the  militia  ayileiD,  and  provide  for  the  trabing  of  such  only  as  shall  be 

uniformed. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  nf  Representa- 
tivee  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assembly 
met^  and  it  is  her^y  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same^  That 
it  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  free  able  bodied  white  male  person^  Who  to  oDUbrin. 
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cept»  dtc. 


County 
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between  the  ages  of  eighteen  and  forty-five  yeantf  who  has  resided  li 
this  commonwealth  (or  one  months  to  provide  himself  with  such  ooifea 
as  may  be  considered  a  proper  uniform  for  a  volunteer  company,  wbki 
shall  in  all  cases  be  a  substantial  uniform,  fit  for  service. 

Sbction  2.  That  the  persons  thus  uniformed,  shall  form  therasdTS 
into  companies  of  not  less  than  thirty  rank  and  file,  and  elect  their  o«i 
officers,  make  their  own  by-laws,  regulate,  collect,  and  apply  their  ov: 
fines  and*  forfeitures. 

Skction  3.  That  where  there  are  three  or  more  companies  in  «st 
brigade,  they  shall  be  formed  into  battalions  and  xegiooeats,  nniiiogfri 
companies  as  may  be  most  suitable  from  circumstance  of  locality  isd 
grade,  and  be  entitled  to  elect  such  field  officers  as  are  allowed  to  tSe

Sbction  4.  That  the  uniformed  militia  shall  meet  by  compaBies^ 
training  and  discipline,  not  less  than  twice  in  each  year,  at  the  disc*- 
tion  of  each  company,  and  each  battalion  and  regiment  shall  meet  itr 
training  and  mspection,  not  less  than  once  in  each,  at  such  time  am;  if: 
such  order  as  shall  be  directed  by  the  brigade  inspector,  till  all  the  ba:- 
talions  and  regiments  shall  have  paraded. 

Sbction  5.  That  the  captain  or  commanding  officer  of  each  eompssy 
shall  furnish  a  copy  of  the  roll  of  said  company,  under  oath  or  affinu- 
tion,  to  the  county  commissioners,  at  such  time  as  the  assessmeat  of 
taxes  are  returned  in  each  and  every  year,  designating  the  township. 
ward  or  borough,  in  which  each  member  resides,  and  furnish  at  the  saoK 
time  a  certificate  to  the  commanding  officer  of  the  battalion  or  r^meci 
to  which  his  company  may  be  attached,  or  in  case  any  company  be  nc:

Sbction  6.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  assessor  of  each  township, 
ward  or  borough,  to  furnish  a  list  to  the  county  commisskuiers  of  all 
male  persons  residing  in  said  township,  ward  or  borough,  between  the 
ages  of  twenty-one  and  forty-five  years,  for  which  he  shall  receive  as 
a  full  compensation,  one  cent  per  person  :  Provided^  That  theassesson 
shall  not  return  on  their  said  lists,  any  persons  who  they  shall  know  to 
hold  such  certificates  as  are  recognized  in  the  eighth  section  of  this  kU 
and  all  aforesaid  persons  who  are  not  uniformed  and  enrolled  as  2kn- 
said,  shall  be  considered  as  delinquent  militia  men,  and  subject  to  2 
fine  of  fifty  cents  for  each  year  that  such  delinquent  remains  aoooi- 
formed  and  unenrolled  as  aforesaid. 

Sbction  7.  That  the  officers,  non-commissioned  officers,  mosiciaBS 
and  privates  which  were  attached  to  the  first  and  second  regiments  of 
Pennsylvania  volunteers,  and  also  the  officers,  non-commissioned  officen^ 
musicians  and  privates  of  the  eleventh  regiment  of  infantry,  the  r^menl 
of  voltiguers,  the  third  regiment  of  dragoons,  and  all  other  suMiei^ 
enlisted  in  this  state  in  detached  companies,  who  were  mustered  into  tbe 
service  of  the  United  States,  and  who  actually  served  in  the  late  vsr 
with  Mexico,  and  were  honorably  discharged,  shall  be  forever  bere&Aff 
exempt  from  militia  duty,  and  from  performing  any  other  military  dotf 
whatsoever,  except  in  time  of  an  invasion,  insurrection,  or  acuial  vtf< 

Sbction  8.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  county  commissioners, 
in  making  out  the  duplicate  for  the  collection  of  state  taxes,  in  eacb  atti 
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every  year,  having  received  the  rolls  of  the  captains,  and  lists  of  the 
assessors,  and  ascertained  the  delinquent  militia  men  within  their  respec- 
tive counties,  to  add  said  fine  of  fifty  cents  to  the  amonnt  of  state  tax  of 
each  aforesaid  delii^quent,  to  be  collected  with  the  same,  under  the  same  ^ 

authority,  and  in  all  respects  as  authorized  in  the  case  of  collection  of 
county  rates  and  levies  |  and  said  commissioners  shall  keep  a  book  in 
which  shall  be  entered  the  amount  of  fines  of  delinquents  ascertained  as 
aforesaid,  which,  after  deducting  exonerations,  in  accordance  with  the 
eighth  section  of  this  act,  sball  be  a  separate  military  fund,  the  collector 
being  allowed  out  of  said  fund  the  same- per  cent  as  for  collecting  other 
taxes,  and  any  books  and  stationery,  as  well  as  the  time  of  the  com* 
missionen  necessarily  occupied  ia  military  business,  to  be  paid  out  of 
said  fund.

certificales  shall  be  of  service  as  a  volunteer  or  commissioned  officer,

in  law  and  equity  to  take,  hold  and  receive  to  them  and  their  suc- 
cessors for  the  use  of  said  church  and  congregation,  lands,  tenements, 
goods  and  chattels  of  whatsoever  kind,  nature  or  quality,  real,  personal 
or  mixed,  which  are  now,  or  shall  or  may  at  any  time  hereafter  be- 
come the  property  of  the  said  church  and  congregation*  to  be  held  for 
their  use  by  gift,  grants,  bargain,  sale,  conveyance,  devise*  bequest  or 
otherwise,  from  any  person  or  persons  whomsoever  capable  of  making 
the  same ;  and  the  same  to  grant,  bargain,  sell,  mortgaffe,  improve  or 
dispose  of,  for  the  support  of  a  pastor  or  pastors,  and  other  offices  and 
charitable  purposes  of  the  said  congregation :  Provided^  That  the  clear  Proviw. 
yearly  income  shall  not  exceed  the  sum  of  two  thousand  dollars,  and 
shall  not  be  appropriated  to  any  other  than  benevolent  or  religious  pur- 
poses. 

SxcnoN  2.  The  business  of  the  said  congregation  shall  be  conducted 
by  five  trustees,  who  shall  choose  from  their  number  a  president  and  Management, 
secretary,  and  may  appoint  a  treasurer,  and  such  other  officers  as

To  incorporate  the  Allegheny  Evingelical  Lutheran  synod  of  Penneylvania. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Bepresenta- 
fives  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assembly 
tnei,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  autlwrity  of  the  same^  That 
the  present  members  of  the  Allegheny  Evangelical  Lutheran  synod  of  locorporaion. 
Pennsylvania,  and  their  successors,  shall  be  and  hereby  are  created  and 
declared  to  be  a  body  corporate,  by  the  name,  style  and  title  of  ^^  The  Style. 
Allegheny  Evangelical  Lutheran  synod  of  Pennsylvania,,"  and  by  the     .  . 
same  name  shall  have  perpetual  succession,  and  shall  be  able  and  capa-  ^^^"^8^ 
ble  in  law  to  sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded  in  courts  of  law 
or  equity,  in  this  state  or  elsewhere,  and  to  make  and  have  a  common 
seal,  and  the  same  to  break,  alter  or  renew  at  their  pleasure,  and  also 
to  ordain  and  establish  such  by-laws  and  ordinances  as  shall  be  neces- 
sary and  proper  for  the  regulating  of  the  temporal  concerns  of  the  synod, 
for  promoting  religion  in  it :  Provided^  They  be  not  repugnant  to  this  Proviso, 
act  or  to  the  laws  of  the  state. 

Section  2.  That  the  said  synod  shall  consist  of  a  president*  secre- 
tary and  treasurer,  and  such  other  officers  as  may  be  deemed  advisable  ^^cers 
for  the  time  being,  who  are  to  comply  with  such  rules  and  regulations 
as  may  be  adopted  by  the  said  synod.

SscmoN  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Bepresenla- 
fives  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Ptnnsyloania  in  General  Jissemblg 
metn  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  samt^  That

when  and  where  the  said  books  shall  be  opened  to  receive  subscriptions  ^'P*"  ******** 
for  the  stock  of  the  said  company,  at  which  times  and  places  two  or 
more  of  the  said  commissioners  shall  attend  and  permit  and  suffer  all 
persons  of  lawful  age,  who  shall  offer  to  subscribe  in  the  said  books,  in 
their  own  names  or  in  the  names  of  any  other  persons  who  shall  duly 
authorize  the  same,  for  any  number  of  shares  of  said  stock,  and  the  said 
books  shall  be  kept  open  respectively  for  the  purposes  aforesaid,  at  least 
four  hours  in  every  juridical  day  for  the  space  of  three  days,  or  until 
the  said  books  shall  have  sixteen  hundred  shares  therein  subscribed;

of  ten  days  from  and  after  the  day  on  nvhich  such  dividend  shall  have 
been  declared ;  but  they  shall  in  no  case  exceed  the  amount  of  the  net

That  it  shall  and  may  foe  lawful  for  the  president  and 
managers  of  said  company,  to  lay  out  the  ronle  or  track  of  the  said  Powers. 
turnpike  road,  beginning  ai  the  Blue  Ball  tavern,  on  the  Downingtown 
andEaphrata  turnpike  road,  in  Earl  township,  Lancaster  county ;  thence  ^<«at«»  of  rosd. 
by  such  route  as  shall  combine  the  shortest  distance  with  the  most 
favorable  grades,  to  the  most  suitable  point  at  the  cjiy  of  Reading,  with 
power  and  authority  to  build  a  bridge  over  and  across  the  river  Schuyl- 
kill, if  they  should  deem  it  necessary  to  connect  with  the  same:  the 
said  president  and  managers  shall  have  power  and  authority  by  them- 
selves, their  superintendents,  engineers,  artists,  workmen  and  laborers 
employed  by  them,  to  enter  in  and  upon  any  lands  or  enclosures,  for  i^^^^"' 
the  purpose  of  locating  the  said  road;  and  they  may  occupy  so  much 
of  such  lands,  and  &Iso  the  beds  of  public  roads  and  bridges  not  be- 
longing to  other  companies,  as  may  be  needed  for  the  bed  of  their  road, 
erection  of  toll  houses  and  construction  of  water  courses :  they  may 
also  examine  quarries,  dig  and  take  away  any  stone,  gravel,  or  mate* 
rials  in  the  vicinity  of  the  route,  that  may  be  wanted  for  the  construc- 
tion of  the  said  road,  always  paying  the  owner  of  such  land;  and 
materials  a  just  compensation  for  the  same ;  and  if  the  parties  cannot 
agree  upon  the  compensation,  the  same  shall  be  determined  by  three 
disinterested,  judicious  and  suitable  persons,  to  be  chosen  by  the  par- 
ties; or  if  they  cannot  agree,  to  be  appointed  by  a  justice  of  the  peace,  Aneacment  of 
or  alderman  m  the  neighborhood,  who,  after  taking  an  oath  or  affirma-  dtmagei. 
tioQ  to  perform  tbeir  duties  with  impartiality,  shall  determine  the  amount 
of  the  said  damages^  always  taking  into  consideration  the  advantages  as 
well  as  the  disadvantages  of  the  said  road  to  the  owner  of  the  said  land, 
and  file  their  award  in  Che  office  of  the  justice  of  the  peace  or  alderman 
who  may  have  appointed  them:  Provided^  That  either  party  may  ap-  Proviio. 
peal  from  the  same  to  the  court  of  common  pleas  of  the  county  in  which 
the  land  may  lie;  the  said  appeal  to  be  made  within  twenty  days  a(\er 
such  award  ahaU  have  been  made  and  filed  in  the  office  of  the  said 
justice  of  the  peace  or  alderman:  Provided  alao^  That  if  any  person  or  Proviso, 
persons  owning  land,  or  any  other  property  which  shall  be  affiected  by 
this  act,  be  feme  covert,  under  age,  non  compos  mentis,  or  out  of  the 
state,  then  and  in  any  such  case  the  president  and  managers  of  the 
Gonipany,  and  at  the  costs  and  charges  of  the  said  corporation,  shall, 
within  one  year  after  the  construction  of  the  said  turnpike  road  through 
the  said  land,  represent  the  same  to  the  court  of  common  pleas  of  ihe 
county  where  the  said  lands  lie,  as  the  case  may  be,  who  shall  proceed 
thereon,  and  shall  appoint  three  or  more  suitable  persons  to  value  and 
assess  the  said  damages,  and  make  a  reports  of  the  same  to  the  said 
court;  and  when  confirmed  by  the  court,  they  shall  direct  to  whom 
and  in  what  manner  the  amount  of  the  said  damages  shall  be  paid  and 
secured,  to  be  held  in  trust  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  the  parties  owning 
such  land  or  other  property,  to  be  so  held  until  it  can  be  paid  to  them, 
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or  to  their  proper  trustee  or  gnardian«  ae  the  same  may  be :  PtwM 
further^  That  no  part  of  this  act  shall  authorize  the  taking  awaj  oTidt 
property^  or  entering  in  or  upon  any  land,  or  taking  possession  of  rk 
same  by  the  said  company,  without  the  owner's  cooseot,  in  writiof, 
unless  the  same  be  previously  paid  for,  or  adequate  aecurity  givca  6s 
the  payment  of  the  same,  to  be  approved  of  by  the  coort  of  comma 
pleas  of  the  county  in  which  the  lands  lie,  or  by  the  parties  ioteiesled 
In  the  same. 

Section  12.  The  said  road  shall  be  laid  out  not  exceedinf  fiAy  feet 
Width  of  itMd.  in  width,  and  at  least  tweniy-one  feet  in  width  thereof  shall  be  a  good 
and  substantial  turnpike  road,  to  be  composed  of  broken  stone,  gravel  or 
other  hard  substances,  and  to  secure  a  solid  foundation  for  the  same  a 
bed  shall  be  excavated  and  made  to  slope  each  way  from  the  centre  to 
the  sides,  and  to  be  sunk  at  least  six  inches  below  Che  sorfaee  of  tke 
ground,  the  width  of  twenty -one  feet,  the  bed  being  so  made,  shall  be 
eovered  with  broken  stone,  gravel  or  other  hard  substamses,  not  to  eieeed 
in  size  two  inches  and  a  half  at  their  largest  diameter,  as  mav  be 
directed  by  the  engineer  or  superintendent  of  the  road  $  to  be  ei^t  inchei 
in  depth,  forming  a  regular  slope  from  the  centre  to  the  sides  of  nid 
road ;  the  said  company  shall  make  good  and  sufficient  ditches  on  cba 
sides  of  the  said  road  in  older  to  drain  the  water  off  and  to  keep  the 
same  dry,  and  may  enter  on  the  lands  adjacent  to  the  road  where  il 
may  be  necessary  to  make  dttehes  or  drains  to  lead  the  water  off,  ink- 
ing them  in  such  manner  and  form  and  in  such  places  as  may  be  saitible 
for  the  same,  and  so  as  to  do  the  least  possible  damage  Co  the  owneis  of 
the  property ;  the  said  president  and  managers  shall  erect  good  and 
sufficent  bridges  over  all  the  streams  of  water  crossed  by  the  route  of  the 
said  road,  wherever  the  same  shall  be  found  necessary  ;  the  aaid  road 
shall  be  made  of  as  uniform  a  grade  as  the  nature  of  the  eoontiy  and  the 
surface  of  the  ground  will  admit  of,  but  in  no  part  or  portion  of  thesame 
shall  the  grade  of  the  road,  either  ascending  or  descending,  exceed  ihree 
degrees,  and  the  said  company  shall  forever  after  maintain  and  keep  the 
said  road  in  all  its  parts  in  good  order  and  repair:  Provided^  That  if  in 
the  opinion  of  the  said  president  and  managers  any  part  of  the  said  groood 
on  the  route  of  the  said  road,  shall  be  so  hard  and  compact  as  to  make 
a  good  and  sufficient  road,  according  to  this  act,  without  ooveiii^  the 
same  with  gravel,  broken  stone  or  other  hard  substanees,  the  said  presi- 
dent and  managers  are  hereby  authorized  to  construct  such  part  of  the 
said  road  without  any  such  covering,  and  shall  forever  thereaftei  main- 
tain and  keep  the  same  in  good  repair. 

Section  13.  The  said  president,  managers  and  company  shaB,  within 
three  months  after  ascertaining  the  route  of  the  said  turnpike  road,  caow 
an  accurate  survey  of  the  lines  of  the  same  to  be  made,  and  two  mapf 
or  plots  of  such  survey,  representing  the  different  bodies  of  iaod  tf 
passes  through  as  near  as  can  be  ascertained,  one  of  which  maps  or 
plots  they  shall  cause  to  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  clerk  of  the  esort 
of  quarter  sessions  of  Berks  county,  and  the  other  in  the  office  of  the 
clerk  of  the  court  of  quarter  sessions  of  the  county  of  Lancaster,  vhidi 
maps  or  plots,  or  a  certified  copy  thereof,  shall  be  sufficient  evideoce 
of  the  course  and  route  of  the  said  turnpike  road,  and  to  be  received  as 
such  in  all  cases  of  dispute  respecting  the  same.

«port  shall  be  in  the  affiraiatire,  then  the  governor  shall  by  license  Lieenn. 
inder  his  hand  and  the  seal  of  the  state  permit  said  company  to  erect 
tod  place  so  many  gates  or  turnpikes  upon  and  across  the  said  road, 
IS  will  be  necessary  and  sufficient  to  collect  from  all  pereons  who  may 
ravel  the  same,  such  tolls  as  are  hereinaf^r  authorized  to  be  collected  x 
Provided^  That  no  loll  shall  be  demanded  on  the  said  road  from  any  Proviso. 
)erson  or  persons  passing  or  repassing  from  one  part  of  his,  her  or  their 
'arm  to  any  other  part  of  the  same;  and  all  persons  with  their  horses 
md  vehicles  going  directly  to  and  from  funerals  or  places  of  worship, 
ihall  be  exempt  from  the  payment  of  tolls  when  traveling  on  the  said 
"oad  or  in  any  part  thereof. 

Section  15,  When  the  said  company  is  licensed  jn  the  manner  afore- 
(aid,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  them  to  appoint  such  and  so  many  toll 
pitherera  as  they  may  think  proper,  to  collect  and  receive  of  and  from  "^^^  gatbarMs. 
ill  and  every  person  or  persons  using  the  said  road,  the  tolls  and  rates 
lereinafler  mentioned,  and  to  stop  any  person  leading,  riding  or  driving 
my  horses,  cattle,  hogs,  sheep  or  vehicle  of  burden  or  pleasure  of  what* 
loever  kind  fiom  passing  through  the  said  gates,  until  they  have  respec- 
ively  paid  the  same,  that  is  to  say:  for  every  carriage,  aleigh  or  vehicle 
)r  whatever  description  used  for  peraonal  accommci^ation  or  pleasure,  ^^^ 
)ne  and  one  half  cents  per  mile  for  each  horse  or  mule  drawing  the  same; 
'or  every  cart  or  wagon  or  other  carriage  of  burden,  the  wheels  of  which 
^hall  not  exceed  two  inches  in  breadth,  one  cent  per  mile  for  each  and 
ivery  horse  or  mule  drawing  the  same;  for  every  cart,  wagon  or  other 
carriage  of  burden,  the  wheels  of  which  are  four  inches  and  upwards  in 
vidth,  three*fourths  of  a  cent  per  mile,  for  each  and  every  horse  or  mule 
Irawing  the  same;  for  the  said  vehicles  of  burden  as  above  mentioned, 
he  wheels  of  which  are  six  inches  in  breadth,  one  half  cent  per  mile 
or  each  and  every  horse  or  mule  drawing  the  same;  any  load  over  four 
ons  may  be  charged  additional  toll  not  exceeding  double  these  rates;

Bear  to  or  adjacent  to  any  turnpike  gate,  or  shall  wilfully  represent  to 
he  toll  collector,  that  he  or  she  has  traveled  a  less  distance  than  he  or

any  of  the  above  provisions,  he  shall  forfeit  and  pay  any  sum  not 
exceeding  six  dollars  with  costs,  to  any  person  who  shall  be  obstnieted 
in  his  or  her  passages,  who  will  soe  for  the  same,  to  be  recovered  in 
the  usual  way  and  manner,  and  also  be  liable  for  all  damages  whieh 
may  occurs  and  no  driver  of  any  carriage  of  any  kind,  shall  pass  any 
other  vehicle  going  in  the  same  direction,  at  a  faster  gait  than  a  trati  ^

travelers  and  others  using  the  road,  a  printed  list  of  the  rates  of  toll 
which  from  time  to  time  may  be  lawfully  demanded,  and  also  such. of 
the  by-laws  as  may  be  deemed  necessary.

The  said  president  and  managers,  five  of  whom  shall 
for  all  purposes  be  a  quorum,  shall  keep  minutes  of  all  their  proceed- 
ings fairly  entered  in  a  book  to  be  kept  for  that  purpose,  and  shall 
have  full  power  and  authority  to  appoint,  agree  or  contract  with  such 
engineer;  supertntendentSi  artists,  laborers  and  other  persons  as  they 
may  think  necessary  to  make  and  construct  said  road<,  and  oolleet  the 
tolls  hereinafter  authorized,  and  to  6x  their  compensation ;  to  asoertais 
the  times,  manner  and  proportions  in  which  the  stockholders  shall  pav 
the  amount  of  their  respective  shares,  in  order  to  carry  on  their  work; 
to  draw  orders  on  the  treasurer  for  all  debts  contracted  by  them ;  which 
orders  shall  be  signed  by  the  president,  or  in  his  absence  by  a  qooram 
of  the  managers,  and  attested  by  their  secretary,  and  to  do  and  trans 
act  all  such  acts,  matters  or  things  as  by  the  by-laws,  orders  and  legiH 
iations  of  the  said  company  shall  be  entrusted  to  them. 

Section  8.  If  any  stockholder,  whether  original  subscriber  or  assignee, 
after  thirty  days*  notice  in  one  or  more  newspapers  published  io  the 
county  of  Philadelphia,  of  the  time  and  place  apjpointed  for  the  payme&t 
of  any  instalment  of  the  capital  or  proportion  of  the  capital  stock,  chdl 
neglect  to  pay  such  proportion  at  the  place  appointed,  for  the  space  of 
thirty  days  after  the  time  appointed  for  the  payment  thereof,  every  sack 
stockholder  shall  in  addition  to  the  instalment  so  called  for,  pay  at  the 
rate  of  two  per  centum  per  month  for  every  delay  of  such  payroeat; 
and  if  the  same  and  additional  penalty  shall  become  equal  to  the  sums 
before  paid  in  part,  on  account  of  such  share,  the  same  may  be  forfeited

accomplish  the  work,  and  to  demand  and  receive.the  moneys  subscribed 
for  such  additional  shares,  in  like  manner  and  under  like  penalties  as  aic 
provided  by  this  act  in  the  case  of  the  original  subscription. 

Section  10.  The  route  or  track  ofthe  said  road  shall  be  laid  out  aloof, 
over  and  upon  the  bed  of  the  present  road  known  as  Scbod  House  lai^ 
in  the  county  of  Philadelphia,  leading  from  the  Geimantown  and  Perb* 
omen  road,  to  the  Ridge  tnrnpike,  (a  distance  of  two  miles  and  one-fifiK 
more  or  less,)  and  the  said  president  and  managers  shall  have  power  to 
erect  good  and  sufiicieot  culverts,  bridges,  et  cetera,  on  and  over  saki 
road,  wherever  the  same  may  be  found  necessary,  and  shall  canse  st 
least  thirteen  feet  in  width  of  said  road,  to  be  made  an  artificial  road  tf 
woodi  stone  or  gravel,  or  other  pn>per  and  couTenient  materials,  aad 
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shall  foreTer  thereafter  maintain  ant!  keep  the  same  in  perfect  order  and 
repair. 

Section  11.  Whenever  and  as  soon  as  the  said  company  shall  have  Governor  to  ap- 
finished  one  half  or  more  of  the  said  road,  the  president  thereof  may  poioi  ^ 
give  notice  to  the  governor,  who  shall  thereupon  forthwith  appoint  three 
skillful,  judicious  and  disinterested  persons  to  view  and  examine  the 
same,  and  report  to  him  whether  the  said  road  is  so  far  executed  in  a 
complete  and  workmanlike  manner,  according  to  ihe  true  intent  and 
meaning  of  this  act;  and  if  their  report  shall  be  in  the  affinnaiive,  then 
the  governor  shall  by  license  under  his  hand  and  the  seal  of  the  state,  To  grant  ] 
permit  and  sufTer  said  company  to  erect  and  fix  such  and  so  many  toll  to  takotolL 
gates  upon  and  across  the  said  road,  as  will  be  necessary  and  sufficient 
to  collect  from  all  persons  otherwise  than  on  foot,  the  rates  and  tolls 
which  are  hereina^er  authorized. 

Section  12.  The  said  company  having  perfected  the  said  road  or 
such  part  thereof  from  time  to  time  as  aforesaid,  and  being  examined^ 
approved  and  licensed  as  aforesaid,  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  them 
to  appoint  such  and  so  many  toll-gatherers  as  they  shall  think  proper,  Toll-gatbersnk 
to  collect  and  receive  of  and  from  all  and  every  person  and  persons 
using  the  said  road,  such  tolls  and  rates  as  may  be  fixed  or  assessed  by 
the  president  and  managera  of  the  company  :  Provided^  That  the  said  Ptoviio. 
company  shall  not  be  allowed  at  any  time  to  fix,  assess  or  receive  such 
tolls  as  will  make  the  average  profits  arising  therefrom  exceed  a  dividend 
of  six  per  centum  on  the  capital  stock  of  the  said  company :  And  pro-  Pw'""^*' 
vid^d  further^  That  no  toll  shall  be  taken  from  person  attending  funerals 
or  riding  in  military  procession. 

Section  13.  For  collecting  and  receiving  tolls,  for  every  attempt  to     ^^ 
evade  the  payment  thereof,  lor  every  neglect  to  keep  the  said  road  in  antSrUiM  anS^ 
good  repair,  for  the  regulation  of  the  traveling  on  the  said  road,  and  for  natrictioas. 
limitation  of  actions,  and  for  the  recovery  and  application  of  fines  and 
penalties  for  oflTences  against  this  act,  the  said  company  shall  have  all 
the  powers,  authorities,  rights  and  privileges,  and  be  subject  to  all  the 
penalties  which  are  given  and  granted  to  the  president,  managers  and 
company  of  the  Ridge  turnpike  company,  in  and  by  an  act  of  assembly 
of  the  commonwealth,  approved  the   thirtieth  day  of  March,  Anno 
Domini,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  eleven. 

Section  14.  That  the  legislature  hereby  reserves  the  right  to  alter,  Rflservation. 
amend  or  repeal  the  charter  and  privileges  hereby  granted,  whenever  in 
their  opinion  the  same  may  be  injurious  to  the  citizens  of  this  common- 
wealthj  in  such  manner,  however,  that  no  injustice  shall  be  done  to  the 
corporators.

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Xepresento^ 
tivee  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Jissea^

If  any  stockholder,  whether  original  subscriber  or  as- 
signee, after  twenty  days*  notice  in  two  newspapers  printed  as  afore- 
said, of  the  time  and  place  appointed  for  the  payment  of  any  instal- 
ment or  portion  of  the  capital  stock,  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  pay  such 
instalment  or  portion  at  the  place  appointed,  for  the  space  of  thirty  days 
after  the  time  appointed  for  such  payment,  every  such  stockholder  shall, 
in  addition  to  the  instalment  so  called  for,  pay  at  the  rate  of  two  per

the  tolls  hereinafter  authorized,  and  fix  their  compensatioR ;  to  deter- 
mine the  time,  manner  and  proportion  in  which  the  stockholders  shall 
pay  the  amount  of  their  respective  shares  |  to  draw  orders  on  the  trea- 
surer for  all  debts  contracted  by  them,  which  orders  shall  be  signed  bj 
the  president,  or  in  his  absence  by  a  majority  of  a  quorum  of  the 
managers,  and  attested  by  the  Secretary,  and  to  do  and  transact  all  other 
acts,  matters  or  things  as  by  this  act  and  the  by-laws  of  the  compaoy, 
may  be  entrusted  to  them. 

Section  8.  The  said  turnpike  road  shall  commence  at  the  west  end 
of  the  town  of  Fredericksbuig*  in  the  county  of  Lebanon,  thence  the 
nearest  and  best  route  via  Pinegrove,  Friedensbuig  and  Schoylkitt 
Haven,  to  a  point  on  the  Reading  and  Pottsville  tuinpike  on  the  north 
of  Schuylkill  Haven,  in  Schuylkill  county. 

Section  9.  The  said  road  shall  be  laid  out  not  exceeding  fifty  feet  in 
width,  of  which  eighteen  feet  wide  in  the  middle  of  said  road  shall  be 
a  good  and  substantial  turnpike  road,  to  be  composed  of  atone,  wood, 
gravel  or  other  proper  materials,  such  as  the  nature  of  the  ground  may 
require,  and  so  nearly  level  in  its  progress,  that  it  shall  in  no  place  rise 
or  fall  more  than  will  form  an  angle  of  ^ve  degrees  from  a  horizontal 
line  I  and  the  said  company  shall  have  power  to  erect  and  build  bridgeB, 
and  to  erect  culverts  over  any  creeks  or  channels  whero  water  must  ne- 
cessarilv  pass;  and  the  said  company  shall  ever  after  maintain  and  keep 
the  said  bridges  and  culverts  in  good  order  and  repair :  Provided  how- 
et^er.  That  in  all  deep  cuts  or  fills,  the  said  road  need  not  be  of  greater 
width  on  the  surface  than  thirty  feet. 

Section  10,  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  president  and  managers,  and 
ther  agents,  engineers  and  workmen,  with  their  tools  and  instrumenta,

or  any  two  of  them  to  be  mutually  chosen,  or  if  either  party  upon  due 
notice  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  join  in  the  choice,  then  to  be  chosen 
by  a  justice  of  the  peace  who  shall  not  be  interested  therein,  and  upon 
the  tender  of  the  assessed  value  to  dig  and  carry  away  any  limber,  stone, 
gravel,  sand,  earth,  or  other  materials  necessary  or  suitable  for  making 
said  road  ;  and  the  said  managers  and  then:  workmen,  under  their  super- 
Ttsion,  shall  have  full  power  to  enter  upon  any  lands  lying  near  to,  or 
adjoining  said  road,  and  to  cut  or  open  such  drains  through  the  same  as 
they  shall  judge  necessary  to  drain  the  water  from  the  turnpike  road, 
with  the  same  rights,  and  under  the  same  penalties,  as  the  supervisors 
of  highways. 

Sbgtion  11.  The  said  president  and  managers  shall  keep  fair  andAocounti. 
just  accoQuts  of  all  moneys  received  by  them,  and  of  those  paid  out 
and  expended  in  the  prosecution  of  the  work,  and  shall  at  least  once  in

and  to  demand  and  receive  the  moneys  subscribed  for  such  additional 
shares,  in-the  like  manner  and  under  the  like  penalties  as  are  provided 
by  this  act  in  the  case  of  original  subscriptions. 

Section  12.   Whenever  the  said  company  shall  have  finished  Ave 
miles  of  said  turnpike  road,  the  president  thereof  may  give  notice  to  Governor  to  tp- 
the  governor,  who  shall  thereupon  forthwith  appoint  three  skillful,  ju-  P**""*  viewers. 
dicious  and  disinterested  persons  to  view  and  examine  the  same,  and  to 
report  on  oath  or  affirmation  to  him  whether  the  said  road  is  so  far 
executed  in  a  competent  and  workmanlike  manner,  according  to  the

said,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  them  to  appoint  one  or  more  toll-gatherers  to

say  :  for  any  five  miles  of  said  road,  and  in  proportion  for  any  less  Tolli. 
distance,  for  every  score  of  hogs,  six  cents ;  for  every  score  of  sheep, 
six  cents ;  for  every  score  of  cattle,  twelve  cents,  and  in  proportion 
for  any  greater  or  less  number ;  for  every  horse  and  his  rider,  or  lead 
horse,  five  cents  ;  for  every  snlkey,  chair  or  chaise  with  one  horse  and 
two  wheels,  eight  cents,  and  for  every  such  carriage  with  two  horses, 
ten  cents ;  for  every  vehicle  not  of  burden  with  four  wheels,  six  cents 
for  each  horse  drawing  the  same ;  for  every  sleigh,  six  cents  for  each 
faoise  drawing  the  same;  for  every  sled,  five  cents  for  each  horse  draw- 
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ing  the  same ;  for  every  cart,  wagon  or  carriage  of  btRden  curyiagless 
than  three  tons  burden,  with  wheels  four  inches  wide,  five  oeois  per 
each  horse  drawing  the  same ;  with  wheels  less  than  four  inches  wide, 
seven  rents  for  each  horse  drawing  the  same ;  and  for  every  such  car- 
riage of  burden  carrying  three  tons  or  more  burden,  with  wheete  foor 
inches  wide,  seven  cents  for  each  horse  drawing  the  same  ;  and  with 
wheels  less  than  four  inches  wide,  nine  cents  for  each  horse  drmwiog 
the  same;  two  oxen,  or  one  mule  or  ass,  to  be  estimated  as  eqasJ  to 
one  horse;  and  if  any  person  shall  represent  to  said  toU^gatherer  that 
he  or  she  has  traveled  a  less  distance  than  he  or  she  has  actually  tia- 
veled  along  said  road,  with  intent  to  defraud  the  company  of  any  tofl, 
such  person  shall  for  every  such  offence  forfeit  and  pay  to  the  use  of 
the  company*  the  sum  of  five  dollars  ;  and  if  any  toll-gatherer  shall  de- 
mand and  receive  toll  for  a  greater  distance  than  the  person  from  wbon 
such  toll  is  demanded  shall  have  traveled  along  said  turnpike  rood,  or 
shall  demand  and  receive  greater  toll  than  is  authorized  by  this  act,  such 
toll-gatherer  shall  fprfeit  and  pay  the  sum  of  five  dollars  for  every  such 
offence  to  the  supervisors  of  the  township  in  which  the  forfeitoTe  is 
incurred,  for  the  use  of  the  same,  to  be  expended  in  repairing  the  pub- 
lic roads,  and  for  payment  of  which  the  said  company  shall  be  respon- 
sible: Provided^  That  the  said  company  may  in  their  discretion  reduce 
the  tolls  hereinbefore  provided,  or  any  of  them,  below  what  is  here  al* 
lowed,  and  to  raise  the  same  again  not  higher  than  is  permitted  by  thb 
act  during  such  times  and  seasons,  or  at  all  times,  and  with  sack  dis- 
crimination as  they  may  deem  most  expedient. 

Section  14.  If  the  company  shall  neglect  to  keep  the  road  in  good 
order  for  the  space  of  thirty  days,  any  justice^of  the  peace  of  the  ne^b- 
borhood,  in  said  county,  where  the  repairs  ought  to  l^  made,  rosy  issue  a 
precept  directed  to  any  constable,  commanding  him  to  sammon  three  dis- 
interested persons  to  meet  at  a  certain  lime  at  the  place  in  said  road  which 
shall  have  been  complained  of,  of  which  meeting  notice  shall  be  given 
to  the  toll-gatherer;  and  the  said  justice  shall  at  such  titae  and  place  hold 
an  inquisition,  and  if  the  said  road  shall  be  found  by  the  said  inqnisitioo 
to  be  out  of  order,  contrary  to  the  true  intent  and  meaning  of  this  act, 
the  said  justice  shall  certify  a  copy  of  the  inquisition  and  send  to  the 
toll-gatherer,  and  from  the  time  of  receipt  of  said  copy,  no  tolls  sbafl  be 
collected  until  the  said  defective  part  or  parts  of  the  said  road  shall  be 
put  in  good  order  and  repair  aforesaid. 

Section  15.  If  any  person  or  persons  whomsoever  shall  practice  any 
fraudulent  means  or  device,  with  the  intent  that  the  payment  of  any  toll 
or  duty  at  said  turnpike  gate  may  be  evaded  or  lessened,  all  and  ewetj 
such  person  or  persons  in  any  way  or  manner  offending,  shall  for  every 
such  ofience  forfeit  and  pay  to  the  said  company  any  snm  notezeeeding 
ten  dollars,  to  be  sued  for  and  recovered  with  costs  of  suit,  before  say 

i'ustice  of  the  peace,  in  like  manner  as  debts  of  a  similar  nature  are  by 
;iw  sued  for  and  recovered. 

Section  16.  In  the  adjustment  of  claims  for  damages  dot  takiqg  or 
using  land  or  other  property  by  the  company*  it  shall  be  the  doty  of  the 
persons  appointed  according  to  this  act,  to  take  into  consideration  the 
advantages  as  well  as  the  disadvantages  to  be  derived  or  sustained  by  the 
making  of  said  turnpike  road. 

Section  17.  The  president,  managers,  and  company  shall  in  the 
month  of  May  in  each  and  every  year  after  the  organisation  thereof, 
on  a  day  to  be  named  in  their  by-laws,  proceed  to  examine  and  ascertaia 
the  income  of  the  company,  and  after  deducting  all  costs  and  charges 
incurred  by  the  same,  may  if  a  majority  of  votes  are  found  to  be  ia 
favor  thereof,  out  of  the  net  profits,  if  any  there  be,  declare  a  dividend

Sbction  18.  If  the  said  company  shall  not  proceed  to  carry  on  the  Limiiatioo  of

ously pay  to  the  attending  commissioner  or  commissioners  the  sum  of 
one  dollar  for  every  share  to  be  subscribed,  out  of  which  shall  be  de- 
frayed such  incidental  charges  and  expenses  as  may  be  necessary  for 
taking  such  subscription,  and  the  remainder  shall  be  paid  over  to  the 
treasurer  of  the  corporation  as  soon  as  the  same  shall  be  organized  and 
the  officers  chosen  as  hereinaAer  mentioned. 

Section  2.  When  ten  or  more  persons  shall  have  subscribed  one 
hundred  or  more  shares,  and  the  said  commissioners,  or  a  majority  of 
them,  shall  have  certified  under  their  hands  and  seals  to  the  governor, 
the  names  of  the  subscribers  and  the  number  of  shares  subscribed  by 
each,  it  may  be  lawful  for  the  governor,  by  letters  patent  under  his  Letton  patait. 
hand  and  seal  of  the  state,  to  create  and  erect  the  subscribers,  and  also 
those  who  may  afterwards  subscribe,  into  one  body  politic  and  corpo- 
rate, in  deed  and  in  law,  by  the  name,  style  and  title  of  **  The  Glen'^''**' 
Hope  and  Little  Bald  Eagle  turnpike  road  company,*'  and  by  the  same  Pririlegw. 
name  the  subscribers  shall  have  perpetual  succession,  and  all  the  privi- 
leges and  franchises  incident  to  a  corporation,  and  shall  be  capable  of 
taking  and  holding  their  capital  stock  and   the  increase  and   profits 
thereof,  and  of  enlarging  the  same  from  time  to  time  by  new  subscrip- 
tions, in  such  manner  and  form  as  they  shall  think  proper,  if  such  en- 
largement shall  be  found  necessary  to  fulfil  the  intention  of  the  act,  and 
of  purchasing,  taking  and  holding  to  them  and  their  successors  and 
assigns,  and  of  selling,  transferring  and  conveying  in  fee  simple,  or  for 
any  less  estate,  all  such  lands^  tenements,  hereditaments  and  estates, 
real  and  personal,  as  shall  be  necessary  to  them  in  the  prosecution  of 
their  work,  and  of  suing  and  being  sued,  and  of  doing  all  and  every 
other  matter  and  thing  which  a  corporation  or  body  politic  may  lawfully 
do. 

Section  3.  That  the  stockholders,  or  any  two  of  them  named  in 
the  letters  patent,  shall  as  soon  as  convenient  may  be  after  issuing  <>f  ^'*^^*°^*^ 
same,  give  notice  iu  one  or  more  newspapers  published  in  the  counties  *  •**""*  ™  *^"" 
of  Clearfield  and  Blair,  of  a  time  and  place  to  be  by  them  appointed, 
not  less  than  thirty  days  from  the  time  of  the  first  notice,  at  which  time 
and  place  the  said  subscribers,  or  as  many  of  them  as  may  be  then 
present,  shall  proceed  to  organize  the  said  company,  and  shall  choose 
by  a  majority  of  the  said  subscribers,  by  ballot,  or  by  proxy  duly  au- 
thorized in  person,  one  president,  six  managers,  one  treasurer,  and  such 
other  officers  as  may  be  necessary  to  conduct  the  business  of  said  com- 
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pany  for  one  year,  and  from  thence  until  the  next  annual  dectkm,  a»d 
until  such  other  officers  shall  be  chosen  and  or)ranized  agieeablj  lo  the 
provisions  of  this  act ;  and  in  case  of  the  death,  removal,  or  resigna- 
tion of  any  president  or  manager,  the  board  of  managers  may  choose 
another  to  supply  the  vacancy  until  tha  next  annual  election  of  sa^d 
company  ;  they  may  make  and  have  ooe  common  seal,  and  the  saaee 
may  break,  aUer,  or  renew  at  their  pleasure,  und  may  make  soeh  by- 
laws, rules,  orders  and  regulations  not  inconsistent  with  the  constituiioa 
and  laws  of  this  state,  as  shall  be  necessary  for  the  well  ordering  of  the 
affairs  of  the  corporation  :  Provided^  That  each  subscriber  shall  be  en- 
titled to  one  vote  for  every  share  of  stock  by  him  or  her  held,  not 
exceeding  five;  but  no  number  of  shares  above  five  shall  entitle  the 
holder  thereof  to  more  than  two  votes  at  any  election  or  meeting  of  said 
company  :  ^nd provided  also^  That  no  person  shall  be  entitled  to  boti 
the  office  of  president,  manager,  or  treasurer  of  the  said  compaoy  who 
is  not  a  stockholder  thereof :  ^rul  provided  al$o^  That  no  stockhokier, 
whether  the  original  subscriber  or  assignee,  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  at 
any  election  or  meeting  of  said  company,  unless  the  whole  sum  dae 
and  payable  on  the  shares  by  him  or  her  held  at  the  time  of  8a<^  dec- 
tion  or  meeting,  shall  have  been  fully  paid  and  discharged. 

Seci^on  4.  If  any  treasurer  elected  by  virtue  of  this  act  shall  die, 
resign  or  refuse  to  act,  or  neglect  to  give  security  for  the  fiiithfiil  dis- 
charge of  the  duties  of  his  office  as  the  board  of  managers  may  direct 
and  require,  or  having  given  the  security  required,  shall  neglect  or  re- 
fuse to  take  upon  himself  and  perform  all  the  duties  of  said  office,  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  managers  for  the  time  being  to  appcMJit 
some  suitable  person  treasurer,  which  person  so  appoint^l  shall  bold 
the  office  to  whi%h  he  shall  have  been  appointed  until  the  next  electioD 
by  the  stockholders,  on  his  giving  the  requisite  security ,  and  nntil  a 
successor  shall  be  duly  elected  and  give  the  security  required. 

Sbction  5.  The  stockholders  shall  meet  on  the  first  Moodsy  in  No- 
rember  in  each  and  every  year,  at  such  place  as  shall  be  fixed  by  the 
by-laws  of  said  company,  for  the  purpose  of  choosing  in  manner  afore- 
said, such  officers  for  the  year  ensuing  the  term  of  service  of  those  pre- 
viously elected.

Sbction  7.  It  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  the  said  president  and 
managers,  their  superintendents,  surveyors,  engineers,  artists  and  cbais 
bearers,  to  enter  in  and  upon  all  and  every  the  lands,  tenements  and 
enclosures,  in,  through  and  over  which  the  said  intended  turnpike 
road  may  be  thought  proper  to  pass,  and  for  that  purpose  to  ezamioe 
the  ground  and  quarries  of  stone  and  gravel,  and  other  materials  that 
may  be  necessary  in  making  and  constructing  the  said  load,  and  to  sur- 
vey, lay  down,  ascertain,  mark  and  fix  such  route  for  said  rosd  as  io 
the  best  of  their  judgment  and  skill  combine  shortness  of  distance  with 
the  most  eligible  ground ;  beginning  at  Glen  Hope,  in  Clearfield  ooua- 
ty  $  thence  the  nearest  and  best  route  to  the  mouth  of  the  little  Baki 
Eagle  creek,  in  Blair  county. 

Section  8.  The  said  president  and  managers,  five  of  whom  shall  for 
all  purposes  be  a  quorum,  shall  keep  minutes  of  all  their  proceedii^ 
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fairly  entered  in  a  book  to  be  kept  for  that  purpoee,  and  shall  have  fall 
power  and  authority  to  appoint,  agree^  or  contract  with  such  engineer.  Powers  and  da- 
superintendents,  artists,  laborers  and  other  persons  as  they  may  think  •*••  ^'^  *'**'^* 
necessary  to  make  and  construct  said  road,  and  collect  the  tolls  herein- 
after authorised,  and  to  fix  their  compensation ;  to  ascertain  the  times, 
manner  and  proportions  in  which  the  stockholders  shall  pay  the  amount 
of  iheir  respective  shares  in  order  to  carry  on  their  work ;  to  draw  orders 
on  the  treasurer  for  all  debts  contracted  by  them,  which  orders  shall  be 
signed  by  the  president,  or  in  his  absence  by  a  quorum  of  the  mana- 
gers, and  attested  by  their  secretary,  and  to  do  and  transact  all  other 
acts,  matters  and  things  as  by  the  by-laws,  orders  and  regulations  of 
the  said  company  shall  be  entrusted  to  them. 

Section  9.  If  any  stockholder,  whether  original  subscriber  or  s>-  ^^ 
signee,  after  thirty  days'  notice  in  two  newspapers  printed  in  the  coun-  ,  J?*^  *'*" 
ties  of  Blair  and  Clearfield,  of  the  time  and  place  appointed  for  the  pay- '  * 
meni  of  any  instalment  or  proportion  of  the  capital  stock,  shall  neglect 
to  pay  such  proportion  at  the  place  appointed,  for  the  space  of  sixty 
days  after  the  time  appointed  for  the  payment  thereof,  every  such  stock- 
holder  shall  in  addition  to  the  instalment  so  called  for  pay  at  the  rate  of 
two  per  cent,  per  month  for  every  delay  of  such  payment;  and  if  the 
same  and  such  additional  penalty  shall  becmne  equal  to  the  sums  before 
paid  in  part  on  account  of  such  share,  the  same  may  be  forfeited  by 
and  to  the  said  company,  and  may  be  sold  by  them  for  such  price  as 
may  be  obtained  therefor,  or  in  default  of  payment  of  any  stockholder 
of  such  instalments  as  aforesaid  for  the  space  of  sixty  days  as  aforesaid, 
the  president  and  managers  may  at  their  election  cause  suit  to  be  brought 
in  the  same  manner  as  debts  of  like  amount  are  now  recoverable,  for  the 
recovery  of  the  same,  together  with  the  penalty  aforesaid. 

Section  10.  It  may  lawful  for  the  said  president  and  managers,  by 
and  with  their  sup^intendents,  engineers,  artists,  workmen  and  labor- 
ers, with  their  tools  and  instruments,  carts,  wagons  and  other  carriages, 
and  beasts  of  draught  or  burden,  to  enter  in  and  upon  the  lands  contigu-  Entor  upon  lands, 
ous  and  near  to  which  the  said  road  shall  be  made  or  constructed,  first 
giving  notice  of  their  intentions  to  the  occupyers  thereof^  and  doing  as 
little  damage  thereto  as  possible,  and  making  amends  for  damages  upon 
a  reasonable  and  equitable  agreement  by  the  parties,  or  if  they  cannot 
agree  thereupon,  a  just  and  equitable  assessment  to  be  made  upon  oath  ^|J|^"^ 
or  affirmation  by  three  disinterested  freeholders,  or  any  two  of  them,  ^ted!^"'  '^^' 
to  be  mutually  chosen  $  or  if  either  party,  upon  due  notice,  shall  neg- 
lect or  refuse  to  join  in  the  choice,  then  to  be  chosen  by  a  justice  of  the 
peace  for  the  county  wherein  the  said  land  lies,  who  shall  not  be  inter- 
ested therein,  and  upon  the  tender  of  the  assessed  value  to  dig  and  carry 
away  any  timber,  stone,  sand,  earth,  or  other  materials  necessary  or 
suitable  for  making  said  road:  Provided^  That  no  private  property ^'<>^^>*>- 
shall  be  taken  without  making  compensation  to  the  owner  or  owners 
ihereof,  or  giving  adequate  security  therefor. 

Section  11.  The  said  president  and  managers  shall  keep  fair  and 
just  accounts,  as  well  of  all  moneys  received  by  them  as  of  those  paid  ^^^^^ 
out  and  expended  in  the  prosecution  of  the  work,  and  shall  at  least  once 
in  every  year  submit  their  books  and  accounts  to  a  general  meeting  of 
the  stockholders ;  and  whenever  it  shall  be  ascertained  that  the  capital 
stock  of  the  said  company  is  not  sufficient  to  complete  the  said  road  ^ 

according  to  the  true  intent  and  meaning  of  this  act,  it  shall  and  may 
be  lawful  for  the  president  and  managers,  at  a  stated  or  special  meeting 
convened  according  to  the  provisions  of  this  act  or  their  own  by-laws, 
to  increase  the  number  of  shares  to  such  an  extent  as  they.shall  deem  Uen^m  of 
sufficient  to  accomplish  the  work,  and  to  demand  and  receive  the  moneys  sharas. 
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subscribed  for  such  additional  shares,  in  like  manner  and  nnder  Hb 
penalties  as  are  provided  by  this  act  in  case  of  the  original  subscript!?!. 

Section  12.  The  said  president  and  managers  shall  have  power  x 
erect  good  and  sufficient  bridges  over  all  the  streams  of  water  cro»: 
by  said  route,  whenever  the  same  shall  be  found  necessary,  and  shz: 
cause  a  road  to  be  laid  out  not  exceeding  forty  feet  in  width,  and  sM 
cause  at  least  sixteen  feet  of  said  width  to  be  made  an  artificial  road  c 
wood,  stone,  gravel  or  other  proper  and  convenient  materials,  socti « 
the  nature  of  the  ground  may  require  and  will  afford,  to  be  construeiel 
in  such  manner  as  will  admit  an  even  surface,  and  in  no  place  io  ^ 
road  shall  there  be  an  elevation  of  more  than  five  degrees,  where  prsc- 
ticable,  from  a  horizontal  line,  and  shall  forever  thereafter  maiDtaiD  s^ 
keep  the  same  in  good  order  and  repair:  Provided^  Thai  it  shall  2:^ 
may  be  lawful  for  the  president  and  managers  whenever  they  inaj  dees 
it  necessary,  to  cut,  deaden  and  prostrate  the  timber  on  each  or  efthe? 
side  of  the  said  road,  within  a  distance  not  exceeding  thirty  feet  froa 
the  centre  of  the  said  road,  they  making  just  and  equitable  compesa- 
tion  to  the  owners  at  the  time  of  so  doing. 

Section  13.  Whenever,  and  as  soon  as  the  said  company  shall  baT« 
finished  five  continuous  miles  or  more  of  road,  the  president  thereof  o^j 
give  notice  to  the  governor,  who  shall  thereupon  forthwith  appoint  thm 
skillful,  judicious  and  disinterested  persons  to  view  and  examine  ibe 
same,  report  on  oath  or  affirmation  to  him  whether  the  aaid  road  is  m 
far  executed  in  a  competent  and  workmanlike  manner,  according  to  ihe 
true  intent  and  meaning  of  this  act;  and  if  their  report  shall  be  in  tk 
affirmative,  then  the  governor  shall  by  his  license  under  his  hand  tod 
the  seal  of  the  state,  permit  and  suflTer  said  company  to  erect  and  fix  sneh 
and  so  many  toll  gates  upon  and  across  the  said  road,  as  will  be  necessm 
and  sufficient  to  collect  from  all  persons  otherwise  than  on  foot,  ib£ 
same  tolls  which  are  hereinafter  mentioned  and  authorized:  Procided, 
That  all  persons  attending  funerals,  military  parades  and  trainings  or 
divine  worship,  shall  at  all  times  be  exempted  from  payment  of  uj 
toll  on  said  road. 

Section  14.  The  said  compan5r  having  i>erfected  the  said  road  or 
such  part  thereof  from  time  to  time  as  aforesaid,  and  being  examified, 
approved  and  licensed  as  aforesaid,  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  them 
to  appoint  such  and  so  many  toll-gatherers  as  they  shall  think  proper,  to 
collect  and  receive  of  and  from  all  and  every  person  or  parsons  ostog 
the  said  road,  the  tolls  and  rates  hereinafter  mentioned,  and  stop  any 
person  riding  or  leading  any  horse,  or  driving  any  cattle,  hogs  or  sheep, 
or  driving  any  coach,  coachee,  sulky,  chair,  chaise,  phaeton,  can,  wagoo, 
wain,  sleigh,  sled  or  other  carriages  of  burden  or  pleasure  from  pavii^ 
through  the  said  turnpike  or  gates,  until  they  shall  have  respectirelj 
paid  the  same,  that  is  to  say:  for  every  five  miles  in  length  of  the  said 
road  completed  and  licensed  as  aforesaid,  the  following  snm  of  mosey, 
and  so  in  proportion  for  any  lesser  or  greater  distance  actually  tnnki, 
or  for  any  greater  or  less  number  of  sheep,  hogs  or  cattle,  to  wit:  for 
every  score  of  hogs,  six  cents;  for  every  score  of  sheep,  six  cesti; 
for  every  score  of  cattle,  twelve  and  one>half  cents ;  for  eveij 
horse  and  his  rider,  or  led  horse,  three  cents;  for  every  saikj, 
chair  or  chaise  with  one  horse  and  two  wheds,  six  cents;  ifid 
with  two  horses,  nine  cents;  for  every  chariot,  coaeh«  phctoo  or 
chaise  with  four  wheels  and  two  horses,  twelve  and  one>half  cesis; 
for  either  of  the  carriages  last  mentioned  with  four  horses,  twenty  eeois) 
for  every  other  carriage  of  pleasure  nnder  whatsoever  name  it  mj  gO) 
the  like  sums  according  to  the  number  of  wheels  and  hones  dmwiqftliA 
same,  for  every  sled,  two  cents  for  each  hone  dnwing  the  mne;  ft> 
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very  cart  or  wagon  the  wheels  of  which  do  not  exceed  the  breadth  of 
Dur  inches,  six  cents  for  each  horse  drawing  the  same;  for  every  cart 
ir  wagon  the  wheels  of  which  shall  exceed  in  breadth  four  inches 
nd  not  exceeding  seven  inches,  three  cents  for  each  horse  drawing  the 
ame;  for  every  cart  or  wagon  the  breadth  of  the  wheels  of  which  shall 
»e  more  than  seven  inches  and  not  more  than  ten  inches,  or  being  of 
he  breadth  of  seven  inches,  shall  roll  more  than  ten  inches,  two  cents 
or  each  horse  drawing  the  same ;  for  every  cart  or  wagon  the  breadth 
>f  the  wheels  of  which  shall  be  more  than  ten  inches  and  not  exceeding 
welve  inches,  or  being  ten  inches,  shall  roll  more  than  6l\een  inches, 
)ne  cent  for  every  horse  drawing  the  same;  for  every  cart  or  wagon 
he  breadth  of  the  wheels  of  which  shall  be  more  than  twelve  inches, 
)ne  cent  for  each  horse  drawing  the  same ;  and  all  carriages  aforesaid, 
(rhich  shall  be  drawn  by  oxen  in  the  whole,  or  partly  by  oxen  and 
partly  by  horses,  two  oxen  shall  be  eattmated  as  equal  to  one  horse  in 
:harging  all  the  aforesaid  tolls,  arflt  every  mule  as  equal  to  one  horse ; 
md  if  any  person  or  persons  shall  represent  to  the  said  company  or  any  Frtnd^  how 
of  the  officers,  that  he,  she  or  they  have  traveled  a  less  distance  than  P>ni^^^ 
be,  she  or  they  have  actually  traveled  along  the  said  road,  with  intent 
lo  defraud  the  said  company  of  their  toll  or  any  part  thereof,  each  person 
ot  persons  shall  for  every  such  oflTenoe,  forfeit  and  pay  to  the  use  of 
md  company,  any  sum  not  exceeding  five  dollars;  and  if  any  toll- 
gatherer  shall  demand  and  receive  greater  or  other  toll  from  any  person 
or  persons  than  such  toll-gatherer  is  authorized  to  demand  and  receive 
by  virtue  of  this  act,  such  toll-gatherer  shall  forfeit  and  pay  the  sum  of 
twenty  dollars  for  every  such  offence,  to  the  supervisors  of  the  township 
in  which  the  forfeiture  is  incurred,  for  the  repair  of  the  roads  in  the  said 
township:  Provided  always^  That  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  the  Proviso. 
said  company  by  their  laws,  to  regulate  the  burthen  or  carriages  to  be 
drawn  along  the  said  road,  in  such  manner  as  shall  be  found  fiom  ex* 
perieAce  to  be  most  conducive  to  the  public  convenience  and  the  advan- 
tage of  the  company. 

SxcTiON  15.  For  collecting  and  receiving  tolls,  for  every  attempt  to 
evade  the  pavment  thereof,  for  every  neglect  to  keep  the  said  road  in  Prooeedinga  to 
good  repair,  for  the  increasot  diminution  and  application  of  the  tolls,  the  keep  the  md  in 
erection  of  index  posts,  and  for  the  injuring  and  defacing  of  the  same,  8**^  repair,  dEc 
for  the  regulation  of  the  traveling  on  the  said  road,  and  for  the  limita- 
tion of  actions,  and  for  the  recovery  and  application  of  fines  and  penal- 
ties for  offences  against  this  act,  the  said  company  shall  have  all  the 
powers,  authorities  and  privileges,  and  be  subject  to  all  the  penalties 
which  are  given  and  granted  by  the  act  incorporating  the  Clearfield  and 
Allegheny  turnpike  load  company,  approved  the  second  day  of  July, 
one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  thirty-nine.

state,  shall  be  constructed  of  the  same  width  with  the  track  of  cbr 
Pennsylvania  railroad  :  And  provided  fierther^  That  the  said  ratlnsi 
company  shall  connect,  at  or  near  the  city  of  Pittsbuig,  with  the  Poa- 
sylvanta  railroad,  with  the  consent  of  the  Pennsylvania  railroad  eoe* 
pany,  and  shall  also  permit  the  Pittsbui|f,  Kittanning  and  Wane 
railroad  company  to  connect  with  said  road,  at  or  near  the  city  of  Pics-

If  it  shall  be  necessary  in  the  location  of  any  part  of  any 
railroad  to  occupy  any  road,  street,  alley  or  public  way  or  ground  of  any 
kind,  or  any  part  thereof,  it  shall  be  competent  for  the  municipal  or 
other  corporation  or  public  officers  or  public  authorities  owning  or  haviiig 
charge  thereof,  and  the  railroad  company  to  agree  upon  the  manner  and 
upon  the  terms  and  conditions  upon  which  the  same  may  be  used  or

To  authorise  the  Wealem  telegraph  company  to  conatract  lines  of  telegrapk 
through  PennayWania,  in  a  diieetion  6om  Baltimore  to  the  Ohio  liver. 

Whereas,  The  legislature  of.  the  state  of  Maryland  passed  an  act 
Preamble.  to  authorize  a  company  to  construct  lines  of  telegraph  wires  from  Balti- 

more to  the  western  limits  of  the  state  of  Maryland : 

Snd  whereas^  The  assent  of  the  legislature  of  this  cooimoiiwealih 
is  requested,  to  authorize  the  said  company  to  conduct  lines  of  tel^raph 
through  such  part  of  this  state  as  may  be  found  expedient  and  i 
sary,  in  the  direction  of  the  Ohio  river;  therefore, 
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Section  1.  Beit  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  RepresentO' 
fives  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assembly 
fnet^  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  samCy  Thtt  Coosent  of  oom- 
the  assent  of  this  commonwealth  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  given  and  monwealth  given 
granted  to  the  Western  telegraph  company,  incorporated  by  the  state  ot^  **>"  Western 
Maryland,  in  and  by  virtue  of  an  act  of  the  legislature  of  that  state,  ^^^^^^^^ 
passed  the  fourth  day  of  February,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  ^^  Un^dt^ 
forty-seven,  so  far  as  to  allow  and  permit  the  said  company  to  locate,  telegraph, 
construct  and  maintain  a  continuation  of  said  lines  of  telegraph  wires 
through  the  state  of  Pennsylvania,  in  a  direction  from  the  city  of  Balti- 
more to  the  city  of  Pittsburg,  and  to  the  Virginia  state  line  :  Provided,  Provieo. 
That  the  said  telegraph  company  shall  construct  a  branch  or  lateral  line 
from  Brownsville,  Fayette  county,  to  Waynesburg,  Greene  county, 
whenever  the  citizens  of  Greene  county  shall  subscribe  fifteen  hundred 
dollars*  worth  of  stock  in  said  branch  Or  lateral  line. 

S£CTiON  2.  That  the  said  company,  their  officers,  engineers  and  as-  Powera. 
sistanta  may  make  such  examinations  of  and  upon  the  territory  of 
this  state  laying  and  being  in  the  direction  aforesaid,  as  will  be  neces- 
sary to  enable  the  said  company  to  make  a  proper  and  judicious  loca- 
tion, and  to  make,  construct,  complete  and  maintain  the  said  lines  of 
telegraph  in  the  direction  aforesaid,  upon  the  same  and  like  principles 
and  plans  in  all  respecta,  and  under  and  subject  to  the  same  regulations, 
powers,  immunities,  privileges,  conditions  and  restrictions  of  what  kind 
soever  as  are  given,  granted,  enjoined,  enacted  and  provided  for  in  the 
said  act  of  the  state  of  Maryland,  so  far  as  the  same  or  any  clause  or 
part  thereof  may  not  be  inconsistent  with  this  act 

Sbotion  3.  That  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  the  said  company  to  Erect  and  con- 
erect  and  construct  works,  edifices,  fixtures  and  structures  along  and  struct  works,  Ac. 
across  any  of  the  roads,  highways,  streeta  and  waters  within  this  state, 
the  said  works  to  be  so  placed  as  not  to  interfere  with  the  common  use 
thereof;  and  the  said  company  and  all  other  persons  by  them  authorized, 
appointed  or  employed,  shall  have  power  and  authority  to  enter  into  and 
upon,  hold,  occupy  and  enjoy  any  land  for  the  purpose  of  locating  and 
constructing  the  said  telegraph  lines,  and  using,  repairing,  maintaining 
and  enjoying  the  same  upon  which  the  same  may  be  located,  or  which 
may  be  necessary  or  convenient  for  the  location  of  the  same:  Provided,  Pioviao. 
That  such  compensation  previous  thereto  shall  be  made,  secured,  or 
tendered  to  the  owner  or  owners  of  any  land,  as  shall  be  agreed  upon 
between  the  parties,  or  in  such  manner  as  is  hereinaAer  mentioned. 

Section  4.  That  if  the  said  corporation  and  the  owner  or  owners  of  Damages  to  land, 
any  lands  through  which  the  said  telegraph  lines  shall  pass,  cannot  how  ascertained 
agree  upon  the  price  or  compensation  to  be  paid  by  the  said  corporation  *^  adjusted, 
for  such  land  taken  or  used,  or  the  damages  done  thereto,  it  shall  and 
may  be  lawful  for  either  party  to  apply  to  the  court  of  common  pleas 
for  the  county  in  which  said  lands  shall  lie,  by  petition,  stating  the  facta 
in  relation  thereto ;  and  thereupon  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  court  to 
appoint  five  disinterested  persons  of  the  proper  county,  or  of  any  ad- 
joining county,  and  to  fix  a  time  not  less  than  twenty,  nor  more  than 
thirty  days  thereaAer,  for  the  said  viewers  to  meet  upon  the  premises 
where  the  damages  are  alleged  to  be  sustained,  of  which  time  and  place 
ten  days*  notice  shall  be  given  by  the  party  petitioning  to  said  viewers,

are  likely  to  be  sustained  bj  the  owner  or  owners  of  such  land  thioogh 
which  the  said  telegraph  lines  shall  pass,  and  deducting  from  th«  dam- 
ages the  value  of  the  advantages  and  benefits  which  maj  have  aocnied, 
or  are  likely  to  accrue  to  the  owners  of  said  land  from  the  said  tel^gnph 
lines,  or  works  connected  therewith,  and  to  make  out  a  report  of  their 
assessment  of  damages,  signed  by  the  said  viewers^  and  return  the  same 
to  the  court  appointing  them  at  the  next  term  thereof^  which  report 
being  confirmed  by  said  court,  shall  be  considered  a  judgment  of  the 
said  court,  and  collected  in  like  manner  as  other  judgments  of  the  same 
court  are  collected,  with  the  coats  of  court:  Provided^  That  if  the 
proper  officer  of  the  said  company,  at  any  time  before  application  made

Sbction  5.  That  if  any  person  or  persons  shall  wilfully  or  know- 
ingly break,  injure,  destroy,  or  interrupt  the  telegraph  lines  and  com- 
munications, or  any  part  thereof,  or  any  work,  erection,  edifice^  structure 
or  device,  or  any  part  thereof  erected  by  said  company,  or  to  be  erected 
by  them  in  pursuance  of  this  act,  he,  she  or  they  shall  pay  the  said 
corporation  one  hundred  dollars  for  said  offence,  and  shall  be  further 
liable  for  all  damages  which  the  said  corporation  may  suffer  in  repairing 
the  injury,  and  from  the  interruption  of  their  business,  to  be  recovered 
in  an  action  of  trespass ;  and  if  any  person  incurring  the  penalty  afore- 
said, shall  through  insolvency  or  other  cause,  be  unable  or  fail  to  pay 
the  penalty  or  damages  aforesaid,  and  shall  a  second  time  commit  tres^ 
pass  upon  the  said  lines,  or  any  part  thereof  as  aforesaid,  he,  she  or 
they  shall  be  liable,  upon  conviction  tliereof,  to  an  imprisonment  in  the 
county  jail  of  not  less  than  one  month,  nor  more  than  six  months. 

Section  6.  That  when  said  company  shall  have  completed  theb  line 
of  telegraphic  wires,  or  any  portion  thereof,  within  this  state,  the  presi- 
dent and  treasurer  of  said  company  shall  prepare  and  communicate  so 
the  auditor  general  of  this  commonwealth,  a  statement  under  oath  or 
affirmation  of  said  president  and  treasurer,  setting  forth  the  cost  of  all 
the  worics  of  said  company  within  this  state  |  and  the  stock  of  said  com- 
pany, in  amount  equal  to  such  cost,  b  hereby  made  subject  to  taxation 
for  the  use  of  the  commonwealth,  in  the  same  manner  and  at  the  same 
rate  as  the  stock  of  other  companies  incorporated  by  the  laws  of  this 
state  is  subject;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  company,  upon  the 
declaration  of  any  dividend,  to  cause  their  treasurer  to  retain  out  of  sodi 
dividend  and  pay  into  the  treasury  of  this  commonwealth,  the  amount 
of  tax  to  which  such  portion  of  their  stock  may  be  liable. 

SscTioN  7.  That  before  this  act  shall  be  enrolled  or  have  the  force 
and  effect  of  law,  said  company  shall  pay  into  the  state  treasury,  for  the 
use  of  the  commonwealth,  one  hundred  dollars,  in  lien  of  the  enrolment 
tax  now  provided  by  law. 

Sbgtion  8.  That  the  dividends  of  this  company,  and  of  all  other  tele- 
graph companies  heretofore  or  hereafter  incorporated  by  ibe  le^tislatace 
of  this  commonwealth,  shall  be  subject  to  the  graduated  tax  imposed 
upon  the  dividends  of  the  Pennsylvania  Central  telegraph  company,  ia 
.  lieu  of  all  other  tax  upon  the  dividends  imposed  upon  any  such  coapany 
or  companies. 
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Section  9.  The  legislatare  reserves  the  ri^ht  to  alter,  amend  or  Untrmiion. 
revoke  any  and  all  of  the  provisions  of  this  act,  whenever  they  shall  be 
misused  or  foand  injurious  to  the  citizens  of  this  commonwealth.

Section  L  Beit  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representa- 
tives of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assembly 

met^  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same^  That  Ctnal  c 

the  canal  commisaioners  be  and  they  are  hereby  authorised  to  sell  atmonerauthorixed 
public  sale,  after  due  and  timely  public  notice  given  in  the  newspapers  to  sell  certain 
published  in  the  counties  of  Erie,  Crawford  and  Venango,  the  several  '^^  estate. 
lots  or  parcels  of  land  owned  by  the  commonwealth  along  the  line  of 
the  Franklin  division  of  the  Pennsylvania  canal,  together  with  the  lock 
houses  and  other  buildings  thereon  erected,  and  the  appurtenances  be- 
longing thereto.
